bility of the parent and stu- 
dent to provide the school 
with verification of each 
occurrence of absence. All 
other absences will be con- 
sidered illegal. 


5. It shall be the responsibility 


ot the school staff and sup- 
port personnel to provide 
attention to any student who 
has been absent more than 
20% of the days during 
which school has been in 
session. 

The following guidelines are 

hereby established. 

1. Pupils lawfully having 
missed 20% or more of the 
days during a given mark- 
ing period, should receive 
an “I (incomplete) and 
that he/she be permitted to 
make up the missed work 
during the following mark- 
ing period with an appropri- 
ate grade being recorded by 
the teacher. The time limit 
for “making up” this work 
will be determined by the 
school authorities. The time 
limit should not exceed the 
following report period. 

2. If a student misses 20% of 
the days school was in 
session during a grading 
period and has had ample 
time to make up the work 
missed. an ‘“‘I"’ (incomplete) 
need not be given. 

3. The recurrence of excessive 
absenteeism (lawful) should 
be reported to the Super- 
visor of Pupil Services for 
possible alternatives for the 
pupil's educational pro- 
gram 

4. A pupil having a 10% ab- 
sentee rate (unlawful and 
physically within a student's 
control), may not receive a 
passing grade at the ele- 
mentary or middle school 
level. A pupil having a 10% 
absentee rate ‘unlawful and 
physically within a student's 
controll), may not receive a 
credit (counting toward 
yraduation) for that course 
or those courses at the High 
School level. 

5. Students over sixteen years 
of age shall be subject to the 
same attendance procedures 
as those under sixteen.”

Coding Procedures 

I. Any absence which has any 
code from ‘‘01"" to ‘10” is a 
lawful absence. However, the 
Garrett County Schools will 
accept only up to three (3) 
days per student in any school 
year as coming under Code 
“08.” 
II. Only absences due to ill- 
nesses certified by a doctor 
will be coded ‘*02."" 
III. Absences reported by a 
parent (guardian) but not 
certified by a medical doctor 
will be coded ‘'13."’ Code ‘13” 
shall be considered as a lawful 
excuse for up to and including 
10% of the total number of 
school days. Beyond this 
figure, an illness must be 
certified by a doctor in order 
to be considered lawful. Other- 
wise, the absence will be con- 
sidered unlawful. 

For example, during a 
normal school year of 180 days, 
a parent (guardian) may 
report up to and including 18 
days of illness. Beyond this, a 
medical doctor must certify 
absences for illness.

Students Affected 
By School Strikes

More than a million students 
from elementary school through 
college are being affected by 
ongoing or threatened teacher 
strikes in 10 states and seven 
major cities. 

Teachers and school boards 
are growing angrier by the day. 
And students — caught in the 
middle of complicated contract 
disputes — are becoming bitter, 
too, as they contemplate the 
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work they may be required to 
perform once the strikes are 
settled. 

About 250,000 students in 
Philadelphia faced the prospect 
of an extended summer vaca- 
tion beginning Friday, the day 
classes are scheduled to open. 
Teachers, on strike since last 
week, and the school board 
were far apart in negotiations. 

“IT have no feeling that we're 
on the brink of a settlement.” 
John Ryan, the chief negotiator 
for the Philadelphia Federation 
of Teachers, said Tuesday. 

School officials in Seattle 
today told 55,000 pupils not to 
report for their first classes of 
the fall term as angry teachers 
set up picket lines.

In Tacoma, Wash., striking 
teachers rejected a contract 
proposal Tuesday, sending 
home 30,000 students. 

Strikes hit 100,000 students in 
15 Michigan school districts, 
including Pontiac, Port Huron 
and Detroit's suburban Warren 
Consolidated School District. 

In Illinois, teachers’ strikes in 
four districts — including 
Rockford, second largest in the 
state — idled 50,000 elementary 
and secondary pupils. 

High school students staged a 
sit-in at the school administra- 
tion building in Richmond, Ind., 
while teachers picketed for the 
eighth day, halting classes for 
10,000 students. 

Another walkout in Marion, 
Ind., affected 10,000 students. 

In Ohio, teachers struck the 
Tallmadge and lima Shawnee 
districts, but supervisory per- 
sonnel taught classes for 6,900 
students in both districts. 
Classes were canceled for 4,300 
pupils in l.ogan. 

Strikes and lockouts plagued 
six school districts in Pennsyl- 
vania. Most schools were not 
scheduled to open until later in 


the week and only 5,000 
students were affected Tues- 
day. 


School systems in Bridgeport 
and Norwalk, Conn., were faced 
with threatened teacher strikes 
that could curtail classes for 
37.000 students this week. 

Teachers in Cranston and 
Westerly, R.I., skipped orienta- 
tion sessions and took to the 
picket lines. Officials postponed 
today's first round of classes 
for 3,800 students at Westerly 
and said classes probably 
would be canceled for 11,000 
pupils at Cranston. 

Strikes even disrupted back- 
to-school adtivities in small 
states where labor troubles are 
infrequent. 

About 60 teachers at Cham- 
plain Valley Union School at 
Hinesburg, Vt., struck Tuesday 
and offictals canceled classes 
for 1,100 until Monday. 

In Arco, Idaho, 38 of the 
school system’s 40 teachers 
struck for a third day, idling 
850 students at five schools. 


CLA Emplovee 


Pleads Innocent 


HAMMOND, Ind. (UPI) — A 
former CIA employee has 
pleaded innocent to charges of 
selling top secret papers 
describing an American spy 
satellite to a Soviet agent for 
$3,000. 

William T. Kampiles, 23, of 
Munster, Tuesday entered his 
plea to six counts of espionage 
and theft before U.S. District 
Judge Phil McNagny. 

The judge set trial on the 
grand jury indictments for Oct. 
30 and told defense lawyers to 
put in writing a request for a 
reduction in the defendant’s 
$500,000 bond. Kampiles was 
returned to jail in Chicago 
following the court appearance. 
He was indicted about a week 
after his arrest in Chicago last 
month on a warrant issued by 
the U.S. Justice Department. 
Two of the espionage charges 
carry maximum penalties of 
life imprisonment. 

The indictment identifies the 
stolen intelligence information 
only as a document entitled 
“KH-11 System Technical 
Manual,” reportedly describing 
the “Big Bird’’ satellite 


Peace In Middle East Is Hopeful 


Outeome Of Camp David Summit 


CAMP DAVID, Md. (UPL — 
In an atmosphere of hope, 
prayer and near-total seclusion, 
the principal actors in the 
summit at Camp David are 
gathered for a rendezvous 
crucial for peace in the Middle 
East. 

President Anwar Sadat and 
Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin arrived on separate 
Marine helicopters Tuesday 
afternoon at the presidential 
retreat in the green foliage of 
Maryland's Catoctin mountains. 

Both men expressed hope and 
optimism in brief arrival 
statements, but a tense cloud — 
Lebanon — cast a shadow over 
the conference. 

The danger in Lebanon is 
that continuing clashes between 
right-wing Christian militias 
and Arab peace-keeping troops 
may escalate into a direct 
military confrontation between 
Syria and Israel — and affect 
the summit. 

At the request of host 
President Carter there is an 
almost total news blackout over 
the talks, which could last as 
long as 10 days, including a 
three-day break for the religous 
holy days of the three leaders 
over the weekend. Sadat's 
Islam day of worship is Friday; 
Beyin'’s Jewish Sabbath begins 
at sundown Friday and lasts 
until sundown Saturday, 
Carter's Christian day of rest 
and worship is Sunday. 

Both Sadat and Begin ex- 
pressed optimism when they 
arrived at Andrews Air Force 
Base for the helicopter ride to 
Camp David. 

Begin ended his brief re- 
marks with a pun in Latin on 
the traditional Vatican phrase 
uttered at the successful 
conclusion of a conclave of the 
College of Cardinals — ‘‘Habe- 
mus Papum” (we have a 
pope.) Begin said, “let us all 
hope that out of this unique 
political conclave a day will 
come when the nations of the 
world will say, ‘Habemus 
pacem, we have peace."” 
Sadat said on arrival, “We 
come here at a crucial 
crossroads. The challenge is 
tremendous, but we have no 
choice except to accept the 
challenge. We can’t afford to 
fail the hopes of nations all 
over the world.” 

In their first evening at the 
presidential retreat. there were 
only informal meetings between 
Carter and Begin and a brief 
exchange between Sadat and 
Carter. The American president 
meets separately with Sadat 
this morning, and the first joint 
meeting of the three leaders is 
expected later. 

The three parties, including 
foreign ministers and a small 
staff, dined separately in their 
lodges Tuesday. Begin brought 
his defense minister, Ezer 
Weizman, but Sadat did not 
bring his minister of defense, 
Mohammed Gamassy. 

Egyptian officials said 
Gamassy’s absence was delib- 
erate because Sadat did not 
want to discuss any details of 
the military situation in the 
Sinai. He considers the return 
of the Sinai to be a closed 
issue, which should not be 
raised at this summit. 

Israeli officials said Begin 
arrived for the summit in an

Three issues are expected to 
dominate the talks: 


—Terms for Israeli withdraw- 
al from the West Bank, Gaza 
strip and the Sinai peninsula. 


—The final nature of the 
peace that would be declared 
as a result of the Israeli 
withdrawals. 


—The role the Palestinians 
will be able to play in the 
determination of their own 
future, in their own state. 

In addition, American offi- 
cials said they expect the crisis 
in Lebanon to be raised during 
the course of the informal, 
rambling discussions. 

Begin described the summit 
“as the most important, the 
most momentous” of all the 
meetings that he has held with 
Sadat and Carter. 

Sadat said, “I pray to God 
Almighty to guide us in this 
preat endeavor and to enable 
us to achieve the noble goal 
which inspired President Carter 
to call for this conference. This 
inspiration is and shall remain 
a brave and gallant act of 
statesmanship.” 

But Sadat’s remarks also 
contained an implicit warning.

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Over One Million 
Students Affected

More than a million students 
from elementary school through 
college are being affected by 
ongoing or threatened teacher 
strikes in 10 states and seven 
major cities. 

Teachers and school boards 
are growing angrier by the day 
And students — caught in the 
middle of complicated contract 
disputes — are becoming bitter, 
too, as they contemplate the

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work they may be required to 
perform once the strikes are 
settled. 

About 250,000 students in 
Philadelphia faced the prospect 
of an extended summer vaca- 
tion beginning Friday, the day 
classes are scheduled to open. 
Teachers, on strike since last 
week, and the school board 
were far apart in negotiations. 

“I have no feeling that we're 
on the brink of a settlement,” 
John Ryan, the chief negotiator 
for the Philadelphia Federation 
of Teachers, said Tuesday. 

School officials in Seattle 
today told 55,000 pupils not to 
report for their first classes of 
the fall term as angry teachers 
set up picket lines. 

In New Orleans, where a 
week-old strike has disrupted 
classes for about 90,000 stu- 
dents, teachers ignored threats 
of disciplinary action and

In Tacoma, Wash., striking 
teachers rejected a contract 
proposal Tuesday, sending 
home 30,000 students. 

Strikes hit 100,000 students in 
15 Michigan school districts, 
including Pontiac, Port Huron 
and Detroit's suburban Warren 
Consolidated School District. 

In Illinois, teachers’ strikes in 
four districts including 
Rockford, second largest in the 
state — idled 50,000 elementary 
and secondary pupils. 

High school students staged a 
sit-in at the school administra- 
tion building in Richmond, Ind., 
while teachers picketed for the 
eighth day, halting classes for 
10,000 students. 

Another walkout in Marion, 
Ind., affected 10,000 students. 

In Ohio, teachers struck the 
Tallmadge and Lima Shawnee 
districts, but supervisory per- 
sonnel taught classes for 6,900 
students in both districts. 
Classes were canceled for 4,300 
pupils in Logan. 

Strikes and lockouts plagued 
six school districts in Pennsyl- 
vania. Most schools were not 
scheduled to open until later in 


the week and only 5,000 
students were affected Tues- 
day. 


School systems in Bridgeport 
and Norwalk, Conn., were faced 
with threatened teacher strikes 
that could curtail classes for 
37,000 students this week. 

Teachers in Cranston and 
Westerly, R.I., skipped orienta- 
tion sessions and took to the 
picket lines. Officials postponed 
today's first round of classes 
for 3,800 students at Westerly 
and said classes probably 
would be canceled for 11,000 
pupils at Cranston.

Pleads Innocent 


HAMMOND, Ind. (UPI) — A 
former CIA employee has 
pleaded innocent to charges of 
selling top secret papers 
describing an American spy 
satellite to a Soviet agent for 
$3,000. 

William T. Kampiles, 23, of 
Munster, Tuesday entered his 
plea to six counts of espionage 
and theft before U.S. District 
Judge Phil McNagny. 

The judge set trial on the 
grand jury indictments for Oct. 
30 and told defense lawyers to 
put in writing a request for a 
reduction in the defendant's 
$500,000 bond. Kampiles was 
returned to jail in Chicago 
following the court appearance. 
He was indicted about a week 
after his arrest in Chicago last 
month on a warrant issued by 
the U.S. Justice Department. 
Two of the espionage charges 
carry maximum penalties of 
life imprisonment. 

The indictment identifies the 
stolen intelligence information 
only as a document entitled 
“KH-11 System Technical 
Manual,”’ reportedly describing 
the “Big Bird’ satellite 


CAMP DAVID, Md. (UPI) — 
In an atmosphere of hope, 
prayer and near-total seclusion, 
the principal actors in the 
summit at Camp David are 
gathered for a rendezvous 
crucial for peace in the Middle 
East. 

President Anwar Sadat and 
Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin arrived on separate 
Marine helicopters Tuesday 
afternoon at the presidential 
retreat in the green foliage of 
Maryland's Catoctin mountains. 
Both men expressed hope and 
optimism in brief arrival 
statements, but a tense cloud — 
Lebanon — cast a shadow over 
the conference. 

The danger in Lebanon is 
that continuing clashes between 
right-wing Christian militias 
and Arab peace-keeping troops 
may escalate into a direct 
military confrontation between 
Syria and Israel — and affect 
the summit. 

At the request of host 
President Carter there is an 
almost total news blackout over 
the talks, which could last as 
long as 10 days, including a 
three-day break for the religous 
holy days of the three leaders 
over the weekend. Sadat's 
Islam day of worship is Friday; 
Begin's Jewish Sabbath begins 
at sundown Friday and lasts 
until sundown Saturday; 
Carter's Christian day of rest 
and worship is Sunday. 

Both Sadat and Begin ex- 
pressed optimism when they 
arrived at Andrews Air Force 
Base for the helicopter ride to 
Camp David. 

Begin ended his brief re- 
marks with a pun in Latin on 
the traditional Vatican phrase 
uttered at the successful 
conclusion of a conclave of the 
College of Cardinals — ‘“Habe- 
mus Papum’’ (we have a 
pope.) Begin said, ‘let us all 
hope that out of this unique 
political conclave a day will 
come when the nations of the 
world will say, ‘Habemus 
pacem, we have peace.” 
Sadat said on arrival, ‘We 
come here at a crucial 
crossroads. The challenge is 
tremendous, but we have no 
choice except to accept the 
challenge. We can't afford to 
fail the hopes of nations all 
over the world.” 

In their first evening at the 
presidential retreat, there were 
only informal meetings between 
Carter and Begin and a brief 
exchange between Sadat and 
Carter. The American president 
meets separately with Sadat 
this morning, and the first joint 
meeting of the three leaders is 
expected later. 

The three parties, including 
foreign ministers and a small 
staff, dined separately in their 
lodges Tuesday. Begin brought 
his defense minister, Ezer 
Weizman, but Sadat did not 
bring his minister of defense, 
Mohammed Gamassy. 
Egyptian officials said 
(;amassy’s absence was delib- 
erate because Sadat did not 
want to discuss any details of 
the military situation in the 
Sinai. He considers the return 
of the Sinai to be a closed 
issue, which should not be 
raised at this summit. 

Israeli officials said Begin 
arrived for the summit in an

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extremely elated mood, in 
contrast to his grim and sober 
attitude during his first two 
meetings with Carter. 

Three issues are expected to 
dominate the talks: 


—Terms for Israeli withdraw- 
al from the West Bank, Gaza 
strip and the Sinai peninsula. 


—The final nature of the 
peace that would be declared 
as a result of the Israeli 
withdrawals. 


—The role the Palestinians 
will be able to play in the 
determination of their own 
future, in their own state. 

In addition, American offi- 
cials said they expect the crisis 
in ]ebanon to be raised during 
the course of the informal, 
rambling discussions. 

Begin described the summit 
“as the most important, the 
most momentous” of all the 
meetings that he has held with 
Sadat and Carter. 

Sadat said, “I pray to God 
Almighty to guide us in this 
preat endeavor and to enable 
us to achieve the noble goal 
which inspired President Carter 
to call for this conference. This 
inspiration is and shall remain 
a brave and gallant act of 
statesmanship.” 

But Sadat's remarks also 
contained an implicit warning.

Special Tax Course 
To Be Available 
Again This Year 


Understanding Taxes.” a 
special tax course to provide 
high school students with a 
basic understanding of the U. 
S. tax system, will be available 


again this year, according to 
the Internal Revenue Service 

Now in tts 26th year, the IRS- 
sponsored program is used in 
over 23,000 schools, reaching 
some 4 million students an- 
nually. 

Teaching a non-traditional 
course such as ‘Understanding 
Taxes" is part of a trend to 
make schvol curriculums more 
relevant to everyday life, the 
IRS said. Government studies 


and consumer ulterest’ have 
stressed the need for students 
to graduate from high school 
equipped with practical as well 
as academic skills. 

The IRS said that ‘“Under- 
standing Taxes” prepares stu- 
dents for their tax responsi- 
bilities by covering such topics 
as rights and responsibilities 
as taxpayers, the federal 
budget process, and the history 
of taxation in the United 
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States. The course 1s struc- 
tured to give students a chance 
to apply what they learn in 
hypothetical tax situations. 
using actual tax forms. 

IRS Publication 21, “Under- 
standing Taxes,” 1s the basic 
text for the course and copies 
are available to teachers free 
of charge as a public service. 
The text can be supplemented 
with two free-loan 16mm color 
firms: “Money Talks.” a 26- 


minute history of taxation and 
“Tax Rock.’ a 14-minute up 
beat look at the IRS today. 

Infortnational literature and 
an ‘Understanding Taxes” 
order form are mailed to high 
school principals and depurt- 
ment heads in early Fall each 
year, the TRS advised. Schools 
not contacted through the 
original mailing can request 
the materials by contacting 
their nearest IRS office.

The Register of Wills must determine how an estate is 
to be administered, including establishing lines and 
proportions of entitlement. The person elected must have 
a general knowledge of real and personal property values 
and must compute and collect state inheritance and estate 
taxes. The person must apportion tune for settlement of 
estates and determine when to charge interest. Although 
a law degree is not required, he or she must be familiar 
with testamentary law and must be able to work closely 
with lawyers and with trust departments of banks. 

The law does not specify educational and experience 
requirements for the Register of Wills, but the duties 
demand familiarity with business administration, facility 
with numbers and the ability to master the intmcacies of 
testamentary law. 

The office of the Register of Wills was established by 
the Maryland Constitution as a part of the Maryland 
judicial system. The duties are outlined in Article 93 of 
the Code of Maryland and partially detailed in a 456-page 
volume on estates and trusts. This is a full-time job. 
Annual salary paid is determined by the Board of Public 
Works. The amount may not be less than $6,000. Currently 
no Register of Wills in Maryland is paid less than $20,000.

able to monitor trends within 
the industry to the advantage 
of consumers. Earlier this 
year. most major gasoline 
suppliers discontinued the sale 
of 95 octane fuel, thus elimi- 
nating most of the “premium” 
gas in Maryland and opening a 
lucrative market for fraud- 
ulent fuel enhancers. 

“The stage was set for all 
kinds of fraud schemes offer- 
ing exotic fuel additives to 
Maryland consumers,”’ Mr. 
Goldstein said. ‘Our office. 
however. had already analyzed 
mans of these products. in- 
cluding gas saver pills, 
powdered fuel mixes, and 
otane boosters. found most to 
be consumer frauds, and or- 
dered them removed from the 
Maryland marketplace. Mary- 
land motorists were thus 
spared the dangers of addi- 
tional consumer con games. 

‘Because of this activity, 
there have been fewer in- 
stances of inventive chicanery 
being practiced on the Mary- 
land motorist. and | will con- 
tinue the efforts to prevent 
future fraudulent practices.” 

Monitoring, gasuline remains 
essential. due to the fuel’s 
broad demand — especially 
during summer months when 
vacation travel is at its peak. 
Already during the Summer of 
1978, gasoline consumption has 
risen to near record levels. 

Sub-standard gasoline, when 
sold to consumers. can create 
a number of problems for the 
motorist. 

Gasoline which does not 


Fuel that fails to meet 
Maryland’s standards 1s re- 
moved from the marketplace, 
sometimes even earning a one- 
way ticket back to the 
refinery, Mr. Goldstein said. 
“We don't want to see Mary- 
land motorists plagued with 
engine troubles because of 
poor quality gasoline.” 

Aside from petroleum pro 
ducts, the Comptroller's Office 
acts to protect alcoholic bever- 
age consumers from fraudu- 
lent retail practices. The Motor 
Fuel Testing J[.aboratory 
cooperates with agents from 
the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax 
Division to identify allegedly 
re-filled bottles of liquor, 
confiscated from restaurants 
or clubs where it is suspected 
that bottles of expensive 
brands of liquor are re-filled 
with cheaper brands. 

A device called a gas 
chromatograph can accurately 
compute the ingredients of 
either fuels or alcohol. During 
Fiscal Year 1978, investi- 
pations aided by the gas 
chromatograph concerning 
‘re-fills’’ produced nine 
separate liquor cases resulting 
in one license revocation, $900 
in fines, and 118 days in license 
suspensions. Three cases are 
still pending. 

In order to maintain their 
watchful eye on fuel quality, 
fifteen motor fuel inspectors 
cover four State regions where 
they take fuel samples all 
along the supply chain from 


insisting on accuracy. 

The acquired samples are 
then delivered to the testing 
facility, located in Jessup. 
Maryland, where a team of 
chemists and technicians run 
their battery of tests analyzing 
fuel quality. The facility 
houses an array of impressive 
equipment, from digital 
thermometers to a lead ex- 
traction apparatus, qualifying 
jt as one of the most modern 
and sophisticated laboratories 
of its kind in the country, 
according to petroleum in- 
dustry spokesmen. 

“Our main goal in this ac- 
tivity is to protect the con- 
sumer from fraudulent and 
inferior products,” Mr. Gold- 
stein said. ‘‘And 1 think we're 
succeeding.”

Shouts of ‘I'll never find my 
way around here” and “What 
happens if I forget my locker 
conibination?” were familiar 
sounds ringing through the 
newly-built Northern Middle 
School on its opening day, 
Thursday, August 31. 

After approximately eight 
years of proposals, planning 
and finally construction, 
Northern Middle School, lo 
cated directly behind Northern 
High School, opened its doors 
to 25 teachers and nearly 500 
students in the sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades. 

The school, a_ slightly 
smaller version of Southern 
Middle, is an “epen school’’ 
divided into several large 
areas for each major subject, 
with each area subdivided into 
two or three classrooms. Each 
of the classrooms is separated 
from one another by tempor- 
ary dividers which can be 
moved to conduct larger 
classes. 

We're keeping the par- 
titions up at first,”’ said Princi- 
pal Tom Fowler. “Eventually 
we hope that the students will 
adjust to this new method of 
teaching and we won't need the 
dividers.” 

The school is layed out so 
that the academic subjects are 
studied in one area while 
elective subjects are taught in 
another part of the building. 

The academic area contains 
large spaces where language 
arts. social studies, mathe- 
matics, science and reading 
are taught. “Reading is very 
much a part of our program 
here,” stated Vice-Principal 
Elmer Redinger. ‘‘It's been de- 
emphasized too long,” he 
added. 

A media center is the focal 
point of the school’s academic 
area and ts located in a central 
area surrounded by the class- 
rooms. The center is also an 
open space without doors 
where students can look for 
books, brouse, or sit and read 
in the carpeted, sunken section 
nicknamed “swimming pool.” 

The area of the building 
where elective subjects are 
taught contains traditional

Students at Northern Middle School were highly impressed by the 600 lockers found in the 
school’s corridors. But having to remember the combination and trying to open the lockers 


separates the two groups and 
will remain in the center of the 
zym most of the time, accord- 
ing to Redinger. In addition to 
indoor exercise, students will 
be able to play tennis on 
newly-constructed courts out- 
side the gym. 

A kitchen, cafetorium with 
stage, main office, guidance 
office and two resource rooms 
complete the school. Fowler, 
Redinger and Ruth Rode- 
heaver, secretary, carry out 
their duties in the main office 
while Mark Alkaire, guidance 
counselor, is stationed in the 
guidance office. The resource 
rooms are used to aid students 
who need extra help with their 
studies. 

The highlight of Northern 
Middle School, according to its 
students, is the 600 red, yellow, 
blue and green combination 
lockers found in the long 
corriders around the school. In 
addition to remembering the 
combination to his hall locker, 
a student is also responsible 
for learning his gym locker 
combination. 

Opening day went smoothly, 
according to Redinger. ‘The 
buses were all here within 20 
minutes, the students were 
quickly ushered to their class- 
rooms and then given complete 
tours of the school. The kids 
seem really thrilled to be here 
and so am I." 

‘I’m looking forward to 
working here,” said Fowler ‘‘it 
will bea fantastic experience.” 


Students Must 
Pass Reading Test 


Before Graduation 


All public high school stu- 
dents must pass the Maryland 
Functional Reading Test be- 
fore they are allowed to gradu- 
ate beginning in 1982, the State 
Board of Education has 
decreed 

The state has been using the 
reading test for three years. 
Two months ago, the board 
indicated it would make the 
test a compulsory method of 
determining reading pro- 
ficiency. 

Those entering the ninth 
grade will be tested this fall 
and each year thereafter until 
they achieve the passing score 
of 80 percent. Those who do 
not, must enroll in a reading 
assistance program, the state 
board's bylaws say. 

Last month, the board also 
voted to establish require- 
ments in citizenship, work and 
survival skills. Tests will be 
developed in these areas, al- 
though it is expected that stu- 
dents will be able to demon- 
strate some of these skills 
through actual experiences 
that do not require written 
tests. 

Graduation requirements in 
these areas are not expected to 
be required before 1984, edu- 
cation officials have indicated.

miles from end to end. But, 
over one million people live 
here. Since they have just one 
major airport we will land 
there and take a taxi into the 
capital city of Port-of-Spain. 
Walking down the street in this 
busy city will bring you face to 
face with crowds of friendly 
people. They will nearly all 
have dark skin because the two 
most common races here are 
Indian and Negro. Their 
clothes are not much different 
than what you would see in 
Maryland in summertime. It is 
unportant to have cool clothing 
due to the very warm tropical 
climate. I hope you brought an 
umbrella along. This time of 
vear is the wet season (June til 
December) and it rains 
practically every day. As the 
heavy downpour begins, people 
dash for shelter. In a few 
minutes though, the sun will be 
back. 

“Before it is time to leave, 
we must certainly take a trip 
to the beach. Caribbean islands 
are famous for their out- 
standing surf and sand, and 
Trinidad is no exception. 
Coconut palm trees line all 
coastal areas. So, they tell us 
the water is not far away. The 
roads lead right out onto the 
sand. Beaches here are un- 
crowded. Unlike most beaches 
in the States, very few people 
are lying in the sun. Rather, 
they are bathing in the warm 
and clear salt water. 

“It’s time to head for home, 
but on the way let me tell you 
about how I got the opportunity 
to visit Trinidad. The IFYE 
program (International Four-H 
Youth Exchange) gives 4-H’ers 
a chance to travel and share 
the life styles of various 
countries that also have 4-H 
programs. Trinidad and 
Tobago is one of those coun- 
tries.

Vacation Farms

Tourism is a growing in- 
dustry in Western Maryland. 
City dwellers from Pittsburgh, 
Baltimore and Washington, 
D.C. are attracted to our 
mountains and peaceful way of 
life. There is, at the same 
time, a growing interest in the 
simple life especially among 
people caught up in the fast 
pace of big cities, commuter 
traffic and highly mobile 
careers 

The desire to return to 
country living has taken many 
forms from buying a weekend 
home in the country, moving 
out of the city altogether, or 
spending a vacation on a 
working farm or ranch. Local 
farmers and landholders may 
find that they can directly 
profit from the growth of 
tourism by sharing their farm 
or property with tourists. 

Some farmers are more con- 
ducive to tourism development 
than others. Farm owners need 
to decide what amount of 
privacy they want to maintain 
and whether their homes and 
other buildings will be used to 
receive guests. The nature of 
farm activity, the farm 
family's enjoyment of 
people, and the location and 
appearance of the farm can all 
be important factors in the 
success of a vacation farm. 

A farm family can con- 
siderably augument their in- 
come especially if they plan 
carefully to build a long term 
business. A higher level of 
profit can usually be attained 
by offering a vacation package 
by including some or all meals, 
and offering recreation and 
involvement in farm life. 

The final incentive of a 
vacation farm incudes tax 
advantages where some of the

the farming operation could be 
assigned to the cost of the 
tourism trade. Depreciation of 
buildings and equipment and 
direct expenses proportionate 
to the tourism business can be 
deducted from the gross farm 
income. Expenses such as a 
portion of utility costs, home 
Maintenance ~ or- mainteiance 
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they want to earn more money. 
Women who are talented cooks 
and homemakers’ could 
become much sought after 
hostesses by capitalizing on 
their skills and the farmer 
could benefit twofold from 
farm animals and farm 
products both in their agri- 
cultural - value-- and --the 


aesthetic value to visitors. 
Those rural families that feel a 
sense of isolation could extend 
the ‘‘family’’ by hosting 
guests. 

A study was conducted under 
the auspices of the Regional 
Educational Service Agency 
three years ago to identify 
investment opportunities in 


Western Maryland. It was con- 
cluded by participating local 
and state officials that a ranch 
of considerable size could be a 
profitable venture. To date 
that recommendation has not 
been acted upon although there 
is a successfully growing ranch 
at Deep Creek Lake. 

Several nationa! magazines 


have featured articles on 
vacation farms in recent years 
and the Farm and Ranch 
Vacation Guide, which 
receives national circulation, 
will list a detailed description 
of a vacation farm or ranch 
facility for a fee. 

The tourism movement in 
Maryland is also interested in 
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assisting farmers and land- 
owners to develop tourist 
facilities.

EAR INFECTIONS 

Young infant children are 
particularly susceptible to ear 
infections. There are several 
reasons for this. 

First. the young child has a 
very narrow, horizontal 
Kustachian tube, which 1s 
prune to becoming blocked. 
Allergies can cause this, as 
can pressure from swollen 


Iymph tissue adenoids). Also. 
mucus, phlegin, and other se 
cretions that accumulate dur- 
ing a cold. will often block the 
Fustachan tube. Bacteria are 
trapped within the Eustachian 
tube and cause an infection o1 
abcess in the adjacent middle 
ear to which the Eustachian 
tube is attached ‘The 
Eustachian tube is an air-pres- 
sure balancing tube that allows 
your ears to pop when you go

Contrary to what many 
parents belleve. ear infections 
de not come from taking a 
-hild out in the cold without a 
hat or without his ears 
covered. Neither are ear in- 
fections harmless or prone to 
vo away on their own. 
Organisms causing the ear in- 
fection are bacteria which 
come from the child’s own 
nose and throat. Far infections 
are not contagious like measles 
or cold viruses and hence 
rarely spread from one child to 
another 

The pain of an ear infection 
is caused by pressure on the 
eardrum from pus in the 
middle ear tto which the 
Eustachian tube is connected). 
When a doctor looks into the 
ear canal, he sees a very in- 
flamed eardrum. If the pres- 
sure of the infection adjacent 
to the drum becomes very 
yreat. it will rupture the ear- 
drum and cause a drainage of 
pus out of the ear canal. This 
requires immediate medical 
attention. There are other 
causes of ear pain. one of 
which is the so-called swim- 
mer’s ear, which 1s an inflam- 
mation of the ear canal itself 
from bacteria and fungi. which 
can pet in from the outside. 
This type of infection is caused 
bv hacteria in swimming pools 
that are not affected by 
chlorine treatments. It can be 
caused by compulsively stick- 
ing one's finger in the ear 
canal or by over zealous use of 
Qtips. The ear canal has a 
natural self-cleaning 
mechanism for removing wax 
and debris. 

However, some individuals. 
because of having an exces- 
sively small external orifice or 
because of a narrow canal 
lumen will be prone to collect- 
ing impacted wax in the ear 
canal. These children should 
have this wax removed pro- 
fessionally 

Treatment of ear unfection 
volves rehef of pain. elimi- 
nation of infection and re- 
establishment of Eustachian 
tube function. Treatment of 
middle ear infections is 
essential because if left un- 
treated. scarring of the ear- 
drum with loss of hearing may 
result. The infection may also 
spread to adjoining areas with 
subsequent severe compli- 
cations. Impaired hearing in 
the early years of life may 
have a permanent effect on the 
ehild’s language development. 

Special help will be neces- 
sary for some children who are 
too frequently ill with ear in- 
fections. Underlying their sus- 
ceptibility may be an allergy, 
or a defect in their ability to 
fight infections. These causes 
must be looked for and treated 
to preserve hearing. 

Some children who are 
treated with antibiotics do not 
improve. Most ear infections 
respond promptly. but oc- 
casionally a particular resist- 
ant bacteria may appear which 
requires another antibiotic or 
even a combination of two

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antibiotics to effect a cure 
Re-check of an ear infection 
two or three weeks later 1s es- 
sential to be sure the infection 
is eradicated and hearing has 
been re-established. 

Sometimes. a child who does 
not respond to the normal 
treatment may need the in- 
sertion of small plastic tubes 
‘called PFE tubes) through the 
eardrum. This allows an 
escape route for bacteria and 
fluid from the middle ear when 
the Eustachian tube is closed. 
Hence, hearing function is pre- 
served. Prevention of ear in- 
fection in a susceptible child 1s 
a problem in which there is not 
complete agreement. Some 
doctors prefer the use of 
decongestants on a daily basis 
to help prevent blockage of the 
Fustachian tube. The ef- 
fectiveness of decongestants in 
preventing ear infections, how- 
ever, has not been proven. 

Fortunately. as a child grows 
older, the Eustachian tube en- 
larges and is less subject to 
blockage. Most of the time, 
children outgrow their ten- 
dency to ear infections by the 
age of six or seven.

This is 
still the basic approach, al- 
though the League is now 
international in scope, with 
more than 4,000 groups helping 
thousands of women in the 
United States, Canada, and 
over forty other countries.

Delegate Bolden Joins Those 
In Opposition 


To Courthouse Plans 


Delegate DeCorsey Bolden issued a clarifying statement today as an elected official of 
Garrett County. that the decision making authority for the renovation of the County 
Courthouse and jail complex rests entirely with the Garrett County Commissioners. 
Delegate Bolden stated, however ‘that he has strong reservations about the project and he 
wants it understood that he has no jurisdiction over the Commissioners’ decision to proceed 
as planned. 


Bolden commented, “Despite that lack of jurisdiction | am compelled to state my 
position. My main concerns are the lack of public input; even though public meetings were 
advertised, the small squib in the classified section of the paper was not enough and now 
that D-day or Destruction day has arrived the people are aroused and are finally realizing 
what is about to happen to our jail and Courthouse and at what expense to the county 
taxpayers. | haven't had a positive response from anyone | questioned as to the need. One 
response was that ‘we are building a better jail for the prisoners than many of our resident 
citizens can afford to build for themselves as a home.’ If our jail needs renovations the state 
will pay half on a matching fund basis. The legislature approved four bonding bills in the 
1977 session either for new jails or renovations to existing jails for Caroline County, Howard 
County, Baltimore County and Baltimore City. 


“In the Republican issue of January 13, 1977, Councilman Gordon K. Douglass painted a 
bleak financial picture to the citizens of Oakland concerning their bonded indebtedness as a 
result of the Oakland Water Plant and the Broad Ford Dam project. In The Republican 
issue of Dec. 30, 1976, the town of Friendsville’s woes of financial disaster as a result of the 
water and sewer project was explained. Must our County follow the same course because of 
Federal giveaways? The rationale that if we don’t spend It, someone else will is simply not 
a@ good enough reason. That would be like the husband's and wife’s budget where if he 
doesn’t spent it, she will and the whole family goes broke. 


“The fact that the construction bids were one million dollars higher than anticipated 
ought to be a signal of what Is to come. The Federal grant of $3.4 million ts only for 
construction and does not include furniture. fixtures and equipment. 


Delegate Bolden concluded, ‘| don’t think It’s too late for a reconsideration of accepting 
the Fedral grant and to consider a more modest renovation of the Courthouse and the jail 
with State participation of 50% funding for the renovation of the jal.”

The final statement of that 
news story in 1905 could also 
apply to the sentiments of Oak- 
land’s townspeople today: ~All 
glory to Oakland's fire 
fighters! There are none better 
the world over.” 

The County Court House was 
improved by the application of 
paper, paint and calcunine to 
the walls and the installation of 
*A handsome electric chan- 
dalier and drop lamps in the 
County Commissioners office. 

“These rooms have been 
painted and freshened up to a 
remarkable degree.’ Too bad 
we're not so easily satisfied 
today! 

‘Sheriff Edward J Frantz 
advertises a public auction in 
this paper today. the sale of a 
large stock of groceries to be 
held in Friendsville, the goods 
having been taken into exe- 
cution by due process.” 

I found the thought disturb- 
ing that one’s groceries could 
be taken away until it occurred 
that this was probably a 
grocery store foreclosed upon. 

A Bloomington family. Mr 
and Mrs. Joseph Paugh and 3 
children, were taken 
desperately ill after heartily 
partaking of lima beans that 
had been cooked for the eve- 
ning meal. It was supposed the 
poison of some kind. pre- 
sumably “rough on rats,” got 
mixed in with the cocking 

The explosion of a loro- 
motive boiler made the front 
headlines in the January 26 
edition of The Republican: 
‘One of the mast frightful dis- 
asters occuring in recent years 
took place last Sunday morn- 
ing about nine o'clock at 
Mountain Lake Park, two 
miles east of Oakland, when 
the boiler of passenger engine 
No. 2000, drawing fast freight 
train No. 98, eastbound, ex- 
ploded without a moment's 
warning, killing the fireman 
and front brakeman, and 
seriously injuring the engineer 
and slightly injuring the con- 
ductor 

“The engine. a magnificent 
piece of machinery, recently 
aut of the railroad company's 
shop at Mount Clare, Balti- 


more, when it had been 
thoroughly overhauled, was 
completely wrecked, the boiler 
being torn away from the run- 
ning gear and almost blown to 
pieces --- the wheels over- 
turned and rendered prac- 
tically useless. 

Three cars were also 
wrecked. One of these. loaded 
with horses, was turned down 
the embankment upon tts side, 
but the animals were all taken 
nut uninjured. The track was 
considerably torn up and 
traffic was interfered with for 
several hours. 

“The monetary loss to the 
railway company will exceed 
$20,000, the locomotive alone 
being valued at $18,000." 

About the only positive news 
Item I could find in the month 
of January, 1906. was: ‘We are 
having excellent sleighing at 
present.”

Primary Place For fifty-ninth wedding 


Total Health Care 


A report released this week 
by the Maryland Hospital 
Association clearly indicates a 
trend toward the community 
hospital’s becoming the 
primary place for health care. 

Statistics reveal that in 1977, 
outpatient and emergency 
visits to general hospitals in 
Maryland rose 3.8 percent, 
pushing total visits over the 4 
million mark for the first time. 
The trend was more pro- 
nounced in areas outside 
metropolitan Baltimore where 
outpatient visits reached 1.6 
million, a 5.6 percent increase. 

Dick Davidson, President of 
the Maryland Hospital Associ- 
ation, views the growth of out- 
patient and emergency ser- 
vices as a positive signal that 
public confidence in hospital 
service of this type will con- 
tinue to grow. “This carries 
forward a movement in the 
past three years during which 
time our hospitals experienced 
a 10.8 percent increase in out- 
patient and emergency visits,” 
Davidson pointed out. 

Other figures in the annual 
study show that in 1977 the 
average occupancy rate in 
creased in hospitals outside 
Baltimore, but in the Balti- 
more Metropolitan Area the 
average occupancy rate 
decreased by 2 percent. The 
increase for the state as a 
whole was less than one-half 
percent, for a total occupancy 
of 82.2 percent. 

The MHA statistical report 
also reveals that in recent 
years 13 hospitals, 9 of which 
are in the Baltimore area, 
have eliminated beds from 
obstetrical and/or pediatric 
services. AS a result, although 
the length of stay has 
remained basically the same, 
the percentage of occupancy 
has risen steadily.

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< Ssehessment Ahn rE TS

Q. Can one protest an 
assessment of a previous year? 
The assessments office tells 
me I cannot: however. the 
Department of Finance tells 
me I can go back three years. 

A. The tax laws of Maryland 
are explicit regarding the 
assessment appeals, allowing a 
thirty-day period to appeal at 
each step of its procedure. 

Upon receipt of an assess- 
ment notice. the property 
owner has thirty days in which 
to appeal this assessment to 
the local Supervisor of Assess- 
ments. Such an appeal must be 
in writing. This will result in 
an informal hearing with the 
supers isor’s representative, 
usually the assessor who con- 
ducted your assessment, if so 
desired. 

This first step of the appeal 
procedure is informal in 
nature. and no legal counsel is 
required. It gives you, the 
property owner. the oppor- 
tunity to present your reasons 
and opinion of the value of 
your property. It also enables 
you to obtain an explanation of 
the basis for the assessment. 

This first step of the appeal 
procedure will result in a final 
notice of assessment from the 
assessments office. If you, the 
property owner, stili disagree, 
you may appeal to your local 
property tax assessment ap- 
peal board within thirty days. 
This is also an informal hear- 
ing. and you do not need to be 
represented by counsel. The 
board. comprised of three of 
your fellow citizens who are 
not assessors, will issue a writ- 
ten decision which may be ap- 
pealed within thirty days to the 
Maryland Tax Court if you are 
dissatisfied with the board's 
decision. The tax court is a 
five judge panel that sits in 
Baltimore City, and although 
more formal than the first two 
steps, does not require repre- 
sentation by legal counsel. The 
court also has examiners who 
hear most residential appeals 
and who issue a report to the 
court after conducting these 
hearings. 

Beyond the tax court, you 


may proceed through the 
regular court system of Mary- 
land which can go as high as 
the Court of Appeals. 

Since the law 1s specific, no 
appeal is granted for prior 


- years where the requirement 


of a written protest within the 
thirty-day allowances has not 
been met. However, in extenu- 
ating circumstances in order to 
prevent gross injustice, the 
supervisor and local treasurer 
may reduce an improper 
assessment whether a protest 
was timely filed or not. In such 
situations. a refund against 
any overpaid taxes may be 
issued for up to three years, 
but such an action must be 
agreed upon by both the super- 
visor and the local finance 
official. 

4. I have a question that I 
hope you can answer for me. 
What in the eyes of the 
assessor constitutes a property 
improvement, and how Is this 
used as a basis for raising the 
assessed value of my prop- 
erty? 

A. Maryland law requires 
the separate assessment of 
land and improvements. The 
word improvements is a broad 
one having several meanings. 
When you see the term “im- 
provements” on your notice or 
tux bill, it is used in a 
narrower context and does not 
mean recent alterations, 
modernization, modification, 
or new construction added to 
the existing structure as is be- 
lieved by so many people. The 
term “improvements” as used 
in connection with real estate, 
appraising. or taxation gener- 
ally means any real estate, 
such as, a permanent, non- 
movable structure which has 
been placed upon the land. 
Real estate, thus, has two 
categories: the physical land 
itself and everything else 
permanently attached to it. 
Improvements to land, such 
as, structures, landscaping, 
paving, fencing, etc. consist of 
unmovable items affixed to the 
land. Normal maintenance, 
which might be considered an 
improvement by the average 
homeowner, is not classified in 


the category of ~“improve- 
ments” in this instance. 

Obviously, the term, “im- 
provements’’ would include 
any new structures or addi- 
tions; but it also includes any 
other structure regardless of 
age. To avoid confusion con- 
cerning the terminology used, 
it might be helpful to substitute 
the words, ‘buildings,’ 
‘structures,”’ or the full term, 
“improvements to land,” 
whenever you see the single 
work, “improvements.”’ This 
confusing term, ‘‘improve- 
ments” is being deleted from 
the assessment notice, and the 
more easily understood words, 
“buildings, other’’ will be 
substituted. 

Be careful, however, to 
realize that all structures 
deemed to be real property are 
assessable whether one could 
consider them ‘buildings’ or 
not. 

Q. I know that you will only 
answer questions that will in- 
terest the majority of readers. 
Well, here is a question that 
really has a number of senior 
citizens confused! Some of 
them have called the assess- 
ment office, and the answers 
have only made them more 
confused. We'd like to see it 
printed in the newspaper. 

Last year, a pamphlet 
called, THE ATLET, was pub- 
lished by the State Department 
of Assessments and Taxation. 
It featured The Circuit 
Breaker Story. It stated that 
on $10,000 income or up to it, 
the break would be 3% of the 
first $3,000 or — $90, 4% of the 
next $5,000 or — $200, 5% of the 
next $2,000 or — $100, [totalling 
to a] $10.000 income [and a] 
$390 break. 

This year everybody was 
told they were going to get a 
break. Blue forms were placed 
around town for those under 
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sixty to make application for 
tax credit. On the back of these 
blue forms, the table showed a 
person with $10,000 would have 
to pay $310, and in the news- 
paper, it was broken down and 
showed that it was 1+2% of the 
first $4,000, 342% of the next 
$4,000, 542% of the next $4,000, 
which figures out to $310 on 
$10,000. 


Now, there were no forms 
placed out for the disabled or 
over sixty, and a number of 
people became sixty in this 
past year. Also, some had too 
much income to file for a 
break last year. So — they 
went to the tax office. Some 
were told the new forms were 
not in yet. Others that they 
were out of them and to come 
back later. Wheu they did get 
them, the schedule on that 
form is the exact rate it was 
last year! It also states to file 
before September 1, while 
those on the blue state to file 
by October 1. 

Some called the office and 
were told. ‘Just fill it out and 
send it in!” By the old rate on 
the forms — the people are 
afraid they aren't going to get 
what was stated in the paper.

Also, some feel if the old rate 
is still on — no use to file, they 
won't get anything. 

Are these old forms they had 
printed before the new rate, or 
are they still going to charge 
the old people — old rates? 
The constant changes cause 
the old people to be confused. 
Won't you please write in the 
newspaper and tell the senior 
citizens what to expect this 
year and why they got forms 
with higher rates than the 
younger people. 

A. There have been 
numerous inquiries on this 
same subject. This letter is one 
of the best. 

The applications for those 
over sixty and the disabled 
were distributed before the 
changes were made. Since 
most of this group had re- 
turned their applications and 


processing of them had al- 
ready begun, it was felt that it 
would be too confusing to ask 
them to complete another 
form. The cost of printing and 
mailing an entirely new set of 
applications for everybody was 
also considered. 

In the end, the decision was 
made to follow the route that 
would cause the least incon- 
venience. This was to let the 
older group continue using the 
form that they were familiar 
with and to print a new one, 
with the latest changes, for the 
under-sixty group. This was 
perhaps not a perfect solution 
but a reasonable one under the 
circumstances. A note of ex- 
planation to the older group 
sent along with the application 
could have lessened their con- 
fusion. 

The information on the blue 
form is correct, and the senior 
citizens will receive the bene- 
fits as ‘‘full credit’’ home- 
owners in accordance with the 
higher rates and maximum 
credit that are shown. The new 
net worth limit is now $200,000, 
excluding the home. And, in 
most cases, only the reason- 
able room and board charges 
— rather than the gross in- 
come of those still living at 
home — need be reported. 

Despite the doubt, senior 
citizens should apply. The 
filing deadline this year is Oc- 
tober 1, for everybody. Next 
year, hopefully, there will be 
only one application that con- 
tains all the correct infor- 
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mation. 

I hope this explanation allays 
any lingering anxiety.

The Department's Maryland 
Home Financing Program is a 
direct-loan mortgage plan for 
limited-income Marylanders. 
Founded in 1972, it is a self- 
supporting program funded 
with the proceeds of State 
general obligation bonds. 
Interest rates to borrowers are 
placed nominally above the 
bond rate to cover adminis- 
trative costs and anticipated 
losses and are generally two to 
three percent below market 
interest rates. To date, 1895 
Joans with a total value of $45 
million have been made.

Commissioners Execute Purchase 


Option For Industrial Parcel 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners formally executed a 
purchase option on Tuesday, 
September 5, with W H. Fratz. 
Incorporated, Accident, trans- 
ferring title of approximately 
53 acres of land to the com- 
missioners for use aS an in- 
dustrial park. 

This formal action by the 
commissioners culminates 
many years of work, origi- 
nating in 1971, when the Acci- 
dent Town Council designated 
the subject parcel as industrial 
land. Subsequent to this desig- 
nation and optioniny by the 
Town Council, American H.V 
Test System, Inc., purchased 
ten acres from this parcel to 
develop an assembly plant. 
currently employing approxi- 
mately 25 people. The pur- 
chase by the commissioners of 
the remaining land will enable 
the county to sell additional 
parcels to other prospective in- 
dustries wishing to locate in 
the area, according to Mar- 
shall Rickert. county adminis- 
trator. 

Garrett County received a 
loan of $135,000 in July of this 
year from the Maryland 
Department of Economic and 
Community Development for 
this project. Under the terms 
of the loan, the county will 
repay interest payments to the 
state for the first five years, 
followed by a 20-year principle 
and interest amortization. This 
Maryland Industrial I.and Acts 
project enables counties to 
conduct an active industrial 
development project with a 
minimum of capital invest- 
ment. as in many cases the 
=~ 


land will be sold at cost to 
small industries prior to the 
beginning of amortization 
period, according to Thomas 
dones. Executive Director of 
the Garrett County Develop- 
ment Corporation 

Mr. Jones pointed out to the 
commissioners that he had re- 
ceived several inqiuries from 
small industries looking for 
suitable county sites. He said 
the availability of this land in 
the Accident area will give the 
county developed industrial 
land to offer to perspective 
purchasers. 

Mr Jones stated that when 
the industrial park is 
developed to its fullest extent. 
private investment is expected 
to total 2.5 million dollars in 
several small industries. with 
employment of approximately 
225 persons at an approximate 
annual payroll of 2.7 million 
dollars. The commissioners 
hope as a result of this project 
to arrest the exodus of young 
people from Garrett County.

voul due to the Conuiussiuners’ 
failure to record it in ac- 
cordance with the law. Mr. 
Martin puinted out that the 
case did not render a decision 
on the legality or constitu- 
tlonality of the 1968 ordinance, 
as stated in The Republicau. 

He also noted that the county 
never attempted to block the 
existence or location of Mr. 
Martin's automobile dis- 
mantling yard as it issued him 
a junk yard license on June 1, 
1977, which was valid until its 
natural expiration on Sep- 
tember 30. 1977. It was after he 
had been in business for four 
months and sought renewal of 
the license that the real issues 
arose, according to his 
statement. At that time, it was 
a question of the right of the 
Commissioners to deny 
renewal of a license to an 
operator who held a valid 
license and who met all 
requirements of the old or- 
dinance. 

Mr. Martin's uperation will 
continue because of constitu- 
tional issues which do not 
allow new laws to retroactively 
prolubit existing businesses to 
continue their operations.

and plans for the new dog 
shelter to be built by the 
county and Garrett Conununity 
Calleze. 

The jurnrs then made 
reqiured inspections of county 
facilities, and made various 
recommendations for improve- 
ments. At the solid waste 
facility, the members 
suggested that a drainage 
problem in the garage be 
checked. the heating system 
exanuned, the floor repaired, 
and another man be hired to 
operate a dozer in the landfill. 

The jurors visited the Clerk's 
office and county commis- 
sioners’ office and stated that 
the staff does well under the 
circumstances of remodeling. 
The jurors also expressed a 
positive reaction to the 
renovation plans for the Court 
House. 

After a visit to the hospital. 
the jury suzgested that more 
rooms are needed for patients 
so they need not be placed in 
the halls, and noted the emer- 
gency room could be improved 
upon. They were appreciative 
of the use of brighter colors in 
the hospital. and of the ad- 
dition of a physical therapist. 

At the county garage, the 23 
jurors noted that offices are 
neat and well organized. and 
recommended that the county 
replace worn floor coverings, 
repair rolled carpet at the 
entrance office. and install a 
new exhaust fan in the garage 
area 

The jurors followed in- 
structions from Associate 
Judge Fred A Thayer. who in 
his charge to the jurors said 
that due to the competent work 
of law enforcement officials, 
“Criminal activity has been 
controlled in Garrett County; 
there 1s absolutely no evidence 
of organized crime.” 

Also in his charge. Judge 
Thayer said “Service on the 
grand jury is regarded as a 
high honor and a serious duty” 
and “there is a double duty 
cast upon you as grand 
jurors.’ He then went on to 
point out that jurors have a 
duty to the public to see that 
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parties azuinst whom there 1s 
just ground to charge the com- 
uussion of a crime shall be 
held to answer that charge: 
and also a duty to the in- 
fividual to see that he or she is 
wt subjected to prosecution 
Ipon accusation having no 
xtter foundation than public 
‘lamor or private malice.” 

He told them that it is not 
the grand jury function to 
decide whether a person is 
guilty or innocent of the crime 
with which he is charged, but 
that they are simply to deter- 
mine whether or not there is 
sufficient evidence against the 
accused to require him to 
stand trial. 

State's Attorney Ralph 
Burnett was legal advisor of 
the jurors. Mr. Burnett was 
complimented for his four 
years of service by Judge 
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Thayer, who noted that the 
state's attorney had fulfilled 
his promise made when elected 
and had upgraded the office by 
adding, two assistants, a full- 
time investigator and the 
State’s Attorney's Co-operative 
Reunbursement Office. 

Judge Thayer acknowleged 
the “competent work of our 
law enforcement officials: the 
Maryland State Police, our 
very competent and dedicated 
sheriff, John Evans; members 
of his staff, and our Juvenile 
Services Officer, Wayne Wilt.” 

The Judge also pointed out 
that the grand jury has an 
interesting and colorful history 
dating from the twelfth cen- 
tury and providing our country 
part of the English legal 
tradition on which much of the 
common law basis of the 
country was founded.

machine politics in Maryland, 
Harry Hughes took a come- 
from-behind victory over acting 
Gov.Blair Lee III in the 
Democratic primary for gover- 
nor, while the state's congres- 
sional incumbents easily won 
renomination. 

The Republican nomination 
for governor Tuesday was 
easily taken by J. Glenn Beall, 
a former U.S. senator. 

About one third of those 
eligible to vote un the primaries 
actually cast ballots. 

Beall, 57, said he would stress 
tax reduction and unproving 
job opportunities in the general 
election 

Beall and running mate Aris 
Allen took the GOP nomination 
with 73,035 votes with 99 
percent of the precincts repor- 
ting. 

His nearest rival was Carlton 
Beall (no relation}, who had 
29.171 votes. Louise Gore, GOP 
national committeewoman and 
an unsuccessful gubernatorial 


candidate in 1974, received 
20.104 votes. 
Ross Pierpont, chief of 


surgery at Maryland General 
Hospital and a perennial office 
seeker, had only 4,829 votes. 

In the first four-way Demo- 
cratic primary since 1966, 
Hughes edged acting Gov. Blair 
Lee III 209,240 to 187,135 with 99 
percent of the precincts repor- 
ting. 

Baltimore County Executive 
Theodore Venetoulis came in 
third with 136,062 and Bal- 
timore City Council President 
Walter Orlinsky was a distant 
fourth with 24.546. 

Hughes based his campaign 
on fighting political corruption 
and today said the people of 
Maryland showed ‘they wanted 
something different in Mary- 
land.” 

“It wasn't Harry Hughes it 
was vou the voters of Maryland 
who won the election,” he said. 
“You the voters have showed 
you can beat the machine and 
beat the big money.” 

A former state senator, 
Hughes also served as state 
transportation secretary until 
1977, when he resigned because 
he said political influence was 
being used to affect the award

Maryland Primary 
Changes General 


Assembly Makeup 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) 
Politicians who decided not to 
run for office and voters who 
sent other elected officials into 
involuntary retirement have 
drastically changed the 
makeup of the Maryland 
General Assembly for the next 
four years. 

Gone through retirement, 
ambition for higher office, or 
plain election defeat are the 
president of tlie Senate, the 
speaker of the House, the 
majority leaders in both 
houses and incumbents in both 
houses. 

Based on still incomplete and 
unofficial returns from 
Tuesday's Democratic and 
Republican primaries, at least 
three of the state's 47 senators 
and 23 of 141 delegates were 
knocked out of the November 
general election running. 

Leading the list of those 
defeated were Sens. Lawrence 
Wiser, D-Montgomery; 
Michael Wagner, D-Anne 
Arundel, and Homer White, D- 
Wicomico. 

On the House side, all three 
incumbent Democratic 
delegates in Anne Arundel 
County's 31st district, Harold 
Bachman, John Fallon and 
William Helms, were unseated. 

Two incumbent delegates 
were defeated in each of three 
Baltimore districts. 

Delegates Richard Emory 
and William Madonna lost in 
Northwest Baltimore's 39th 
district; Lloyd Randolph and 
Kenneth Webster lost in 
central Baltimore's 40th; 
Pinkney Howell and Walter 
Dean lost in west Baltimore's 
41st; and Edward Dabrowski 
and John Linz were defeated in 
east Baltimore's 46th. 

Baltimore Sen. Cornell 
Dypski barely survived an 
election challenge from George 
Delia, beating the 47th district 
hopeful by a paper-thin margin 
of 5,727 to 5.697. 

In Western Maryland, Sen. 
Edward Mason, R-Garrett, 
barely hung on to his GOP 
nomination, slipping past chal- 
lenger William Wilson, 4,506 to 
4,435. 

Delegate John S. Arnick, D- 
Baltiinore County, gave up his 
secure House seat and status 
as majority leader to run for 
retiring Senate Majority 
leader Roy N. Staten’s seat, 
but lost it to Delegate Patrick 
Welsh, 6,750 to 5,504. 


In addition to Arnick and 


Staten. other legislative 
leaders who will not be 
returning include Senate 


President Steny H. Hoyer, D- 
Prince (seorge’s, who gave up 
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his safe post to run as acting 
Gov. Blair Lee UI's running 
mate, and House Speaker John 
Hanson Briscoe, D-St Mary’s, 
who is retiring from law- 
making. 


A number of legislators gave 
up their jobs to run for their 
local county executive post, 
including Sens. Donald B. 
Hutchinson and John Coolahan 
and Delegate Howard J. 
Needle in Baltimore County; 
Delegate J. Hugh Nichols in 
Howard County; and Sen. 
Charles Gilchrist in Mont- 
gomery County. 

Other delegates defeated in 
their primary election bids 
included: DeCorsey E. Bolden, 
R-Garrett; Robert Jacques, D- 
Montgomery; Eugene Zander, 
D-Montgomery; Alexander 
Bell, D-Montgomery; Andrew 
Mothershead, D-Prince 
George's; Charles Sullivan, D- 
Prince George's; Perry 
Wilkinson, D-Prince George's; 
Franklin Thomason, D-Anne 
Arundel; Richard D. Mackie, 
D-Cecil; Joseph W. Lanasa, D- 
Baltimore; and, Elmo E. 
Walters, D-Baltimore. 


Among the winners were 
Delegate George Price, D- 
Carroll, who captured the 
Republican nomination to run 
for the seat vacated by Sen. C. 
A. Porter Hopkins, R-Carroll. 


The Democrats were assured 
of a Senate majority at the 
outset since there were no 
Republican candidates in 27 
senate races. 

No GOP opposition 
materialized in 53 of the 141 
House races either, so the 
Democrats who won this week 
will get a free ride mto the 
legislature. 


Senate Economic Affairs 
Chairman Harry McGuirk, D- 
Baltimore, a south Baltimore 
political power broker, sailed 
to an easy victory over 
Salvatore Anello III, 4.347 to 
2,429, and has no GOP opposi- 
tion this fall. 


Baltimore Democratic Sens. 
Robert Douglass and Joseph 
Bonvegna, who exercise much 
control over East Baltimore 
politics, also won lopsided 
primary victories, as did city 


Democratic Sens. Julian 
Lapides, Verda Welcome, 
Rosalie Abrams, Joseph 


Curran, and John Byrnes. 


Senate Majority Whip 
Clarence Blount, D-Baltimore, 
was unopposed in both the 
primary and general election. 

In Baltimore County, 
Democratic Sens. Norman 
Stone and Melvin Steinberg 
automatically retauied their 
seats because they were 
unopposed in both the primary 
and general elections. 


The same was true of Sens. 
Victor Cushwa, D-Washington, 
who was appointed to the 
Senate for the 1978 session. 


Candidates for State Attorney General 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — 
Amidst the strains of “Happy 
Days Are Here Again” and the 
swirl of green and blue 
balloens spilling into -a glit- 
tering ballroom, Stephen Sachs 
celebrated his win in the 
Democratic primary for State 
Attorney general. 

On the other side of town, 
Sachs’ major opponent, Deputy 
Attorney General Jon Oster, 
Tuesday sat solemnly before a 
television in a hushed bar, a 
handful of supporters quietly 
watching the vote tabulations. 

With 92 percent of the 
precincts reporting in the 
Democratic primary, Sachs 
had 218,941 votes or 58 percent; 
Oster 58,190 votes or 15 
percent; Richard Byrd 52,605 
or 15 percent and Walter Finch 
46,748 or 12 percent. 

The differences in the atmos- 
phere at the primary night 
celebrations mirrored the dif- 
ferences in campaign 
Oster's lack of sufficient 
money and support compared 
to Sachs’ plentiful supply. 

In the GOP primary, Warren 
Rich, a Baltimore attorney and 
former Baltimore County 
prosecutor who made his first 
try for public office, defeated 
Edward Blanton 43,649 to 
38,765 with 98 percent of the 
precincts reporting. 

Rich said waiting for election 
night results ‘‘was like waiting 
for a fina] exam."’ He said he 
will wage a campaign based on 
issues to defeat Sachs in the 
Nov. 7 general election. 

Sachs stood before a throng 
of supporters at the Lord Balti- 
more Hotel and said, “I 
watched a great tide of votes 
roll across the state and I had 
a great sense of confidence.” 

“All the words I have can’t 
express the feelings tonight 
and I want to say to my old 
friends and my new that I am 
grateful.” 

The former U.S. attorney, 
who refused to align himself 
with any gubernatorial ticket, 
said the fact that he has been 
running for the office for a 
long tune put him ahead of any 
latecomers. 

Oster said his inability to 
raise enough money and his 
late election bid announcement 
made it impossible for him to 
pose a serious challenge to 
Sachs. 

Asked to list his strong 
points in the campaign, Oster 
answered. “Are you serious? 
Give me 20 minutes to explain 
and I might be able to tell 


you.” 
Sachs billed himself as a 
politically independent, pro- 


fessional lawyer. 

He said an attorney general 
who is not independently 
elected is unlikely to have the 
political freedom to ferrett 
out wrongdoing, to have the 
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detachment to tell the 
governor or his appointees 
when they are wrong or to 
understand and express the 
concerns of the people. 

Sachs's campaign called for 
the aggressive prosecution of 
white-collar crime by the at- 
torney general — a type of 
prosecution that Oster claimed 
was not the role of the office. 

As U.S. attorney from 1967 to 
1970, Sachs was responsible for 
prosecuting two congressmen, 
a U.S. senator and a speaker of 
the House of Delegates. 

During the campaign, Sachs 
said if elected his first order of 
business would be to make 
sure the laws are applied 
equally to the state and its 
citizens. 

Sachs said the attorney 
general is the only statewide 
elected officer who can provide 
statewide elected leadership in 
the fight against crime and the 
corruption that ‘has marred 
the name of Maryland for too 
long.” 

Rich, who ran on former 
Maryland Sen. J. Glenn Beall's 
gubernatorial ticket, was an 
assistant attorney general 
from 1970 until March, 1978, 
when he entered private 
practice. 

“This is my first try and my 
last,” he said. ‘Il know state 
government better than any 
other candidate.” 

Rich also said he was an 
expert in the relations between 
state and federal law enforce- 
ment agencies and knows how 
to cut through red tape that 
can entangle and Kill 
programs. 


Incumbents Take 
Congressional Primary 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — All 
five of Maryland’s congress- 
men who faced prunary op- 
position have easily won 
renomination, taking as much 
as 85 percent of the vote in 
some races. 


But four of the winning 
Democrats and three Republi- 
cans who were unopposed in 
Tuesday's prunary will face 
Opposition in the November 7 
general election. 

Democrat Goodloe Byron 
faced the toughest opposition, 
but decisively beat back the 
challenge of Dan Rupli, 35, for 


the nomination m the 6th 
District, which includes all of 
Western Maryland and small 
areas in Montgomery and 
Baltimore counties. 

Byron, 49, picked up 61 per- 
cent of the vote in winning his 
party's nomination for a fifth 
term in Congress. ~ 

In the November 7 general 
election, Byron will face 
Republican Melvin Perkins, 
who was unopposed in the GOP 
primary. 

Talking above the clamor of 
his primary night celebration, 
Byron said, ‘I think the voters 
were responding to hard work. 
I'm going to work hard in the 
next two years and do my best 
to go back to the people in my 
district and help solve their 
constituent problems.” 

Rupli, who claimed to be a 
relative of the late President 
Harry Truman, conducted a 
whistle-stop campaign com- 
plete with a make-shift train 
caboose tacked on the back of 
a truck. 

However, during the final 
weeks of the campaign, a 
blunder in one of Rupli’s radio 
commercials perhaps cost him 
a large percentage of votes. 

In the commercial, Rupli 
named a number of utility and 
oil companies whose execu- 
tives or political committees 
contributed to Byron's cam- 
paign. 

Ihe Rupli advertisement in- 
correctly accused the Florida 
Power and Light Co. of *cheat- 
ing homeowners of over $8 
million."’ The company in 
question was the Florida 
Power Corp.

Scientists Discover 
Way to Convert Sludge 


BELTSVILLE, Md. (UPI) — 
Federal scientists stationed in 
Beltsville are converting damp 
sewage into fertilizer in an 
attempt to find alternatives to 
dumping human and industrial 
wastes into the ocean. 

The project, sponsored by 
the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, is the easiest and least 
costly way of converting 
sludge, said Rufus Chaney, a 
plant physiologist at the Agri- 
cultural Research Center in 
Beltsville. 

Most cities have disposed of 
sludge by dumping it into the 
ocean, burying it or burning it. 
But a federal ban will prohibit 
the dumping of wastes into the 
ocean after December 31, 1980. 

Scientists at the center said 
researchers have converted 
nearly 100 tons of sewage daily 
into compost on the 15-acre 
test site. 

The compost has little odor, 
is an excellent soil fertilizer 
and is being used on public 
land, said project manager 
Charles Shriver 

Chaney said Bangor and 
Yarmouth, Maine; Durham, N. 
H.; and Camden, N. J., have 
already begun using the Belts- 
ville method. 

The method calls for mixing 
the sludge with woodchips and 
then draining it, cooking it for 
21 days and storing it for a 
month before the final con- 
version is made.

Since four-fifths of the 
world's people have no access 
to any permanent form of 
health care, and an estimated 
8%, of the world’s cases of 
disease are traceable to im:

water, and improved sanita- 
tion. In 1977, for example, 
UNICEF assisted programs 
supplying clean water and 
sanitation in 77 countries.

Shapiro Claims 


futo Mechanics’ 
Billing Is Unfair 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — Car 
mechanics should be required 
to tell customers whether they 
use a flat rate to charge for 
labor or just bill for the actual 
time spent on the vehicle, the 
state attorney general's office 
said. 

A study of eight repair shops 
in the state presented Monday 
to the Maryland Consumer 
Council found that some 
mechanies finish repairs to 
cars in less time than the ‘‘flat- 
rate’’ quoted in industrial 
manuals. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Jack Shapiro, who prepared 
the study, said consumers are 
being charged the flat rate, a 
policy known as ‘‘double- 
dipping,’ even if the repair 
takes less time to complete. 

He urged the council to adopt 
rules that would require 
mechanics to inform 
customers on the method of 
billing used in service repairs. 

According to the study, 
repairs were listed in two 
manuals, ‘‘Motor’’ and 
“Chilton's,"’ at a two-hour 
labor charge, when the work 
could be completed in one 
hour, Shapiro said. 

But the study also found that 
if the job actually took three 
hours, the customer was only 
charged for two hours. 

Shapiro said the study did 
not find any excessive, or con- 
tinued overbilling through the 
use of the labor rate manuals. 

“It is the practice of auto- 
mative repair facilities to 
tender invoices to a customer 
which do not describe the labor 
computations at all, but rather 
simply indicate the cost of 
labor in dollars and cents with- 
out further description,” the 
study said.

Ma Bell Receives 
Vote of Confidence 


BALTIMORE) (UPI) — A 
professor at Johns Hopkins has 
not reinvented the telephone, 
but his research confirms the 
instrument is a marvelous way 
to communicate. 

Dr. Alphonse Chapanis, a 
professor of psychology at the 
university's Homewood 
campus, directed a seven-year 
project involving several forms 
of communication. 

Chapanis. who received the 
Americal Psychological Ad- 
sociations’ highest honor for 
studies in engineering psy- 
chology, described the results 
of his work in an address to the 
organization in Toronto. 

“One finding that at the time 
was a surprise to us was the 
very small difference between 
subjects who communivated in 
the conununication-rich mode 
and those who communicated 
by voice only,"’ Chapanis said. 

He said the term “communi- 
cation-rich" term referred to 
the simultaneous use of many 
types of communications — 
getting ideas across to other 
people by speaking, listening, 
gesturing and reading and 
writing. 

“We had been led to expect 
from the voluminous literature 
on this matter that non-verbal 
communications — gestures, 
movements of the body — 
would contribute greatly to the 
communication,” Chapanis 
said. 

He noted, however, that in 
one of the experiments ‘‘sub- 
jects who communicated by 
voice-only solved their prob- 
lems almost as fast as those 
who communicated face-to- 
face.” 

Chapanis conducted his study 
with students from Baltimore 
area high schools and students 
at Johns Hopkins University.

Specially-equipped rooms at 
the university were used for the 
experiments and several 
modern means of communica- 
tions, such as television cam- 
eras and receivers, 
microphones and teletype ma- 
chines, were employed, he said. 
Problems were given to the 
students, who were arranged in 


two-person, three-person and 
four-person groups. 
Chapanis reported that in 


another experimental series of 
tests students with only a voice 
channel ‘actually solved their 
problems faster than did those 
who were face-to-face.” 

“The difference is not statisti- 
cally significant but it provides 
confirmation of the extremely 
small or non-existent difference 
that we consistently find 
between face-to-face and voice- 
only communication,” he said.

Warm And Arid 


August was a very dry 
month until the last two days 
when more rain fell than the 
rest of the entire month. 
Temperatures averaged above 
normal due to mild nighttime 
readings. 

Rainfall on twelve days, 
other than the last two, was 
mostly a tenth of an inch or 
less. A total of an inch did fall 
on the 4th and 5th. The total 
through the 29th was only 1.9 
inches. On the 31st. 1.8 inches 
fell with .44 inch the day 
before. The total for the month 
was then 4.14 inches or .36 inch 
below normal. 

Temperatures averaged 2.5 
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inches above normal. 

Highs averaged 79.3 degrees 
or .1 degree above normal. The 
high, 84 degrees, occurred on 
two days, the 15th and 19th 
The coolest day, the 30th was 
mild 73 degrees. It was 80 or 
above on 13 days in all. 

Lows averaged 59.5 degrees 
or 4.9 above normal. The low 
was 45 degrees on the 22nd, 46 
the day before and 49 the 23rd. 
These were the only readings 
in the 49s. The mercury re- 
mained in the 60s on 19 days, 
the mildest being 65 degrees 
on, both, the 7th and 25th. 

Thunder storms occurred on 
twodays. Much humidity made 
the heat more oppressive.

21st Round 
In Chess Match 


BAGUIO, Philippines «UPI 

World chess challenger 
\iktor Korchnor beat champion 
Anatoly Karpov today in the 
resumed 21st zame of the chess 
championship to move back 
Into contention for the $350,000 
first prize. 

Korchnol, 47, dealt hunself 
back into the title match with a 
til-move victory — his second of 
the series - in the match that 
was adjourned Tuesday after 
the sealed 43rd move. 

Korchnot won the adjourned 
vame when he sacrificed a 
knight in order to queen the 
advanced pawn, and the young 
Russian champion resigned, 
giving Korchno: the win he 
sorely needed to stay in 
contention for the champion- 
ship. 

Karpov leads the match by 
four games to two with 19 
draws. The first player to win 
six games takes the world title 
and the $350,000 in prize money. 

Korchnoi arrived late again 
today for the resumed match, 
walking into the playing hall 
and sitting down after officials 
had started the time clock and 
opened and demonstrated for 
the audience the 43rd move the 
challenger sealed when play 
was halted Tuesday 
Karpov sat motionless, chin 
cupped in his left hand and 
looking at the audience, as he 
waited for Korchnoi. 

The challenger made the 
obvious move of pushing ahead 
his bishop's pawn two squares 
to try to force Karpov to move 
a bishop. Karpov's bishop was 
covering the main corner of 
action. 

Korchnoi was obviously at 
ease after 10 days of meditation 
and yoga lessons from a pair of 
American gurus, and experts 
said he had a good chance of 
winning the game. 

He apparently was no longer 
bothered by a Russian para- 
psychologist expert attending 
Karpov. 

Two of Korchnoi's losses 
came back-to-back when he 
was obviously upset by Vladi- 
mir Zoukhar, a recognized 
expert in the study of extra 
sensory perception and tele- 
kinesis.

Baltimore Mav Close 
Four Fire Departments 


BALTIMORE (UPli — Four 
more fire companies may have 
to close if the city’s fire 
department is to keep within its 
1979 budget of $51.7 million. a 
city finance official has predic- 
ted. 

“They need to close several 
more before the end of the 
fiscal year." said George 
Piendak, chief of the Finance 
Department's Bureau of Budget 
and Management Research. 

From a budgetary point of 
view. the earlier you take 
action to correct a budgetary 
problem the better it 1s.” 

It was not made immediately 
clear just which fire companies 
would be affected by the 
closings. Officials also indicated 
the firefighters affected would 
be transferred to other compa- 
nies to alleviate a serious 
overtime problem within the 
department. 

In August, fire officials closed 
Engine Company No. 15 at the 
Steadman firehouse because of 
extensive overtune payments. 


And last April, when overtime 
payments were at the same 
level, fire officials closed 
Engine Company No. 9 because 
of budgetary problems. 

‘The Fire Department, in 
order to keep operating as it is 
now, will require additional 
monies from within its own 
budget and it is very tight 
nuw.’ said Calhoun Bond, 
president of the Board of Fire 
Commissioners, on Tuesday.

Norfolk & Western Walkout Bloeked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
president of the clerks union 
that is striking Norfolk & 
Western Railway said he hopes 
a judge's refusal to block 
expansion of the walkout will 
cause the railroad to 
*“nevotiate constructively.” 

‘I can only hope that Judge 
Robinson's action will spur 
Norfolk & Western 
management to enter into a 
contructive phase of collective 
bargaining,” Fred J. Kroll of 
the Brotherhood of Railway 
and Airline Clerks said 
Tuesday. 

“At the same time the 
decision and order open up 
new avenues of legal activity 
by N&W strikers which we 
shall not hesitate to use as the 
situation warrants,” Kroll 
added. 

U. S. District Judge Aubrey 
Robinson, Jr., Tuesday refused 
a request for a preliminary 
injunction to bar BRAC from 
striking railroads assisting the 
strikebound N&W through a 
mutual aid pact. 

The injunction was sought by 
73 railroads threatened with an 
expansion of the BRAC strike 
because they were thought to 
be paying Norfolk & Western 
as much as $300,000 a day. 

Robinson also dissolved his 
10-day-old temporary order 
halting expansion of the strike 
to the other carriers. 

Kroll, whose clerks struck 
N&W July 10, said the firm 
“had little incentive to 
negotiate constructively”’ 
because of its financial support 
from the industry.

The scope of union juris- 
diction has emerged as a key 
strike issue, with BRAC de- 
manding 1,000 supervisory 
workers at N&W as union 
clerks, the railroad said. 

The union says its demands 
for job security in the face of 
increasing automation are 
crucial to any settlement. 

N&W spokesman Joseph 
Neikirk, however, said job 
security is not as important as 
the issue of union jurisdiction. 


Hospital Care 


Cost Dropping 


BALTIMORE (UPI} — The 
average cost of hospital care in 
Montgomery and _ Prince 
George's counties, two Mary- 
land counties outside Washing- 
ton, dropped 7.3 percent be- 
tween March of 1977 and 1978, 
the state Health Services Cost 
Review Commission says. 

That figure compared to an 
average increase of 9.4 percent 
in Northern Virginia and 33 
percent in the District of 
Columbia. 

The study was based on a 
report by Group Hospitali- 
zation Inc., the Blue Cross 
agency serving Washington. 
the Maryland suburbs and 
Northern Virginia, commission 
spokesman Harold A. Cohen 
said. 

Between March 1977 and 
March 1978, the average cost 
of admission in Washington 
hospitals increased 33.8 per- 
cent from $1,943 to $2,600. 


Comparable figures for 
Prince George’s and Mont- 
gomery counties in Maryland 
showed a 7.3 percent decrease, 
from $1,504 to $1,394 

Cohen predicted that the 
average cost of hospital ad- 
missions statewide would prob- 
ably increase between 6 and 7 
percent this year. The state- 
wide figures will not be avail- 
able until November. 

The (Group Hospitalization 
report was based on hospital 
cost per day, rather than cost 
per admission. 

The study found that the 
average cost of a day's care at 
a Washington Hospital in- 
creased 18.3 percent, com- 
pared to 15.4 percent in North- 
ern Virginda and 27 percent in 
the Marvland suburbs

Bap Waal your 
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Bombings Decrease Across U. S. 


According to preliminary 
figures, 613 bombing incidents 
occurred in the United States 
and Puerto Rico during the 
first six months of 1978, 
William H. Webster, Director 
of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, announced 
today. 


As a result of these in- 
cidents, 10 persons were killed 
and 67 injured. 

The 613 incidents caused 
more than $5,645,000 property 
damage, Mr. Webster said. 

By comparison, 689 in- 
cidents, resulting in the deaths 
of 6 persons and injuries to 77 
others, occurred in the first 
half of 1977. Property damage 
during the period was set at 
approximately $5,016,000. 


The Director noted that these 
figures included all bombing 
incidents, terrorist bombings 
as well as all other criminal 
bombings. 

“In contrast to the decrease 
in the number of these attacks, 
loss to victims of these crimes 
in terms of property damage is 
on the increase,” Mr. Webster 
said. “This rise, coupled with 
the relatively stable number of 
deaths and injuries resulting 
from the incidents, points to 
the need for tenacity on the 


part of law enforcement in 
devising measures to curtail 
these occurrences.” 

During the first half of 1978, 
431 of the 613 incidents in- 
volved explosive bombs, and 
182 were incendiary. There 
were 684 devices used. Four 
hundred and fifty-six were 
explosives and 228 incendiary. 

By a narrow margin, the 
leading targets were 
residences with 136 attacks. Of 
these attacks, 75 were ex- 
plosive and 61 incendiary. 
There were 135 against com- 
mercial operations and office 
buildings, of which 96 were 
explosive and 39 incendiary. 
Seventy attacks were made 
against vehicles, 40 explosive 
and 30 incendiary. School 
facilities were targets in 52 
attacks. Forty-one involved 
explosive bombs and 11 in- 
cendiary. Sixteen attacks were 
directed at law enforcement. 
10 of which were explosive and 
6 incendiary. The remaining 
204 ~attacks were widely 
distributed among a variety of 
other targets. 

Regionally, the Western 
States reported 207 bombing 
incidents, the Southern States 
146, the North Central States 
130, the Northeastern States 91, 
and Puerto Rico 39.

Two Million On 


Metric Edueation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Federal Government Monday 
announced $2 million in grants 
to continue preparing Ameri- 
can school children and adults 
for eventual use of the metric 
measurement system. 

A total of 66 Department of 
Education grants were being 
awarded to local education 
agencies, colleges, non-profit 
organizations and state edu- 
cation agencies. 

The United States is one of 
only a few countries in the 
world that still uses the Eng- 
lish measuring system of in- 
ches and feet, ounces and 
pounds and pints and quarts. 
Most other countries use such 
metric measurements as 
meters, kilos and liters. 

Although Congress passed 
the National Metric Conversion 
Act in 1975, it set no specific 
date for a changeover by 
Americans. Instead, a very 
loose goal of 10 years was 
planned for a voluntary change 
to the metric system. 

The University of Northern 
Iowa at Cedar Falls got the 
largest grant announced Mon- 
day — $5,972. 

The Joseph P. Kennedy, Jr. 
Foundation in Washington, D. 
C., will use its $65,795 to train 
participants and volunteers in 
the Special Olympics for the 
nation’s handicapped children. 
The organization plans to con- 
vert to the metric system in 
time for the 1979 Special 
Olympics national and inter- 
national games. 

The University of Washing- 
ton will spend $26,597 tn federal 
funds on developing a 3+z2 hour 
sound film in English and 
other languages to train 
teachers, parents and secon- 
dary students in the use of the 
metric system. 

The current school year is 
the third for the Metric Edu- 
cation Program awards. 


First Choice Young 
Refuses Promotion 
At University of Mad. 


COLLEGE PARK, Md. (UPI) 
— The University of Mary- 
land's first choice for acting 
chairman of the Department of 
Government and Politics has 
turned down the job. 

Oran Young, who joined the 
university in 1976, said Tuesday 
he refused the position because 
of the constraints the college 
adniinistration wanted to put on 
the acting chairmanship. 
The job has been the subject 
of controversy in recent 
months. This summer John 
Toll, university _ president, 
vetoed the appointment of 
Bertell Ollman, an avowed 
Marxist. 

Young had suggested he 
would like to appoint Ollman as 
a full professor with tenure. He 
also wanted to be appointed 
chairman, rather than acting 
chairman, for a two-year term 
Young said such a move would 
allow him to make key 
denartment appointments and 
change the curriculum to 
improve the department 

But when the chairmanship 
was offered, Young was in- 
formed he coyld not appoint 
anyone Ww a scnior faculty 


position. 

Robert Gluckstern, the col- 
lege chancellor, said the 
department needs a new 


chairman soon. 

Before his appointment was 
rejected, but after a long period 
in which the university did not 
act on it, Ollmnan filed suit in 
federal court asking that the 
university be ordered to give 
him the job. Regarding 
Ollman’s suit, Gluckstern said 
the search for someone to fill 
the post permanently will not 
begin “until we have a much 
clearer idea of what's invol- 
ved.”

If the tooth has had root 
canal treatment carried out 
then not only can the crown be 
safely done. but it should be 
crowned because root canal 
treated teeth tend to fracture 
easier than other teeth. 
Occasionally an internal core 
‘pust) must be created which 
Is to seat the crown on 

If nothing else can be done 
and the tooth must be crowned, 
then those procedures which 
require the least amount of 
tooth reduction should be used. 
Due to changes which take 
place normally, crowns on 
young people have to be re- 
moved at least once as the per-

How accurate are the auto- 
mobile gasoline ratings 
published by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency?

margin of 201 to 197. The fact 
that the vote was so clase — as 
were many of the votes on 
amendments | supported to cut 
the budget — reflects wide- 
spread concern in the country, 
and in Congress, over the con- 
tinued inability to make 
significant progress in re- 
ducing the Federal deficit 
which stands at a staggering 
$750 billion. Because of this 
lack of progress, I will con- 
tinue to press for legislation I 
have introduced to require the 
Federal government to balance 
its budget — except in times of 
national emergency. 

1 understand you have con- 
tacted a Congressional Com- 
mittee concerning the ability of 
Senior Citizens to pay rising 
utility bills? Please explain 

I have presented several 
hundred letters from Central & 
Western Maryland retirees to 
the Select Committee on Aging 
which is currently holding 
hearings on the affects of 
energy costs on older Ameri- 
cans. The letters are in re- 
sponse to my recent appeal to 
area senior citizens in which I 
requested grass-roots sug- 
gestions on ways the govern- 
ment can assist in easing the 
financial strain of paying high 
utility bills. Anti-inflation pro- 
trams, tax credits and senior 
citizen discounts were among 
the recommended ideas and I 
hope the outpouring of opinions 
will lead to remedial legis- 
lation to aid the elderly. There 
is little doubt retired individ- 
uals living on a fixed income 
cannot absorb higher fuel 
costs, they have less savings to 
make necessary home im- 
provements, and are generally 
more vulnerable to the rising 
utility rate squeeze. Although 
energy conservation is a goal 
toward which we all must strive, 
we have to make a special 
effort to maintain the older 
person’s environment safe for 
his or her minimum physical 
needs. 

Can you please explain Medi- 
caretome?

How did vou vote ou the $2 
billion New Yurk City Fiscal 
Assistance Act? 

1 opposed this bill just as I 
had opposed the original legis- 
lation providing special assist- 
ance to New York in 1975. 1 felt 
that the bill in 1975 providing 
the original federal leans for 
New York City established a 
bad precedent and the new 
legislation continued the un- 
fortunate practice of the 
federal government bailing-out 
a local government which has 
not practiced responsible fiscal 
management in the past. There 
has been a lot of publicity 
given to the fact that per 
capita municipal spending in 
New York City is nearly 50 
percent higher than spending 
in the average American city, 
and I don't want other large 
cities to believe that if they 
have a similiar unsound fiscal 
posture that the federal 
vovernment and taxpayers will 
provide special loans.

Whether for necessities or con- 
veniences or luxuries, one’s 
need for credit doesn't 
abruptly end when one reaches 
65 years of age. 

Until recently, however, 
older Americans were often 
victims of “credit discrimi- 
nation."" That is, they were 
denied credit solely because of 
their aye. Such discrimination 
is now illegal. It has been since 
March of last year, when 
special amendments to the 1975 
Equal Credit Opportunity Act 
went into effect. 

Now. because of the amend- 
ments, if you as an elderly 
citizen feel you have been 
denied credit because of your 
age, you can bring suit for sub- 
stantial damages — or the 
Federal yovernment can take 
action in your behalf against 
the offending creditor. 

The amendments do not, of 
course, give you the right to

demand credit because you are 
over a certain aye. You must 
still prove that you are a guod 
credit risk. 

If you have not already 
established your creditworthi- 
ness tand many older people 
haven't, particularly recent 
widows whu have always relied 
on their husbands’ accounts) 
there are several steps you can 
take to do so. 

First. apply to a department 
store for a charge account in 
your own name. Make small 
purchases that you're sure you 
can afford. Pay your bill each 
month, and pay it promptly. 

If you do, this first step will 
cost you nothing because no fi- 
nance charges will be levied 
against your purchases — and, 
most important, you'll be 
establishing that indispensible 
pattern of responsible pay- 
ment. 

Another step’ open a check- 
ing and/or savings account, 
again in your name. Don't 
overdraw! The most important 
part of a credit history is a 
blemish-free record. 

Most people don’t realize it, 
but having a telephone in one's 
own name can be a factor in 
building a good credit rating. 
Once again, though, make sure 
you pay the monthly bill 
promptly.

Your past credit record 1s 
only one of the things a lender 
will consider when deciding 
whether to extend credit to 
you.

An 
older cut. may hiss and shy 
away from a puppy. but will 
not feel as threatened as by an 
older dog. 

If you have to mix two older 
pets, do so pradually, True af- 
fection may never bloom, but 
your household should not be 
an armed camp, either. 

First. keep the two in 
separate rooms, so that the 
scent of the new pet will an- 
nounce its presence to the 
older pet. Maintain this  situ- 
ation for two or three days, 
until the older pet feels secure 
that “nothing has changed” by 
the addition of the new animal. 

Next. let the two animals see 
each other, perhaps through a 
screen or pate. After several 
glimpses. your pets should 
tulerate each other, and will be 
ready to meet in the same 
room, with you standing by. 

When you acquire the second 
pet. make sure that you pay 
special attention to the first. 
One of the primary reasons 
amunals in the same household 
don't get along is jealousy. 
Don't make vour old pet feel 
that he is now a second-class 
citizen. Continue to take him 
for his own walks, and pet hun 
the same as before. 

It's also a pood idea for each 
pet to have its own food bowl. 
Not only will you be able to in- 
sure that the new pet is eating 
well. but your old pet will 
maintain its sense of security. 
Probably after they have been 
tovether for a while, they will 
eat from each other's bowls, 
but it's not a good idea this 
soon. 

If possible, let each pet have 
a private corner for a retreat. 
Nothing is more aggravating 
for a mature cat than to have a 
strange kitten or puppy con- 
stantly chasing and biting her 
tail or feet. She should have a 
spot where she can relax 
undisturbed. This will also help 
maintain your pet’s sense of 
security 

One final step that should not 
be overlooked is a visit to the 
veterinarian for your new pet. 
Even if your first pet is vacci- 
nated against the more serious 


room or a study. One 
way to do this would be 
by maybe placing your 
dining table away from 
the center of the room 
and adding the 
necessary furniture 
while making better use 
ot the space within the 
room. Out of habit, 
many people furnish a 
dining room simply for 
eating but it can be more 
than that.

Month Of August 
Warm And Arid 


August was a very dry 
month until the last two days 
when more rain fell than the 
rest of the entire month 
Temperatures averaged above 
normal due to mild nighttime 
readings. 

Rainfall on twelve days, 
other than the last two, was 
mostly a tenth of an inch or 
less. A total of an inch did fall 
on the 4th and 5th. The total 
through the 29th was only 1.9 
inches. On the 3ist, 1.8 inches 
fell with .44 inch the day 
before. The total for the month 
was then 4.14 inches or .36 inch 
below normal. 

Temperatures averaged 2.5 
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inches above normal. 

Highs averaged 79.3 degrees 
or .1 degree above normal. The 
high. 84 degrees, occurred on 
two days, the 15th and 19th. 
The coolest day, the 30th was 
mild 73 degrees. It was 80 or 
above on 13 days in all. 

Lows averaged 59.5 degrees 
or 4.9 above normal. The low 
was 45 degrees on the 22nd, 46 
the day before and 49 the 23rd 
These were the only readings 
in the 40s. The mercury re- 
n.ained in the 60s on 19 days, 
the mildest being 65 degrees 
on, both, the 7th and 29th. 

Thunder storms occurred on 
twodays. Much humidity made 
the heat more oppressive.

The latest scientific data 
available indicates that 2,4.0-T 
when properly applied is a 
safe, effective and economic 
forest management tool used 
to reduce undesirable compe- 
tition in Maryland's torests 
according to Maryland Forest 
Service Director Donald 
MacLauchlan.

Much commercial forest 
land in Maryland is growing 
wood at less than optimum 
rates due in part to undesir- 
able competition. The use of 
2,4,5-T has been instrumental 
in forest management, allow- 
ing more land to be managed 
than could have been done 
otherwise. 

Most forest areas never Tre- 
ceive any herbicide treatment. 
Areas treated are treated only 
once every forty to fifty years. 
2.4,5-T is relatively short-lived, 
breaks down easily and is rel- 
atively immobile. The method 
of use and the concentration of 
the chemical is important. On 
state lands less than ‘2 Ib. of 
2,4,5-T per acre is used. 

Comparing the cost of 
removing the hardwood 
competition manually or 
chemically, it has been found 
to be too costly by hand. One 
comparison on an Eastern 
Shore state forest estimated 
manual treatment to cost 
$200/acre as compared to 
$20/acre with the chemical 
application.

TRENDS IN HOUSING PATTERNS 


By Janet C. wunderlick 


Population migration and 
faunly size are two important 
titluences on housing patterns 
According, to “Farm Index” 
there is a great out-nugration 
to the sunbelt. the south and 
the southwest, away from the 
northern regions of the 
country Within the northeast. 
however, there is a migration 
from cities and metropolitan 
areas to rural conununities. 
While the population of the 
northeast region declined a 
tenth of one percent, the non- 
Mnethupelitan urcus _,rew hy 
7%). 

Between 1970 and 1975. non- 
metropolitan counties in the 
US. received a net in-move- 
ment of about 1.8-nullion 
people — thus reversing a long 
term trend In the 1960's, the 
same counties reported a net 
oul-migration of about 
mulhon, on the heels of a a-muil- 
lion loss during the 1950's. 

Locally, migration has re- 
sulted in increasing population 
in all counties in the tri-state 
area except Allegany County. 
Population trends projected for 
Garrett County from 1971974 
estimated a net increase of 
11.7%. For the same period, 
Washington County was 
projecting a population in- 
crease of 3.3%, but Allegany 
County's projection was an out- 
migration of 2.7% or 2200 
people. 


most notably, vacant and 
abandoned housing and van- 
dalwed, underutihzed schools. 
The out-tnyration also tends to 
leave a large proportion of 
elderly people, often requiring 
economic ald for huusing and 
health care 
lake population migration. 
housing demand 1s influenced 
by family size. Smaller house- 
holds will demand more hous- 
Ing units to house the same 
number of people. While it 
used to take 318 units to house 
1.0% people, for example. it 
now takes 349. Interestingly. 
however, while fatuly size de- 
creases, the size of the sought- 
after home does not. The 
August issue of HUD Challenge 
reports that while the three 
bedroom home continues to be 
the lead seller, commanding 
vo, of 1977 resales. homes 
with four or more bedrooms 
have shown a slight increase 
since 1968 up from 22.4'%, to 
in 1977, while those with 
two or less bedrooms have 
dropped. Affluence could ac- 
count for larger homes with 
fewer people 
These population trends and 
consumer patterns will affect 
the future of new housuig in 
Garrett County, especially for 
housing designed for one to 
four family members, and well 
suited for the elderly.

A The wav the tax credit 
law is written, first you have to 
compute your credit as though 
you were sixty years of age or 
older, and then take fifty per- 
cent of this figure if you are 
under sixty. Using this method, 
your tax liability on an income 
of $2,100 a year is $3150. No 
credit applies to this. The tax 
credit will be figured on the 
difference between this amount 
and the total of your tax bill, 
excluding such ineligible items 
as metropolitan district 
charges. Your property taxes 
based on the location of your 
residence should be about 
$119.70 on an assessment of

the $119.70 tax and the $31.50 
tax lability is $88.20.

Q. How does a person under 
sixty years old qualify for a re- 
duction in property taxes? I 
saw the write-up about prop- 
erty tax credits in the news- 
paper, please explain. 

A. To help in getting these 
answers to homeowners such 
as this one and as a public ser- 
vice, the major Maryland gas 
and electric companies are 
distributing an insert entitled, 
“Tax Talk” along with their 
bills to their customers. The 
Baltimore Gas and Electric 
Company, for example, is 
reaching about 725,000 
customers with this notice.

FnHiA Emergency 


Loans Now More 
Readily Available 


Secretaty of Agriculture Bob 
Bergland has given Fariners 
Home Administration (FmHA) 
state directors authority to 
make emergency loans to 
farmers as soon as loss from 
natural disaster is confirmed. 

The secretary abolished a 
time-consuming system in 
effect for several years that 
required county governments 
and state governors to request 
disaster loan service, then for 
the Secretary to designate 
counties where FmHA 
emergency loans could be 
made. This course was 
followed when damage assess- 
ment reports indicated the 
need for 25 or more farm 
emergency loans in a county. 

Under the new. less time- 
consuming procedure, State 
Director, John D. Daniello. will 
authorize the agency's county 
offices in Delaware and Mary- 
land to make emergency loans 
to any number of farmers 
showing a need for emergency 
credit to offset substantial loss 
caused by storm, flood, 
drought or other natural dis- 
aster. The state director will 
act on the basis of available 
information and damage re- 
ports received from FmHA 
county offices. Designations of 
eligibility by the Secretary of 
Agriculture will no longer be 
required 

FmHA emergency loan ser- 
vices also are automatically 
available where a major dis- 
aster or emergency has been 
declared by the President. 

Mr Daniello said Bergland’s 
action to cut red tape from 
emergency loan procedure was 
taken under a provision of the 
Agricultural Credit Act of 1978. 
signed by President Carter 
August 4. 

FmHA emergency loans are 
made to farmers lacking other 
sources of credit for recovery 
from natural disaster. Begin- 
ning October 1, 1978, amount 
offsetting actual loss assocl- 
ated with production will be 
made at an interest rate of 5%, 
and additional amounts at 
higher rates. Low-rate loans 
also are made to restore farm 
dwellings and household ef- 
fects lost or damaged due to 
natural disaster. For more 
information about the loaning 
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programs. persons should con- 
tact the local FmHA county 
office located on U. S. Route 
219 North, Oakland. 


’79 Wheat Program 
Requirements Listed 


The 1979 Wheat Program 
contains the same 20 percent 
set-aside requirement as the 
1978 program, Paul A. Crowl, 
Chairperson of the Maryland 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation (ASC) Com- 
mittee. said. 

Farmers complying with the 
program will be eligible for a 
wheat loan of $2.35 a bushel, 
and a target price of $3.40 per 
bushel. both the same as the 
1978 program. 

Program participants who 
reduce their 1979 wheat 
acreage for grain by 15 percent 
from the 1978 wheat acreage 
will be eligible for target-price 
coverage on 100 percent of the 
1979 wheat acreage for grain. 
The 1978 wheat acreage will be 
the acreage harvested as 
grain, plus credit on 1978 
participating farms for under- 
planted acreage, set-aside, and 
wheat grazing and hay acreage 
for payment. 

“Unlike the 1978 program, 
the 1979 program does not pro- 
vide payments for grazing out 
or haying of planted acreage. 
However, producers may graze 
their 1979 set-aside acreage for 
a six-month period.” 

The wheat reserve commit- 
ment will continue in the 1979 
program. This includes the 
farmer-owned reserve and the 
special emergency reserve for 
food aid commitments. 

Secretary of Agriculture, 
Bob Bergland, called the pro- 
pram “a stabilizing measure 
designed to benefit both pro- 
ducers and consumers.” If 
farmers use the 1979 program 
as well as they did this year. 
we believe the farm wheat 
prices will be maintained. The 
program is designed to be anti- 
inflationary. Without the set- 
aside in 1979, U. S. wheat 
stocks would be well above 
needs, farm prices would be 
considerably lower, govern- 
ment payments would be 
higher, and wheat export earn- 
invs would decrease, Bergland 
said. 

The 20 percent set-aside 
means that for every 100 acres 
of wheat planted for harvest as 
prain, 20 acres must be set 
aside.

The per capita cost of Appa- 
lachian Regional Comunission 
funded educational programs 
for the last fiscal year (FY °78) 
was only $24.00 per person, 
according to a report released 
by George E. Allen, Executive 
Director of the Regional Edu- 
cation Service Agency of 
Appalachian Maryland 
(RESA). 

Over 28,000 citizens in the 
three-county area benefitted 
from the eighteen operational 
programs conducted by RESA 
and its member institutions.

It is a penerally accepted fact that the job being done 
bv Jimmy Carter as President of this great nation is 
somewhat less than adequate. His worst enemy seems to 


be fis lack of experience,

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Potomac Edison 
Files With PSC 
For Rate Increase 


The Potomac Edison Com- 
pany late last week filed with 
the Maryland Public Service 
Commission a “make whole” 
request seeking an increase in 
electric rates sufficient to 
provide the same return on 
rate base granted by the PSC 
in the company’s last rate 
case. 

PE in August, 1977, was 
granted anincrease in baserates 
‘excluding fuel charges) de- 
signed to permit the company 
to earn a 9.16% rate of return 
on its 1976 rate base — capital 
money spent for generation, 
transmission and other 
facilities needed to serve about 
119,000 customers in Maryland. 

The filing made by PE today 
says the company's rate of 
return on a more recent rate 
base for the 12 months ending 
April, 1978, had fallen to 6.31%. 

“Inflation, attrition and 
generally higher costs have 
taken place since 1976 and 
have prevented the company 
from achieving the rate of re- 
turn contemplated in the Com- 
mission’s decision . . ."’ the 
filing says. 

“The company’s current fi- 
nancial condition is critical,” 
according to PE executive vice 
president and general manager 
J. M. McCardell. “This has 
been recognized by the invest- 
ment analyst, Moody’s Invest- 
ment Service, which recently 
downgraded the rating of all of 
the outstanding company bond 
issues from A to Baa. Of even 
greater concern is the com- 
pany’s inability to issue new 
bonds or preferred stock be 
cause it fails to meet the fi- 
nancial coverage require- 
ments. The rate relief re- 
quested in this application is 
absolutely essential if the com- 
pany is to continue as a viable 
operating concern.” 

Under a law passed by the 
Maryland General Assembly in 
1977, electric utilities in the 
state are permitted to use a 
streamlined method to obtain 
rate relief if their rate of re 
turn drops below that author- 
ized previously by the Com- 
mission. Issues in the first 
staye of the rate proceeding 
are more limited than in a full 
rate review and a decision by 
the PSC is expected more 
rapidly. 

The fact that PE needs 
higher rates should come as no 
surprise to most of our 
customers.’ McCardell adced. 
“as we have said repeatedly 15 
response to press inquiries for 
nearly six months that our 
return on rate base has been 
dropping steadily.” McCardell 
said the company has delayed 
filing the rate increase appli- 
cation during recent months 
because of uncertainity about 
how the Commission would 
implement recent fuel rate 
adjustment legislation. 

The Company says an In 
crease of about $18 million in 
gross revenue will be neces- 
sary to reach the 9.16% rate-of- 
return level. After taxes, which 
take about half of all Potomac 
Edison rate increases, annual 
net income for the company 
from Maryland customers 
would increase about $9 
million 

For a residentiz! customer 
using 580 kilowatt-hours of 
electricity a month, the in- 
crease would be $4.33 a month 
including fuel costs in Sep- 
tember, taxes, etc.

State Convention 

A major item of business of 
the Garrett County Board of 
Education at its September 14 
meeting was the review of 
resolutions being presented by 
different school boards for the 
Convention of the Maryland 
Association of Boards of 
Education. 

The Board decided to present 
a resolution on Project Basic 
for consideration by members 
of the Maryland Association of 
Boards of Education. The 
intent of the resolution is to 
insure that the reading, math 
and writing concepts of Project 
Basic are thoroughly imple- 
mented prior to burdening 
teaching and administrative 
staff with the accountability 
for objectives in leisure time, 
world of work, survival skills, 
and the citzenship component 
of Project Basic. 

Among the approximately 34 
resolutions being considered, 
the Garrett County delegation 
is sponsoring a resolution 
cailiny tor the Legisiature and 
the State Board of Education 
not to mandate new programs 
without state finances to sup- 
port them. 

The Garrett County delega- 
tion is also sponsoring a 
resolution encouraging the 
State Board of Education 
and the State Department of 
Education to utilize the recom- 
mendations provided by the 
State Advisory Committee for 
funding transportation. This 
year Warford County has 
joined Garrett County in 
sponsoring a resolution calling 
for increased state aid with 
greater equity for current 
expenses in the state. An 
additional resolution supported 
by the Gurrett County Board of 
Education this year calls upon 
the State Board of Education 
to develop a_ budgetary 
process which provides for 
vreater input opportunities by 
the Marvland Association of 
boards of Education and the 
local boards of education.

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Beall Plans To Reduce Taxes |

ANNAPOLIS ‘UPI: 
Republican gubernatorial 
candidate J. Glenn Beall said 
Monday his plans to limit 
government growth and cut 
taxes represent more of a 
break from the past than does 
Democratic gubernatorial 
candidate Harry Hughes. 

Beall told a news conference 
on the steps of the State House 
the principal issues in the 
governor’s rave are who can 
best govern the state and who 
most represents a change from 
the past eight vears of in- 
creasing, state bureaucracy 
and declining — industrial 
growth. 

~1 would put finite limits on 
growth of state government 
and...reduce taxes.” Beall 
sald. 

He said Marvland has one of 
the highest per capita tax 
burdens in the country. 

Beall said Hughes is ‘‘weak 
on the issues” and was in the 
administration of suspended 
Gov. Marvin Mandel when 
government growth began 
rapidly escalating 

“He's the candidate of the 
other party."’ Beall said. “He 
was a member of the cabinet 
(as a former state transporta- 
tion secretary! and is tied to 
the programs and policies. 

We truly have iio ties to 
anybody in state government.” 

Beall said a “total shake-up 
and reorganization of govern- 
ment” is needed. 

He called on the League of 
Women Voters to schedule a 
series of televised debates 
between him and Hughes. 

“It's important that the 
voters of Maryland have a 
clear perception of the issues,”’ 
he said. 

Beall refused to appear in 
several televised debates 
during the primaries. 

He said there were no clear 
issues at the time. 

Beall also said he wili hold a 
news conference every Monday 
until the Nov. 7 general 


Rural Voters Say 
Baltimore Receives 
Too Much Money 


BALTIMORE (UPI) 
Rural voters in Maryland 
generally believe that Balti- 
more receives too much money 
from the state while city 
residents on the whole say 
Baltimore is not getting 
enough. a Baltimore Sun Poll 
released Monday showed. 


The Sun said its poll of 764 
registered Republicans and 760 
registered Democrats showed 
that voters were evenly 
divided on whether Baltimore 
receives too little or too much 
financial support from the 
state. But the newspaper said 
geography was a larger factor 
in the voters’ views. 


The poll showed that 26 
percent of the voters felt the 
state pays Baltimore too 
much; 28 percent said the state 
Pays too little: 10 percent said 
the city receives what it should 
get, and 36 percent had no 
opinion. 


Social Data Analysts Inc., 
which conducted the poll in 
late August and early Sep- 
tember, said those with no 
opinion are either not 
concerned with the issue or 
are not familiar with it. 


Among the Baltimore voters 
interviewed, 63 percent said 
they believed the state has 
given too little financial sup- 
port to the city while 8 percent 
said the state gives too much. 
About 11 percent said the state 
gives the right amount and 18 
percent said they were unde- 
cided. 


In Baltimore County, 29 
percent said they thought the 
state pays too much while 28 
percent said the state pays too 
little. About 12 percent said the 
city receives what it needs and 
30 percent had no opinion 


In Prince George's and 
Montgomery counties, 958 
percent had no opinion. About 
23 percent said the state gives 
the city too much, 10 percent 
too little and 9 percent the right 
amount. 

Respondents in the western, 
southern and eastern parts of 
Maryland were the most 
critical of the amount of 
money Baltimore has received, 
with 44 perecent saying that 
the state pays the city too 
much. Nine percent said the 
city should get more 

The poll was weighted to 
reflect that there are nearly 
four times as many Democrats 
as Republicans in the state. 
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election to maintain the 
maximum amount of com- 
munication possible with 
voters 

A series of fund raisers are 
being planned for Baltimore, 
the Eastern Shore, Western 
Maryland. Anne Arundel 
County. and Montgomery 
County. he said. 

Beall said he would like to 
raise $300,000 for his general 


election campaign, but does 
not know whether that will be 
possible. 


He has only $28.800 left from 
his primary campaign. Beall 
said. The money is his share of 
a fund raiser that featured 
former President Ford. 

Beall said Ford told him he 
would be ylad to help Beall in 
his general election campaign 

He said Hughes’ victory in 
the Democratic primary was a 
surprise. 

‘| thought (acting Gov. 
Blair) Lee would win,” Beall 
said. ‘Hughes’ victory demon- 
startes the frustration felt by a 
large number of Democrats. I 
think Hughes won because he 
was the least objectionable; he 
was not known.” 

He said Baltimore County 
Executive Theodore 
Venetoulis’ defeat in the 
Democratic primary leaves a 
large number of groups, such 
as labor. up for grabs. 

Beall said Democrats tend to 
vote independently “in times 
like these" and he 1s hoping for 
Democratic support in Balti- 
more, Baltimore County, 
Western Maryland, and Mont- 
gomery County.

State May Construct 
Computer Warehouse 


ANNAPOLIS . UPI) The 
state is considering con- 
structing a warehouse near 
Baltimore-Washington _Inter- 
national Airport to consolidate 
and safeguard the state's 
computer systems, Deputy 
Comptroller J. Basil Wisner 
said Tuesday. 

Wisner said the one-story 
structure would be built on 
land already owned by the 
state and would be built so that 
sensitive tax, criminal, edu- 
cational or other records mar 
tained by the state would be 
protected 

Wisner and other high state 
officials also told the House 
Appropriations Committee that 
consolidation of state-operated 
data processing systems is 
finally moving along after 
several years of legislative 
attempts to merge various 
state computer operations. 

Robert I.. Lally, secretary of 
the Department of Public 
Safety and Correctional Ser- 
vices, said his reservations 
about security of sensitive 
criminal records in a central- 
ized data processing bank had, 
for the most part, been 
satisfied. 

Budget and Fiscal Planning 
Secretary Thomas W. Schmidt 
noted that consolidation bills 
passed by the 1977 and 1978 
General Assemblies were 
vetoed, respectively, by Gov. 
Marvin Mandel and acting 
Gov. Blair Lee. 

But he said his department 
had implemented many of the 
measures contained in the 
consolidation bills anyway 


through normal department 
procedures. 
Schmidt, Wisner, Lally, 


Commissioner of Higher Edu- 
cation Sheldon Knorr and other 
state officials testified before 
the committee about measures 
taken to insure the security of 
information in the state's data 
processing memory banks. 

Lally. who is responsible by 
law for the safekeeping of 
criminal records, has resisted 
moves to consolidate the data 
processing systems, although 
he conceded before the com- 
mittee that security measures 
have been improved. 

Said Wisner: “I think we're 
taking more precautions now 
than the banks are taking.” 

A major phase of the consvli- 
dation is expected to be com- 
pleted by July 1979, the of- 
ficials said. 

Wisner came under strong 
questioning from Delegate 
Frank D. Robey Jr., D-Balti- 
more, about the competence of 
state employees working the 
data processing field, cooper- 
ation among state agencies in- 
volved in the consolidation, 
security of the data, and 
reducing data processing costs. 

I don't think we've 
achieved any of these four,"’ he 
said. 

Wisner also responded to 
questions concerning recent 
news stories about confidential 
information on microfilm being 
found in waste baskets outside 
the state treasury building.

Carter Explains 
Wage-Price Plan 
To Steelworkers 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (UPD) 
President Carter told a 

United Steelworkers convention 
today he will announce soon 
inflation-fighting measures — 
almost certain to be wage- 
price guidelines — that will be 
fair to business and labor. 

“In the near future, I will 
announce a strengthening of 
our limited arsenal of weapons 
against inflation,’ Carter said 
in his prepared text. 

The president said nothing 
ahout wage-price guidelines, 
but it is known that his 
economic advisers have recom- 
mended guidelines that will 
soon be unveiled. 

In a response to AFL-CIO 
President George Meany, who 
told the steelworkers conven- 
tion Monday that Carter should 
not impose wage price guide- 
lines because workers would 
have to bear the brunt, Carter 
said: 

“IT can tell you today that 
what we do will be fair. It will 
not penalize labor or any other 
group in our society. 

“At the same time,” he 
added, “it will be tough. I will 
ask for restraint and some 
sacrifice from all.” 

Carter asked the steelworkers 
“to consider what I have to say 
with open minds and in a spirit 
of cooperation and patriotic 
concern.” 

He said he had no hesitation 
“in calling upon the conscience 
of the United Steelworkers of 
America and the American 
labor movement” to help fight 
inflation. 

It is understood the guidelines 
will propose limiting wage 
increases to about 7 percent a 
year and price hikes on goods 
to 5.5 percent. The program 
would be voluntary, but the 
government would apply pres- 
sure through various sanctions 
to try to force business and 
labor to stay within the 
prescribed limits. 

Carter has said consistently 
that he will never impose wage

and price controls. But wage- 
price guidelines have been used 
in past administrations to curb 
inflation and have been recom- 
mended by Carter's advisers. 

The president said he rejects 
“the policies of the past’ in 
waging a war on inflation “by 
throwing millions of Americans 
out of work.” 

“Such a policy is morally 
wrong,” he declared. 

‘To bring inflation under 
control, we must have coopera- 
tion among business, labor and 
government,” he said. “This is 
indisputable.” 

He said that the nation has 
suffered from severe inflation 
for 10 years, but added, ‘Our 
current inflation is certainly not 
due to excessive wage in- 
creases or responsible govern- 
ment programs.” 

Carter arranged the flight to 
New Jersey for a groundbreak- 
ing ceremony for a Federal 
Aviation Administration experi- 
mental station, followed by the 
address to the United Steel- 
workers of America.

Second Opinion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
yovernment says tuilions of 
Americans facing routine gall 
bladder, cataract, uterus, 
tonsil and other operations 
should let a second doctor help 
decide whether the surgery 
really is needed. 

HEW Secretary Joseph 
Califano announced Wed- 
nesday a major program — 
including a toll-free telephone 
number and media advertising 
— urging private and welfare 
patients to seck a “second 
apinion when their doctors 
recommend non-emergency 
surgery. 

Califano said the plan will 
protect both your pocketbook 
and your health. It follows 
recent charges by a House 
subcommittee that American 
surgeons performed 2.3 million 
unnecessary operations in 1974 
at a cost of $3.9 billion. 

The new program provides 
federal and state payments for 
second and even third opinions 
in Medicare and Medicaid 
cases. Private patients would 
bear their own costs, but many 
health insurance policies cover 
such second opinions. 

Robert Derzon. chief of 
HEW's Health Care Financing 
Administration, told a news 
conference Wednesday that a 
recent survey of Medicare 
patients in New York City 
showed one out of four pateints 
got a different opinion on the 
need for surgery when they 
went to another doctor. 

The American College of 
Surgeons said it has always 
“fought surgical abuses such 
as unwarranted operations,” 
but it said the second opinion 
proyvram should not be put into 
effect for Medicare unless the 
need is proved by pilot 
programs 

Derzon said statistics show 
major variances in the types of 
surgery done in different areas 
of the country. And he in- 
dicated concern with the rising 
number of hysterectomies 
(uterus removal) among 


women.

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Cosmonauts Break World Record— 
Orbit In Space 96 Days, 10 Hours 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
record flight of two cosmonauts 
aboard Salyut 6 comes at a 
time when American spacemen 
have been grounded for three 
years and won't return to space 
for at least another year. 
Two Soviet cosmonauts, 
Soyuz 29 cosmonauts Vladimir 
Kovalenok and Alexander Ivan- 
chenkov orbited their way into 
the record books today, break- 
ing the world manned space- 
flight endurance record of 96 
days, 10 hours — more than a 
quarter of a year. 


They equaled the uld record, 
just short of 14 weeks in orbit, 
at 9:17 a.m. (2:17 a.m. EDT). 

The Soviet manned space- 
flight activity and the American 
hiatus are indications of the 
different courses in space the 
superpowers have taken in the 
past decade. 

Following the then-unprece- 
dented long-duration orbital 
flights of three Skylab space 
station crews in 1973 and early 
1974, the United States changed 
gears and opted for “easy 
access” to orbit. The Soviet 
Union decided to aim toward 
long stays in space. 

To do this, the Soviets have 
been using Soyuz spacecraft 
based on 1960s technology as 
both manned and unmanned 
ferries to Salyut space stations. 
Each Soyuz is launched by 
conventional rockets and both 
booster and spacecraft are used 


only once. 
For the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, 


“easy access’ means discard- 
ing the old expendable rocket 
and spaceship idea and switch- 
ing to the space shuttle, the 
reusable rocket plane that will 


serve as an orbital transport 
shuttling to and from orbit 
every two or three weeks. 

The shuttle’s initial flight test 
into space once was set for next 
March. It has been delayed by 
engine troubles and NASA 
sources report that the earliest 
the shuttle now could fly is next 
September. The agency report- 
ed Tuesday recent engine tests 
have gone well. 

The shuttle, able to carry up 
to seven men and women, is 
designed to stay routinely up to 
two weeks in orbit. But once 
the shuttle begins operation- 
al flights carrying people and 
machinery to and from orbit, 
NASA is expected to start 
thinking seriously about extend- 
ing its duration in space. 

“What I think will happen to 
us is that we're going to begin 
to want to run longer and 
longer missions," NASA  ad- 
ministrator Robert Frosch said 
in a recent interview. “There 
will come a point at which it is 
clearly more convenient to stay 
there than to go up and down, 
instead of commuting. 

“The Soviets have decided 
they want to try for very long 
stays,” Frosch said. “I’m not 
quite sure why. There are 
rumors that they're backing it 
up by working on a shuttle but 
I don’t have any hard infor- 
mation on that.’ 

Frosch said that with resup- 
ply flights from the unmanned 
Progress spacecraft, Soviet 
space officials have developed 
a fairly flexible system to keep 
men in space for many months. 

He said the Soviets have said 
that permanent occupation of 
space is inevitable “and they 
seem to be following that 
scenario."’ 


Carter’s Energy 
Policy Nearing 
Passage By Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — With 
a mid-October adjournment 
date in view, the tempo of 
business is picking up sharply 
in the House, while in the 
Senate, President Carter's 17- 
month-old energy policy is a 
big step closer to passage. 
The Senate, on a 99-39 
Tuesday, rejected a motion to 
send back to committee a 
compromise bill calling for a 
phaseout of price controls on 
natural gas by 1985. That sets 
the stage for a final vote on the 
bill next week. 

If it wins that vote, the 
legislation would go to the 
House, while two other energy 
bills held up pending action on 
the natural gas bill would be 
expected to slide through the 
Senate quickly later this month. 
The House rolled through a 
series of votes Tuesday, includ- 
ing approval of a $1.8 billion 
authorization for international 
development and food assist- 
ance and $1.9 billion for the 
State Department and related 
international agencies, with 
only minor pauses for ar- 
gument. 

The House also passed a 
compromise bill appropriating 
$68 billion for the Department 
of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment. 


A bill increasing the amount 
of goods that Americans may 
bring from other countries into 
the United States duty-free, 
from $100 to $300, won final 
House approval. 

Sent to the Senate was a $795 
authorization bill for Amtrak, 
the semi-government agency 
which runs most of the 
country’s passenger trains, and 
sent to the White House was a 
bill to extend the deadline for 
an experiment intended to 
make Food Stamp recipients 
work for their benefits. 

But the House balked at a bill 
to extend a .ederal program 
designed to encourage creation 
of more farmers’ markets 
where fresh produce can be 
sold. 

In other action, the House 
passed legislation requiring 
that all the nation’s slaughter 
houses — not just those selling 
to the government as in current 
law knock out livestock 
before they are killed 
The final version of the $1.8 
billion International Develop- 
ment and Food Assistance bill 
was worked out by a House- 
Senate conference, and now 
only needs a Senate okay. It 
provides $1.2 billion develop- 
ment aid to meet basic human 
needs in poor countries, but 
soe cifically neohihita funde 
from going to the Communist 
nations c: Vietnam, Cambodia 
ana Cuba plus tne arrican 
nauon a@ Uganda. 


In committee hearings: 

—The Senate Finance Com- 
mittee voted to give business a 
tux break by increasing the 
amount of depreciation that can 
be taken for equipment from 20 
percent to 30 percent. 

—The Senate federal spend- 
ing practices subcommittee was 
told by a federal strike force 
there is still ‘a hard core of 
crooks’ in the scandal-ridden 
General Services Administra- 
tion, and that only a fraction of 
the abuses may have been 
uncovered so far. 

—A_ Secret Service official 
told the House Assassinations 
Canunittee the slaying of John 
F. Kennedy might have been 
averted if the FBI had shared 
with his agency its information 
on Lee Harvey Oswald. 


Baltimore May Host 
International Meeting 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — A 
plan to have the International 
Federation for Housing and 
Planning hold its 1980 con- 
vention in Baltimore depends 
on whether the city can raise 
enough money to cover ex- 
penses of the meeting, a 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

Paul Samuel, an aide to 
Mayor William D. Schaefer, 
said the federation wants the 
city to pay for translators and 


interpreting services, an 
estimated cost of $40,000 to 
$100,000. 


He said Schaefer must first 
see if the money can be raised 
before deciding if the con- 
vention can be held in 
Baltimore. 

The group proposed plans to 
hold its 1980 meeting at the 
city's new convention center, 
which is scheduled to open in 
August 1979, during last week's 
convention in Hamburg, W. 
Germany. 

Schaefer, who attended the 
convention in Germany, said 
the city’s traveling display 
showcased at the meeting and 
talks by housing officials 
helped convince the federation 
that Baltimore would be an 
ideal location for the 1980 
convention.

Railroad traffic was still 
bein: rerouted Monday around 
a site west of Bloomington 
where workers are attempting 
to clean up a 14-car derailment 
which uccurred at 2:55 p.m 
Friday. 

It was reported that of the 


cars derailed, five were empty 
while nine were loaded. The 
entire train of 59 loaded cars 
and 26 empties were being 
pulled by five diesel engines, 
when the derailment occurred 
west of the Potomac River 
Bridge near Bloomington at 


the foot of a 17 mile grade. 

The derailed cars included 
four loads of automobiles, but 
Chessie officials reported the 
cars were not damaged. 
Several other cars contained 
malt, lime and clay. 

The train was headed from 
St. Louis to Philadelphia. The 
mishap sent a few cars down 
along the water and one landed 
partially in the water. Most of

Most cat owners are very 
pleased to see their pets 
regularly using the litter box. 
But those with male cats 
should know that too many 
visits can be a sign of a serious 
urinary tract obstruction. 

The problem begins when 


diet to form sand-like particles 
or stones in the cat's bladder 
In female cats, the particles 
easily pass through the urethra 
(the outlet from the bladder) 
and are eliminated with the 
urine. In males, where the 
bladder outlet is more narrow, 


particles will collect to com- 
pletely block the urethra and 
stop passage of urine. 

The signs of discomfort are 
fairly typical and an alert 
owner should suspect the 
nature of the problem. At first 
the cat will make frequent 
trips to the litterbox or outside 
in response to bladder pres- 
sure. Urination may still be 
possible, but the frequent trips 
are a clue that trouble is brew- 
ing. 
As the condition progresses, 
the cat will become more 
uncomfortable and strain to 
urinate for several minutes at 
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a time. lLattle or no urine will 
pass and the owner may lr 
terpret the problem as consti- 
pation. Unfortunately laxatives 
offer no help and only waste 
valuable treatment time. As 
the pressure uicreases, the cat 
becomes very restless and 
may cry. 

Complete urinary blockage is 
an emergency situation. Unless 
the blockage is removed, the 
animal will die of uremic 
poisoning as toxic wastes 
normally excreted in the urine 
accumulate in the blood- 
stream. At this point, pro- 
fessional assistance is des- 


narian will anesthetize the cat, 
drain the bladder, and remove 
the obstruction. 

In addition to treating the 
condition, your veterinarian 
will discuss with you steps to 
help prevent future urethral 
blockage. They include. 

— Increasing your cat’s 
water intake so that minerals 
are flushed fro the bladder 
before stones form. If your cat 
refuses to drink extra water, 
the addition of '« teaspoon of 
salt to its food each day will 
increase water intake notice- 
ably. Of course a bowl of fresh

— Revising your cat’s diet. 
Foods with a high ash or 
;Magnesium content (those con- 
taining whole fish or ground 
bone) seem to aggravate the 
condition. Moist canned food 
should be fed in preference to 
dry food which contains only 
about 10% water or semi-moist 
food (25% water). 

Very little is known about 
the exact cause of urinary 
blockage. High levels of 
minerals in the diet, previous 
urinary tract infections and a 
newly discovered virus seen in

Jupiter, found with the stars of 
Cancer, rises about 4'2 hours 
before sunrise. Saturn rises 
about an hour prior to the sun 
as do the stars of Leo.

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Milk Pooling 
Rule Suspended 
For Two Months 


So milk pooling requirement 
under the Middle Atlantic 
federal tmlk marketing order 
will be suspended fur Sep- 
tember and October, a U. S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) official has said. 

Herbert I.. Forest. dairy 
official with USDA’s Agri- 
cultural Marketing Service, 
said the action suspends the 
reqiurement that a distributing 
plant sell at least 50 percent of 
Its milk for fluid use before it 
is eligible to have all its milk 
pooled and priced under the 
order. The suspension has been 
In effect since April. 

The suspension was re- 
quested by Michaels Dairies, 
Inc.. and Lehigh Valley 
Cooperative Farmers. They 
told USDA that continuing 
downward trend in Class | — 
or fluid-use — milk sales 
means that some plants will 
not be able to meet the 50 per- 
cent pooling requirement. As a 
result, some dairy farmers’ 
milk would not be priced and 
povled under the order.

Corn, Sorghum Loan 


Program Reopened 


The Agricultural Stabt- 
lization and Conservation 
Service «ASCS) recently 
reopened its 1977 corn and 
sorghiun loan program for pro- 
ducers who wish to put their 
grain into the reserve. The 
program will be open until 
September 29. Paul A. Crowl, 
Chairperson of the Maryland 
ASC Conunittee said the extra 
time will give farmers the 
opportunity to put additional 
quantities of yrain immedi- 
ately into the reserve. Record 
harvests of corn and sorghum 
are expected this year, and 
forecasts of a 6.5 billion bushel 
corn crop has caused some 


weakening in corn prices. 

“Storing the corn will help 
strengthen these prices and en- 
courage more orderly market- 
ing of grain,” Crowl said. 

The reserve program takes 
prain off the market for a 
period of up to three years, or 
until market prices reach 
stated levels. It offers farmers 
short and long term benefits to 
counter the price depressing 
effects of surplus stocks. 
Farmers receive annual 
sturige payments in advance 
and also reap the benefits of 
increased grain prices. 

To keep the yrain in good 
condition during storage. 
farmers are allowed to rotate 
stock.

tlon and Behavior at the 
Poolesville, Maryland, facility 
of the National Institute of 
Mental Health. Macl.ean, 
noted as one of the world’s 
foremost students of the 
mysteries of the brain, has 
been observing animals in 
different stages of evolution to 
learn about the human mind 
and the development of human 
personality. 

Much of human behavior, in 
fact more than we _ had 
realized, 1s controlled by our 
primal (the R-complex) brain 
which was the first to develop 
and is exemplified in the 
lizard’s brain. As lizards 
scatter wildly, running along 
branches, leaping from twig to 
twig, in his laboratory, Dr. 
MacLean explains that the 
lizard’s brain, about the size of 
a small pea, has a counterpart 
in the human brain. It controls 
such reptile-like behavior as 
“place preference,” expressed 
by Archie Bunker's gyrations 
when anyone else tries to sit in 
his chair; insistence on rou- 
tines, obeisance to bureau- 
cratic procedures and legal 
precedents, dependence on 
ritual and superstitution, and 
slavish unitation of fads and 
fashion. 

In some people this reptilian 
area of the brain appears to 
dominate. The result 1s ‘‘a will 
to power, a drive to be on top, 
to be number one, or the lizard 
on top; he is the one who does 
the most pushups.” Look at the 
man running for president — 
from the standpoint of wanting 
to be the lizard doing the most 
pushups — where could you 
find a better example? 

Maclean maintains that the 
second evolutionary phase was 
the development of the 
emotional mind or the limbic 
system, which first developed 
in early mammals. And 
finally, there is the “‘new 
brain,” the neocortex, which 
evolved in later mammals and 
houses the intellect. 

Human beings retain the 
features of each of these 
brains, giving us a “mind of 
three minds” — a primal, an 
emotional and a rational mind. 
To further complicate matters, 
although the two lower brains, 
like the lower animals, have no 
speech, they are quite 
capable of making their 
personaility felt most em- 
phatically — in the manner of 
the lizard defending its twig. In 
fact, researchers are funding 
that the influence of the R- 
cortex and the limbic system 
may be even more important 
to personality and behavior 
than the neocortex or the 


rational mind. 

The neocortex, then, ‘is the 
mother of invention and the 
father of abstract thought,” 
says MacLean, “but it may not 
be the source of our basic 
personality.’’ Laboratory 
experiments in which different 
portions of the brain are re- 
moved from animals from 
different evolutionary levels of 
development indicate that the 
non-verbal, non-rational parts 
of ourselves, the primal and 
emotional minds, play a much 
larger role in our behavior 
than we realize. 

The reptile brain has its 
limit, “especially when it 
comes to learning new tricks,” 
says MacLean. Over millions 
of years, a second brain ap- 
peared as reptiles evolved into 
mammals. With the emotional 
second brain, mammals 
developed a new relationship 
between mothers and their 
young. In the reptile world it is 
each animal for himself. The 
offspring of the Komodo 
dragon, a ten-foot relic of pre- 
historic times, still spend their 
first years in trees to avoid 
being devoured by their fellow 
dragons. In contrast, says 
MacLean, the first command- 
ment of the mammal is ‘thou 
shall not eat thy young or 
other flesh of thine own kind.” 
Thus, with the role of parent 
came a new brain, the paleo 
mammalian brain — or to use 
Maclean's phrase, the limbic 
system. 

Love is an invention of the 
mammal, according to 
MacLean. In this new unity of 
mother and children one can 
divine the ‘evolutionary roots 
of unity of the family, unity of 
the clan, unity of larger 
societies, as well as the 
emotional intensity of feelings 
attending separation, isolation 
and the threat of annihilation.” 

What happens when the 
limbic system is missing” 
Laboratory experiments bear 
out Maclean's theory that the 
loss of limbic tissue interferes 
with the ability to mother. In 
another experiment, a young 
female hamster, who had had 
a limbic portion of the brain 
removed, refused to play with 
her brother. The ability to 
play, MacLean says, is another 
innovation of the limbic 
system. MacLean seems to 
have a special feeling for the 
limbic brain since he learned 
that it was the seat of our 
emotions and the sense of 
identity. 

Carol Kahn, in her article 
“The Animals of Your Mind,” 


said that upon reading about 
MacLean's concept of the triune 


brain she felt that finally we 
have arrived at the expla- 
nation for the vagaries and 
contradictions of human be- 
havior. “The co-existence of 
the beast and the angel in all 
of us is the answer to how the 
same machinery could design 
the unicorn tapestries and the 
neutron bomb, launch gaily 
colored air balloons and 
hunter-killer satellites, and 
build gothic cathedrals and gas 
chambers.” 

MacLean concludes that the 
thing that makes us individuals 
must be this blending, this 
combination of external and 
internal experiences. The fact 
that our power to empathize

I recently heard of an inspir- 
ing person, a senior citizen 
who has suffered hardships 
and afflictions that would 
shatter niany weaker — and 
younper — people. 

Yet after all the adversities 
that have plagued his life, this 
extraordinary man__—ihas 
triumphed with a vigor and 
strength that are nothing short 
of inspiring. Mr. Jackson 1s his 
name. 

Mr. Jackson was born in 
Kentucky over 90 years ago. 
His family was large and, at 
times. violent. He had four 
brothers. seven sisters and a 
preacher-father who occasion- 
ally directed his “hellfire and 
brimstone” fury toward his 
wife, Mr. Jackson's gentle and

quiet mother 

Once when that happened, 
Mr. lac kson - then only a boy 
ut seven tried to defend his 
niother His choice of weapons 
was a vhotzun, and his choice 
of action was drastic: he 
determined to kill his father. 

Realizing that her son 
needed a calming, anchoring 
influence, Mr. Jackson's 
mother took him to her own 
father. fhe old man had a pro- 
found effect on the boy and Mr. 
Jackson today quotes his 
grandfather often and well. 

Mr. Jackson ran away from 
home at 11, first signing on 
with a circus as a barker, then 
joining the army ‘at 15!), then 
finding work as a lumberjack, 
coal miner, cowboy and farm- 
er. At a more mature age he 
operated his own welding busi- 
ness.

At 19 he married a girl 16. 
They had a daughter a few 
years later, but soon after her 
birth his young wife died. Her 
death was only one of many 
sorrows to come. 

Over all his years, Mr. Jack- 
son had kept a journal of his 
experiences, thoughts and ad- 
ventures. His intention was to 
compile its entries into a book, 
a book that, as he says, ‘would 
save the world.” The book was 
not to be. 

A year or so ago, a fire in his 
Fork. Maryland, apartment 
destroyed the journal, the work 
of years. It took with it his 
welding equipment, his tools . . 
_ everything he owned. A few 
months later, cancer took his 
daughter 

Today, Mr. Jackson lives in 
a Baltimore housing complex 
for the elderly. Now he himself 
has cancer and is in constant 
pain. 

Yet, somehow, it is as though 
these afflictions do not exist. 
He walks every day — “to 
keep in shape,” he says. He 
joins noontune “Eating To- 
gether” gatherings. He has a 
great sense of humor, one 
which he uses to help him 
accept his condition. 

“I'm getting so humpbacked 
I'd have a hell of a chest if I'd 
turn my head around,” he once 
quipped 

And he’s full of maxims 
forged over his decades of 
experience. 

‘Patience,’ he pronounces, 
“is of the essence. People in a 
hurry pass up more good 
things than they catch up to.” 

Naturally, Mr. Jackson is 
very concerned about death. ‘‘! 
expect to die every night,” he 
admits. But still he treasures a 
sense of future. 

He's not, for instance, a city 
person. He'd like to change his 
situation and he hasn't given 
up the hope that he can. 

“I'd like to live as I damned 
please,” he says. “Get a place 
of my own even if it was a 
shack; a place where I could 
walk on God's earth, not on 
this concrete earth; a place 
where I could see the squirrels 
run and hear birds sing. I still 
hope to have it happen. No 
specified time.” 

The need to nurture hope in 
the face of adversity is just one 
of the lessons others can draw 
from the life of this inspiring 
man, a man who has been able 
to call forth an immense capa- 
city to maintain a dignified 
independent life despite great 
odds.

Tracks Constructed 
At Derailment Site 


Tracks were built Sunday 
around the l4-car derailment 
which occurred shortly before 
3 p.m. Friday near Blooming- 
ton so that normal rail traffic 
could resume. 

Railroad crews were called 
out at 2:55 p.m. Friday when 
14 cars of an 85-car train being 
pulled by five diesels left the 
track. The mishap occurred 
just west of the Potomac River 
Bridge at Bloomington, at the 
foot of the 17-mile grade. 

Most of the derailed cars re- 
mained on the bridge, and 
crews began again Monday 
attempting to place the cars 
back on the tracks.

Another Rathole... 


As if inflation is not bad enough already. the federal 
government continues to create new unnecessary projects 
which cost millions of dollars. One such rathole making 
the news these days is the House Assassinations Com- 


mittee. 


It was reported just yesterday that this co'amittee 
has spent $5,000,000, primarily on the John F. Kennedy 
assassination, and has now requested an additional 
$800.000 to continue its investigation, an investigation 
which so far has uncovered practically nothing significant 
concerning the case. The committee's request will no 


doubt be obliged. 


Several points might be made about this expensive 


exercise in futility. 


One 1s that there are many unsolved murders around 
the country. Each case involves the loss of a human life. 
John F. Kennedy was the President of the United States, 
but nonetheless, just another human life. Do not all of 
these other victims deserve such a thorough in- 
vestigation? In fact, the JFK case could hardly be 


classified as unsolved. 


Secondly, the victims in these cases are dead, and 
they will remain dead, regardless of the degree of in- 
vestigative work. The results of the crime cannot be 


changed. 


Another point helping to make the JFK investigation 
fruitless 1s the fact that the prime suspect is dead. Even 
the assassin's assassin is dead! In a manner of speaking, 
the government has a dead man on trial. 

Finally, the government could surely find a thousand 
or so better uses for that five or six million dollars. There 
doesn't seem to be nearly enough money for things such 
as education, energy research, medical research, etc. It is 
a question of priorities. This money should be spent on the 
living. Or perhaps it should not be spent at all. Not 
spending that six million would be a small step in the 
right direction of reducing the federal budget and thus, 
taking a swat at the rampant inflation which touches the 


lives of all of us. 


S. J. Groves To 
Relocate Rt. 46 
For Dam Project 


The S. .. Groves and Sons 
Company, Shiremanstown, 
Pa., has been awarded a $6 4 
miilion contract to relocate a 
3'2-mile section of West 
Virginia Route 46 in connection 
with the Bloomington Dam 
construction. 

A spokesman for the U. S. 
Corps of Army Engineers said 
Tuesday Groves is awaiting a 
notice to proceed with the 
work, which is expected to get 
underway any day now. 

The section of the road, 
which begins at the dam 
guarry and continues until 
about one mile below Elk 
Garden. must be relocated 
because that area will be 
flooded when the dam reser- 
voir is filled sometime in 1980. 

Traffic on the two-lane road 
will continue by using an ac- 
cess road in the area during 
the relocation construction. 

The Bloomington Dam is 
now about 40 percent complete. 
Other major projects 
remaining are a $2 million 
recreation facility and a 
contract to clear vegetation 
from the reservoir area. 

The project's first major 
hurdle was to remove railroad 
tracks from the reservoir area 
before the dam _ construction 
could begin. The relocation of 
Route 46 was considered 
another major problem. 

Once completed, the recrea- 
tion work project will include a 
boat launch, picnic areas and 
camping facilities.

All equipment used by the 
State Highway Administration 
to hattle winter snows will be 
ready for use hy October 
according to William Golds- 
borough. resident engineer. 

Maintenance and necessary 
repair work is presently under- 
way on all equipment. SHA 
will be readying two large 
snowblowers, new last year. in 
addition to the three snow 
blowers attached to front end 
loaders. 

Other equipment includes 
two ten-ton trucks with V- 
olows. three graders with V- 
plows and regular blowers; and 
15 five-ton trucks equipped 
with snow plows’ and 
spreaders. The local crews 
may also call in as many as 
ten vuther trucks with plows, 
rented from private con- 
tractors.

40.0) square feet asphalt pad 
at Keyser Ridge for storage of 
sodium chloride. The state will 
be constructing a domed top 
over the storage area next 
year. Some 10,000 tons of 
chemicals will be stored at 
Oakland, Route 50 near Red 
House; Route 135 at the top of 
Backbone Mountain: Keyser 
Ridge. Finzel ‘along Route 
48): Accident and Friendsville. 
State crews use only sandstone 
or limestone as abrasives.

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Joseph F. McCaffrey, one of 
Washington's best known 
correspondents, will be the 
featured speaker at the 
eleventh annual Friends of 
Garrett County Dinner on 
Wednesday.

Known as “Dean of Capitol 
Hill reporters."’ McCaffrey 
probably has made more 
radio-television appearances 
than any other network or 
local news person in Washing- 
ton, D.C.

Fame, along with columnist 
Joseph Alsop and Marvin L. 
Arrowsmith, Washington 
bureau chief of the Associated 
Press.

Mettiki coal mine of Mapco, 
Inc., based in Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, will be dedicated in an 
international ceremony 
Thursday, October 9. 

The mine, which has cost an 
estimated $50 to $100 million to 
construct over the past two 
years, is located not far from 
the Table Rock area in the 
extreme southwest portion of 
the county. 

Mapco will be joured in the 
dedication ceremony by repre- 
sentatives of both Nippon and 
Kobe Steel Companies of 
Japan. the beneficiaries of two- 
thirds of all the coal that will 
be produced at the mine, which 
is expected to be the most 
productive in Western 
Maryland's long coal history. 

The Japanese steel firms. 
two of the largest six steel 
companies in the world, signed 
a contract with Mapco two 
years ago to use two-thirds of 
the metalurgical coal produced 
at the mine over the next 12 
vears. 
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Mapco. which operates five 
other coal mines in West 
Virginia and Kentucky, has 
also sent invitations for the 
dedication to the National Coal 
Association, state and local 
governments and railroad 
executives.

House of Delegate 
Race To Bolden 


George C. Edwards of 
Grantsville Friday conceded 
defeat in the September 12 
Republican primary for the 
House of Delegates from 
District 1A when the official 
recount of the Garrett County 
voting machines left him 14 
votes shy of Delegate De- 
Corsey E. Bolden. 

Edwards, 30-year-old county 
commissioner and chairman of 
the Tri-County Council of 
Western Maryland, gained five 
votes in Friday’s recount in the 
Knights of Pythias building in 
Oakland where the 39 voting 
machines are being stored 
temporarily until the reno- 
vation of the Court House is 
completed. But that still left 
him 14 votes behind Del. 
Bolden, who has served in the 
House of Delegates for the past 
eight years. 

The one mistake found in 
Friday's recount was a nine in- 
stead of a four on one machine 
which had been used at the 
Kitzmiller polling place. 

Edwards said Friday night 
that after the recount was 
complete and he was still 14 
votes behind he decided not to 
seek a recount in the Allegany 
County precincts between 
Shaft and Barton which also 
are in District 1A. He 
congratulated Del. Bolden, who 
also was present for the re- 
count, and left. 

When the unofficial totals 
were added up on primary 
election night, it was reported 
that Edwards was leading by 
72 votes with 2,052 to Bolden's 
1,980. Bolden had carried Gar- 
rett County but lost in Allegany 
County by a two-to-one margin. 

Several mistakes were found 
in the Garrett County totals 
and after the canvass was 
completed Bolden moved up to 
1,810 there to 1,451 for Ed- 
wards. In Allegany County, 
Edwards polled 654. to 
Bolden s 314. No mistakes were 
found in that county. Edwards 
received seven absentee votes 
there to two for Bolden

The bid should be 
awarded soon, with delivery 
scheduled for the loaders 
before winter and for the 
graders around January 1. 

The State Highway Adminis- 
tration has donated 100,000 
linear feet of used snowfence 
to the county, and hauling of 
the fence began two weeks 
ago. As the county usually 
buys approximately 30,000 feet 
each year, this would equal 
nearly three years’ purchases. 
Snow fence erection will begin 
about October 19. 

Of the 166 people employed 
by the roads department, 140 
are involved in snow removal, 
including furemien, super- 
visors, truck drivers and 
laborers. 

The county now has three 
blowers mounted on front end 
loaders, four truck-mounted 
blowers, 35 trucks with plows 
and eight front end loaders 
with V-plows. When it becomes 
necessary to use blowers, how- 
ever, three V-plows must be 
removed from the loaders so 
the blowers can be mounted. 
The county also uses nine 
motorized graders with V- 
plows. 

Stockpiles of cinders and 
sodium chloride are growing, 
so the county will have ready 
the approximately 30,000 tons 
of cinders and 500 tons of salt 
needed for road traction. 

Truck routes are being 
assessed to determine new 
wind and snow drifting pat- 
terns for most efficient deploy- 
ment of trucks and snow- 
fencing, according to Mr. 
McCrobie. The county has been 
divided into four sections, and 
trucks in each section have 
been assigned approximately 
25 miles to clear each day. 
Officials tried to devise each 
route so that each truck aver- 
ages approximately 175 miles 
per day in total travel dis- 
tance. Graders and front end 
loaders each have approxi- 
mately 20 miles to clear. 

Mr. McCrobie noted that the 
ancient vintage of several 
pieces of equipment make it 
difficult to keep up with re- 
pairs. Parts are hard to obtain 
for the four motor graders 
built in 1950 and 1951. At the 
present time one front end 
loader and one grader are 
down for repairs, but should be 
ready by winter. Two front end 
loaders were made in 1941.

Under the Rural Abandoned

As a result, landowners have 
been discouraged from partici- 
pating in the reclamation pro- 
gram. 

“The treatment of these pay- 
ments as taxable income by 
the IRS conflicts with the in- 
tent of Congress, which was to 
encourage landowners to 
reclaim and conserve surface- 
muied lands.’ Mathias said.

Senate Votes Today 


On National Gas Bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House has cleared its desk of 
several more pieces of legis- 
lation, while the slower-moving 
Senate prepared today for a 
vote on the key to President 
Carter’s energy plan: the 
natural gas bill. 

On Tuesday, the Senate re- 
jected a last-ditch attempt to 
kill the bill by sending it back 
to the conference committee, 
clearing the way for this after- 
noon's up-or-down vote. 

The House, meanwhile, 
passed legislation making 
suffragette Susan B. Anthony, 
whose image will appear on 
the new $1 coin the first 
woman thus honored. 

The House also adopted a bill 
prohibiting union membership 
in the armed forces, although 
tt changed a portion to allow 
certain civilian technicians in 
the reserves to belong to a 
union. 

among other bills passed by 
the House Tuesday was one re- 
quiring foreign owners of U.S. 
farmland to register with the 
federal government. It has 
been estimated that foreigners 
bought $800 million to $1 billion 
worth of U. S. farmland last 
year. The bill would not limit 
purchase of U. S. farms. 

The House also let it be 
known it 1s displeased with the 
Justice Department seeking 
court orders for forced busing 
in schools. 

Congressmen last year or- 


dered the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
to stop using its powers to 
force busing in school districts 
where segregation existed. 
When they found HEW was 
turning over some of its dese- 
gregation cases to the Justice 
Department for court action, 
the members extended the ban 
to Justice on a 235-158 vote. 

In the Senate, a bill was ap- 
proved allowing more states to 
offer offtrack, interstate bet- 
ting only when the track where 
the races are held is compen- 
sated, and only if the track has 
obtained the consent of the 
Horsemen's group involved in 
the race. 

The bili, now on its way to 
the House, exempts existing 
interstate offtrack betting in 
New York and Connecticut. 

The Senate also passed a 
$35.2 billion defense authori- 
zation bill without the $2 billion 
nuclear supercarrier President 
Carter vetoed. The House was 
expected to act today or 
Thursday on a bill that is al- 
most identical to the Senate 
bill. The two versions must go 
to a conference committee for 
compromise. 

In other developments, 
House-Senate conferees are 
considering a compromise in 
the president’s civil service 
reform legislation that could 
result in a lid on government 
civilian employment. 

The House version of the bill 
calls for the civil service to be 
kept at the level of employees 
it had on January 1, 1977, while

VFW Embezzlement 
Under Investigation 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — An 
investigation is underway into 
the embezzlement of more 
than $71.000 from the Maryland 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, the 
Baltimore News-Amercian 
reported Tuesday. 

Deputy State’s Attorney 
Mary Ann Willin refused to 
confirm or deny the report and 
state VF W commander Peter 
Doone said he would not 
comment until the state’s 
attorney’s office comments. 

According to the News- 
Amercian, sources in the VFW 
said the group’s checking and 
savings accounts are empty 
and it cannot pay many of its 
bills. 

“It’s the worst financial 
setback we've ever had,” one 
VFW official was quoted. 

Sources said $23,000 in 
checks were written against 
the VFW’s account and 


another $48,000 was withdrawn 
from the savings account. 

At least part of the $71,000 
was believed to have been 
spent at race tracks and on 
The Block, Baltimore’s por- 
nography district. 


Railway Strike Paralyzing Nation 


Umited Press International 
Striking rail clerks — ignor- 
ing back-to-work orders — held 
the country’s trains at a 
standstill again today, imperil- 
ing the nation’s grain arvest, 
raising the spectre of wide- 
spread industrial layoffs and 
opening the prospect of govern- 
ment intervention. 

At dawn today in the East, 
the situation remained virtually 
the same as Tuesday's first day 
of the expanded the 2-month-old 
strike by the Brotherhood of 
Railway, Airline and Steamship 
Clerks against the Norfolk & 
Western Railway Co. The issues 
in that dispute involve job 
protection. 

Labor Secretary Ray Mar- 
shall called a news conference 
for mid-morning for what he 
called a ‘major announ- 
cement’? on the administra- 
tion’s efforts to restore service. 

Marshall met throughout 
Tuesday with labor and rail- 
road officials including clerks’ 
president Fred Kroll, officials 
of the National Railway Labor 
Conference, and the United 
Transportation Union. 

Industry sources said they 
expected Marshall to unveil a 
new plan to get BRAC and the 
N&W back to the bargaining 
table. Formal talks broke off 
Thursday. 

Much of the Northeast — 
including the Boston-New York- 
Washington corridor — was 
spared because those lines are 
owned by Amtrak or Conrail, 
the government operated pass- 
enger and freight carriers. 

Elsewhere, Amtrak said the 
situation remains virtually un- 
changed from Tuesday. 

Where trains were moving — 
and they were moving almost 
normally on the West coast — 
supervisory personnel were 
running them. The Norfolk & 
Western runs trains as far west 
as Kansas City, Mo. 

“The vast majority of freight 
is being held up,’ a spokesman 
for the American Association of 
Railroads said early today. 
“Within two weeks, if the strike 
continues on this scale,” he 
said, “economic losses to the 
nation would represent 5.8 
percent of the Gross National 
Product” — a multi-billion 
dollar impact. 

The AAR said a two-week 
strike of this size would double 
unemployment — boosting it as 
high as 12 to 14 percent. About 
350,000 railroad workers are 
directly affected by the walk- 
out, but the ripple effect would 
prompt tens of thousands of 
layoffs. The automobile indus- 
try pointed out that production 
could halt by week's end if 
shipments do not resume. 
General Motors Corp. and 
Ford Motor Co. officials said 
they already had cut back 
operations and laid off workers 
at some facilities where parts 
shipments had not arrived. 

And right now, the AAR 
spokesman said, 70 percent of 
the grain movement in the 
country has “‘stopped.”’ Virtual- 
ly all movement of industrial 
products — 70 percent of coal 
production — ground toa halt. 

Chicago appeared to the the 
hardest hit city with tens of 
thousands of commuters forced 
to find other means of 
transportation. Mayor Michael 
Bilandic placed police on 
emergency standby to help 
move traffic. One commuter 
line, the Milwaukee Road, had 
resumed normal operations into 
Chicago, however. 

As for court action, federal 
judges across the country 
granted railroad requests for 
new temporary restraining 
orders to get the clerks back to 
work. But the carriers “have 
reported difficulties in serving 
those notices on union chairmen

Coal Industry Hurt 


By Railroad Walkout 


(UPI) — Weakened by the 
longest-ever United Mine 
Workers strike, the coal in- 
dustry faces even harder times 
with the burgeoning rail 
walkout. Some coal operators 
already are predicting the 
worst. 

Trains stopped on almost 
every track Tuesday in West 
Virginia as picket lines sprang 
up at Chessie System yards by 
employees sympathizing with 
clerks engaged in a labor 
dispute with the Norfolk & 
Western Railway. 

Two coal officials in Hun- 
tington called the development 
as another setback. 

“It's going to ruin the coal 
business." warned Clyde 
Pinson, president of Pinson 
Coal Co. 

“It's going to paralyze this 
area,’ offered John Chafin, 
Jr., vice president of Chafin 
Coal Co. 

Chafin said operators were 
just starting to get back on 
their feet following the lengthy 
UMW contract strike last 
winter. Chafin said he hoped 
the N&W would settle its 
differences with the 
Brotherhood of Railway and 
Airline Clerks, which has 
broadened its efforts to include 
43 railroads involved in a 
mutual aid pact. 

Those railroads have fur- 
nished N&W with as much as 
$800,000 each day of the 12- 
week strike. 

Willis Cook, Chessie’s public 
relations director in West 
Virginia, said train service 
beyond the Tuesday morning 
runs was uncertain. He was 
unable to say when supervisors 
would take over. 

In Cleveland, Chessie 
branded the extended strike 
“totally illegal.” 


The firm includes the Balti- 
more & Ohio, Chesapeake & 
Ohio, and Western Maryland 
lines, covering 3,460 miles of 
track and employing 7,720 
people in the Mountain State. 

Two-fifths of its transport is 
coal. Freight makes up the 
balance. 

The mushrooming strike also 
has affected service on three 


Amtrak passenger lines in 
West Virginia, the Penn 
Central line and _ several 


smaller, private coal carriers. 

Rail passenger service is 
miniscule in the state, but coal 
and freight are major con- 
cerns. Pickets in Martinsburg 
stopped all commuter service 
between Washington, D. C., 
and Western Maryland, af- 
fecting about 1,900 commuters. 

Roy Green, planning co- 
ordinator for the West Vir- 
ginia Railroad Maintenance 
Authority, said smaller coal 
carriers will be affected since 
they won't be able to move 
coal to main railroad lines. 

“These are short lines owned 
or leased by coal companies, 
usually to haul coal from the 
mine to the main line,” he 
said. 

Railroads include the 
Nicholas, Fayette and 
Greenbrier Railroad, owned by 
Chessie and Conrail; Beech 
Mountain Railroad; the West 
Virginia Northern, tied to the 
B&O Railroad in Preston 
County; and the Monongahela 
Railroad, an interstate carrier, 
west of Morgantown. 


Large Grain Surplus 


Expected This Year 

NORTH EAST, Md. (UPI) —

Authorities Search 
For Third Plane 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) — Feder- 
al aviation authorities searched 
today for a “mystery plane”’ 
that may have confused a 
jetliner pilot, setting up an in- 
flight collision and blockbuster 
crash that took at least 151 
lives, the worst aviation disas- 
ter in U.S. history 
“There are strong indications 
... there was a third plane” that 
may have contributed to the 
crash, Phillip Hogue, head of 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board’s investigation, 
told a news conference late 
Tuesday night. 

FAA officials reportedly were 
contacting airfields in the area, 
trying to get information on 
light planes that may have 
been flying in the same area at 
the time of the crash. 

A Pacific Southwest Airlines 
Boeing 727 collided at 3,000 feet 
with a Cessna 172 Monday 


morning and then plunged 
flaming into a_ residential 
neighborhood, exploding 


through a city block of homes 
and apartments. 

The grim work of assembling 
pieces of mangled and charred 
bodies proceeded through the 
day Tuesday and authorities 
warned the death toll of 151 — 
all 186 on the airliner, two in 
the light plane and at least 13 


on the ground — could go 
higher. 
Authorities said it was 


possible more bodies were in 
the rubble of more than a dozen 
homes, estimating it could take 
weeks to identify all those 
killed in the inferno. 

At least one witness saw a 
third small plane in the sky at 
the time of the collision, Hogue 
said. 

If so, the pilot of the jetliner 
may have thought the ‘mystery 
plane’? ahead of him was the 
aircraft the control tower at 
Lindbergh field was warning 
him to beware of — _ not 
realizing the tower meant the 
Cessna, boring in from the 
right on a collision course. 

Recordings showed the tower 
alerted the pilots of both the 
jetliner and the Cessna to look 
out for each other, and both 
pilots apparently acknowledged 
the advisories, Hogue said. 

At one point, the jetliner pilot 
radioed the tower: ‘He's 
passed,” apparently referring 
to a light plane. 

“We don't know who passed,” 
Hogue said. “It doesn’t seem 
logical it was the airplane he 
collided with.” 

A little more than two 
minutes later, the Cessna flew 
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‘virtually head-on’? into the 
jetliner, tearing through the 
jetliner’s right wing. 

Hogue said earlier reports 
that the third plane was a twin- 
engine Cessna — explaining the 
pilot's confusion — had not 
been confirmed. 

“There is some question 
about whether the third plane 
was a Cessna,’ Hogue said. 
“There are strong indications 
there was a third plane ... but 
we don’t know how close it was. 
We may find that the third 
plane is no factor whatsoever 
... it may have been out of the 
traffic pattern.” 

Hogue, who heads a nearly 
100-member team of investiga- 
tors under the direction of the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board, told a news conference 
the board plans to question 
“one or more’ witnesses who 
said they saw the “third 
plane.” 

The last words frum PSA's 
Flight 182 Capt. James McFe- 
ron, a 17-year PSA veteran, 
were: ‘We're going down.”’ By 
that time, the jetliner was 
rolling over, its right wing 
aflame, into a 3,000 foot dive. 

“It was the most unbelievable 
routine transmission,"’ Hogue 
said, although it must have 
been obvious to the flight crew 
the plane probably was 
doomed. “The pilot said ‘we're 
going down’ like he was leaving 
one altitude for another. I 
cannot believe the transmis- 
sion.” 


Mathias To Propose 
To Restore Funds 
For Aid Program 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Sen. Charles Mathias. R-Md., 
said Tuesday he will offer an 
amendment to a fiscal 1979 
appropriation bill to restore $56 
million to the federal Impact 
Aid Program. 

Mathias said if the amend- 
ment to the Labor and the 
Health, Education and Welfare 
appropriation bill is adopted by 
the Senate, Maryland would 
receive $810,950 for the support 
of students attending schools in 
areas designated to receive 
impact aid funds. 

Last week. Mathias joined 18 
senators in urging President 
Carter to reconsider his op- 
position to continuing 
payments for students from 
low-rent housing projects 
under the program. 

The senators told Carter they 
viewed “this element of impact 
aid as a vital component of the 


administration's priority on 
programs to solve urban 
problems.” 
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Mother Calls Child 
“God's Miracle Baby” 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Catherine 
Donatello calls her new daugh- 
ter God's miracle baby and 
doctors say the infant had only 
a one in 45,000 chance of being 
born. 

Angelina Rose was carried 
inside her mother’s abdominal 
cavity instead of the womb. 

The little girl weighed 3 
pounds, 8 ounces at birth in 
mid-September when she was 
surgically removed two weeks 
premature from her mother’s 
abdomen. 

“This has to be God's miracle 
baby,” exclaimed Mrs. Donatel- 
lo, 25. “We really wanted a 
baby.” 

Mrs. Donatello was admitted 
to Resurrection Hospital be- 
cause of bleeding and there 
doctors discovered the odd 
placement of her baby. 

“This is a distinct rarity,” 
said Dr. Warren Pearse, 
executive director of the 
American College of Obste- 
tricians and Gynecologists. 

An abdominal pregnancy is a 
rare form of ectopic pregnancy 
— in which the baby is carried 
outside the womb, doctors said. 
Most ectopic pregnancies occur 
inside the fallopian tubes where 
the female egg is fertilized. 
They cause the tubes to 
rupture, ending the pregnancy 
and sometimes endangering the 
mother. 

But in cases like Angelina’s, 
doctors said. the fertilized egg 
goes back up the tube rather 
than down into the womb and 
makes its way to the abdomen. 
There it begins to divide and 
attaches itself to organs in the 
abdomen. The placenta draws 
nutrients from the mother’s 
blood just as it does in the 
womb, 

Mrs. Donatello left the 
hospital Tuesday. Hospital offi- 
cials said her daughter is doing 
fine too. She is expected to 
remain in the premature baby 
nursery for about a month.

Services Institute of South 
western Pennsylvania, in 
cooperation with Allegheny 
General Hospital, Pittsburgh, 
announced the inauguration of 
Life Flight, an emergency heli- 
copter transportation service 
for critically ill or injured 
persons. 

This 24hour-a-day. seven- 
day-a-week medical transpor- 
tation service is the first of its 
kind in the Northeastern 
United States. With the con- 
currence of the appropriate 
medical directors, l.ife Flight 
will be available to serve all 
hospitals. rescue units, am- 
bulance services, search and 
rescue teams, commercial or 
industrial plant or disaster 
units within a 130mile radius 
of downtown Pittsburgh, which 
includes Garrett County and 
parts of Allegany County, West

Virginia and Ohio. 

Life Flight Emergency 
Health Service will provide : 

1. On-the-scene and_ inflight 
emergency medical attention 
by a professionally trained and 
equipped medical-care team. 

2. Air-borne service for 
critically ill persons to any 
hospital or medical center 
within the area, specified by 
the referring physician or 
patient 

3. Rapid, air-borne transpor- 
tation for critically injured 
persons from the accident site 
to an emergency center or 
designated hospital. 

4. Emergency transportation 
for critically ill patients from 
one health-care institution to 
another institution within the 
service area. 

Life Flight is being initiated 
In cooperation with the 
Emergency Medical Services 


Institute of Southwestern 
Pennsylvania, which is re- 
quired by act of Congress to 
develop a means of secondary 
emergency medical transpor- 
tation. 

Life Flight will augment 
existing primary ground 
transportation systems. It will 
provide hospitals and 
emergency-care centers with 
an opportunity to transport or 
receive their critically ill and 
“injured patients in a vastly 
shortened time interval. Dur- 
ing that interval. the patient 
will receive the most sophisti- 
cated care possible by Life 
Flight’s Emergency Medical 
Care Team. 

Life Flight’s Emergency 
Medical Care Team will con- 
sist of physicians (as needed) 
and reyistered nurses specially 
trained in intensive care tech- 
niques used in coronary, respi-

Medical emergency equip- 
ment on board the Life Flight 
helicopter includes electro- 
cardiography monitors, 
oxygen, defibrillators, suction 
apparatus, endotracheal intu- 
bation equipment, intravenous 
fluids, transport isolettes, 
emergency medical and other 
vital life-support supplies. 

For the next several weeks, 
Life Flight will be running 
training filghts for its crew, 
and will be flying the aircraft 
to the various health-care 
institutions that will be using 
the service.

The Emergency Medical 
Services Institute of South- 
western Pennsylvania, in 
cooperation with Allegheny 
General Hospital, Pittsburgh, 
announced the inauguration of 
Life Fhght, an emergency heli- 
copter transportation serv ice 
for critically ill or injured 
persons. 

This 24hour-a-day, seven- 
day-a-week medical transpor- 
tation service is the first of its 
kind in the Northeastern 
United States. With the con- 
currence of the appropriate 
medical directors, Life Flight 
will be available to serve all 
hospitals, rescue units, am- 
bulance services, search and 
rescue teams, commercial or 
industrial plant or disaster 
units within a 130-mile radius 
of downtown Pittsburgh, which 
includes Garrett County and 
parts of Allegany County.

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Student Records 
Policy Adopted 
By School Board 


The Department of Pupil 
Services of the Garrett County 
public schools announces that 
the Garrett County Board of 
Isducation has adopted a 
Student Records Policy, ac- 
cording to Albert A. Coviello, 
Supervisor of Pupil Services. 
The records policy was 
developed through the cooper- 
ative efforts of local school 
counselors and principals to 
meet the requirements estab- 
lished by the Federal Family 
Rights and Privacy Act and 
State Bylaw. 

Mr. Coviello said that the 
purpose of this policy is to 
inform purents and _ eligible 
students (18 years old or older) 
of their right to inspect and 
review the educational records 
of the student, the right not to 
have personally identifiable 
information from the student’s 
records released without prior 
written consent, the right of 
the parent or eligible student 
to see the log of requests for 
und disclosures of personally 
identifiable information main- 
tuined by the school, the right 
of parents and eligible students 
to seek the correction of edu- 
cational records through re- 
quest or by hearing, and the 
right of the parent or eligible 
student to have a copy of the 
policy or student records. 

The educational records of 
students are maintained at the 
student's home school and in 
sume instances in the Pupil 
Services office at the Garrett 
County Board of Education. 

A mini-guide to the policy 
which lists the responsibilities 
of the school principal in 
nnplementing this policy is as 
follows: 

Types of Data 
In a Pupil Record 

Information collected for all 
Garrett County Public School 
pupils includes (1) name of 
pupil and siblings, (2) birth- 
date, (3) names and addresses 


of parents or guardians, years 
of education and their employ- 
ment, (4) minority group 
membership, (5) enrollment 
and attendance data, (6) 
grades and courses completed 
and level of achievement, (7) 
standardized test results, (8) 
routine health information. 
Information collected about 
individual pupils required to 
develop the most effective edu- 
cational program may include 
reports such as (1) results of 
personality tests, (2) evalu- 
ative reports by teachers, (3) 
medical and/or psychological 
evaluations, (4) referrals to 
Pupil Services and outside 
agencies and information re- 
ceived from Pupil Services and 
outside agencies. 
Review of Records 

Records are reviewed at the 
end of the pupil's fifth, eighth 
and twelfth grade school year, 
prior to their transfer to 
another school, and upon with- 
drawal for any other reason. 

Access to Records 

Access to student's records 
is granted to parents, eligible 
students and to the pro- 
fessional staff of the Board of 
F:ducation who are directly in- 
volved with the educational 
process of the individual stu- 
dent in a teaching, guid- 
ance/counseling, or consulting 
situation without a release of 
intormation being needed. 
Other persons or agencies will 
need a signed and dated re- 
lease of infurmiation form stat- 
ing specifically what kind of 
information they seek except 
in cases where consent is not 
required by state or federal 
bylaws. Requests for, and dis- 
closures of personally identifi- 
able information to parties not 
exempted by State Bylaws, 
will be logged in the student's 
records. 

Challenging Contents of 
Records 

Records can be amended or 
chanyed informally through 
mutual consent of the parties 
involved. If agreement cannot 
be reached informally, the 
parent(s) or eligible student 
has a right to a hearing to 
challenge the educational

Cost of Reproduced Copies 

There will be no charge to 
the parents or eligible student 
for copies of school records 
being contested through the 
hearing process. In other 
cases, a fee will be charged. 

Directory Information 

Directory information is a 
student’s name, address, tele- 
phone number, date and place 
of birth, participation in offici- 
ally recognized activities and 
sports, weight and height of 
members of athletic teams, 
dates of attendance, degrees 
and awards received, and the 
most recent previous edu- 
cational agency or institution 
attended. Directory infor- 
mation can be released without 
parental or eligible student 
permission. 

Any parent or eligible stu- 
dent, who does not want the 
school to release directory 
information without the prior 
written consent of the parents 
or elivible student, must an- 
nually, in writing, notify the 
custodian of the education re-

For 
more detail, interpretation, 
review of the original policy, 
or a copy of said policy, per- 
sons should contact the local 
school or the Garrett County 
Board of F:ducation, Pupil Ser- 
vices office, 334-8121. 

This policy also provides that 
a principal may release 
records without written con- 
sent:

From the Glimmer of An Idea To a Full-Fledged Roinbow...

A ray of promise and en- 
couragement has now touched 
the lives of many people here, 
especially women who have 
been battered by their spouses, 
children who have been abused 
by non-caring parents, foster 
children ‘“‘between homes,” 
those made homeless by fires 
or other natural disasters, or 
eviction, will be offered a place 
for shelter and nourishment 
until they can make more 
permanent arrangements. 

The appropriately-named 
House of Hope will be a caring 
community's answer to needs 
which, until now. were not met 
by any agency or group. The 
House will officially open 
October 1 with an open house 
during mid-day hours. 

A volunteer network with 
members throughout the 
county forms the basis for the 
House’s foundation. The entire 
concept is based on living the 
Christian outreach message 
from the Gospel that says “For 
I was hungry and you gave me 
food, I was thirsty and you 
gave me drink, I was a 
stranger and you took me in, 
Naked and you clothed me...”’ 

The present network is the 
end product of several 
metamorphases, from a single 
idea to St. Peter's parish 
council, from council to com- 
mittee and committee to the 
present network. 

The idea was born during a

shelter for the abused, 
nevlected and homeless. 

They took their idea to St. 
Peter's parish council, which 
helped conduct further in- 
vestigations and then placed 
the expanding idea into the 
hands of a community service 
committee, which comprised 
interested people from all over 
the county. Funding for 
operation and maintenance 
expenses has been obtained 
from the Archdiocese of Balti- 
more for a period of two full 
years. 

In additon to providing food 
and shelter, the planners want 
the House of Hope to also serve 
as a center for reflection, 
prayer and social awareness, 
for pondering on the Gospel 
and how it may relate to an 
individual's life. 

Although the idea has been 
germinated by groups with 
religious affiliations, the House 
of Hope will be totally non- 
sectarian and will offer shelter 
to all those who are in need, 
whether or not they are church 
members. 

The House also will provide 
necessary transportation when 
existing agencies cannot. In 
addition, the House also plans 
to maintain a network of 
volunteers who can help by 
doing grocery shopping for 
shut-ins, organizing ali 
emergency pantry and 
distributing food; being a 
friendly visitor or making tele- 
phone visits to shut-ins; pre- 
paring foods, serving as craft 
instructors or home handymen, 
helping with laundry and 
mending, or doing clerical 
work. 

Anyone who would like to 
assist the project may call the 
House at 334-2357. Needed also 
are intake persons, who 
coordinate calls requesting 
assistance from their own 
homes {call will be transferred 
from the House of Hope 
number). Training for intake 
volunteers is set October 8 at 
the House, so that full services, 
including all of the above, may 
begin October 16. 

The House of Hope is located 
at 202 S. Fourth Street in 
Oakland (at the corner of 
Alder and Fourth) beside St. 
Peter's Catholic Church. Full- 
time staff members will be 
Catharine Arata and Susan 
Plews, School Sisters of Notre 
Dame. 

The house itself is a two- 
story. white frame dwelling 
which can comfortably ac- 
commodate up to ten people. 
In addition to the rooms which 
will house the two permanent 
staff members, there are two 
bedrooms, each with a 
capacity of four people, on the 
second floor. A living room, 
dining room, televison room 
and kitchen are located on the 
first floor. 

Since the facility is intended 
to provide short-term lodying, 
a person or family may 
venerally remain for a maxi- 
mum of two weeks. Requests 
for the hospitality of the House 
will be considered whether 
they originate from a govern- 
ment agency, a private 
agency, an interested private 
citizen, or directly from a 
person or family. 

Hospitality is given with the 
understanding that the person 
helped will act as a part of the 
House of Hope family, and help 
with a fair share of the house- 
hold chores. A few house rules 
must also be followed for the 
contentment of all. 

Through involvement of the 
House of Hope committee and 
a volunteer program, every 
effort will be made to find

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PET POINTERS |

There are many reasons for 
providing adequate medical 
care for your pet. We have a 
responsibility toward those 
animals we choose to bring 
into our lives. More selfishly, 
pets are more fun when they 
are healthy and active. And 
last but not least, we protect 
ourselves by keeping our pets 
free from disease. 

Fortunately, there aren't 
many diseases that are easily 
transferred from pets to 
people. The most dangerous is 
rabies, usually fatal to 
humans. 

Rabies is a viral infection 
that can be carried by dogs, 
cats, bats — all warni-blooded 
animals. Since humans and 
dogs live in close contact, the 
dogbite is a common source of 
human infection. 

There are excellent rabies 
vaccines available that can 
provide your dog with as much 
as three years’ protection with 
a single injection. The in- 
jections are a preventive 
measure and must be given 
before the pet is exposed to the 
disease. Each pet owner helps 
to protect the entire com- 
munity as well as family 
members when pets are vacci- 
nated against rabies. Some pet 
owners question the necessity

“in this day and age” for a 
rabies vaccination, but vacci- 
nation itself is the reason we 
don't see this life-threatening 
disease more often. 

A less threatening but more 
embarrassing condition that 
can be transferred from pets to 
humans is ringworm. Caused 


by a fungus — not a worm — 
the infection produces circular 
scaly patches on the pet's skin, 
with redness and hair loss. 
Your veterinarian can provide 
ointments or shampoos to con- 
trol the infection, and may clip 
the pet to remove fungus 
remaining in the hair. A 
person whose pet has a con- 
firmed case of ringworm may 
want to contact a physician for 
a ringworm examination. In 
the meantime, keep children 
away from the affected animal 
until healing progresses. 
Parasites can also be trans- 
ferred from pet to owner. The 
most common examples are 
ticks and fleas. Ticks are 
eight-legged round or oval 
parasites that resembie seeds. 
They are slow moving and 
attach themselves to the skin

Fleas are smaller, 
fast-moving insects that scurry 
through the pet’s coat when 
exposed to light. Both these 
pests feed on the blood of the 
host animal and may carry 
serious disease, such as Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever. The 
parasites can be controlled on 
the pet by flea and tick collars. 
pesticide dusts and shampoos. 
The type of control that is most 
effective will vary. Most pets 
do well with the pest control 
collars, used according to di- 
rections. Some dogs and cats 
spending much time outside or 
having heavy coats may re 
quire shampoos to reach all 
the parasites in their fur. 

One more human health 
problem related to pets in the

house 1s allergy. An individual 
human being’s chemistry tnay 
find a pet’s hair or dander an 
irritating agent and respond 
accordingly. Wheezing, sneez- 
ing. watery eyes and itching 
skin are examples of allergic 
reactions. 

With the exception of 
allergy, which is a very in- 
dividual situation, pets nor- 
mally offer no major health 
threat to human beings. If your 
pets are well-groomed, their 
living quarters kept clean and 
family members observe the 
rules of good hygiene, pets in 
the family will add to every- 
one’s enjoyment of life.

Tobacco, Alcohol 
Tax Revenue Totals 
Nearly $7 Million 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein announced 
recently that the August 1978 
alcohol and tobacco tax 
revenues amounted to 
$6.999.644. The three types of 
alcoholic beverage taxes, 
distilled spirits. wine and beer, 
each displayed growth in com- 
parison with August of last 
year. Revenue from the di- 
stilled spirits tax totaled 
$1,358,360, up 11.24%, the wine 
tax increased 20.13% to realize 
$248,972 and the beer tax 
receipts of $841,302 reflected a 
1.78% growth. 

The August 1978 tobacco tax 
revenue of $4,551,894 trailed 
the August 1977 receipts by 
$737.283, a dectine of 13.94%. 

For the first two months of 
Fiscal Year 1979 alcohol and 
tobacco tax revenues total 
$11,810,600, down $337,607 from 
the amount collected during 
the corresponding period of 
Fiscal Year 1978. 

“Revenues from distilled 
spirits, wine and beer taxes in- 
creased over the identical two 
months of the previous fiscal 
year, but tobacco tax revenues 
posted a decline,” Mr. Gold- 
stein said.

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New Annual Tax 
Credits Offered 


Deadline for filing tax rebate 
applications under the Home- 
owners’ Tax Credit Program is 
October 1, Del. Elizabeth S. 
Smith (R. AA Co.) announced 
this week. 

Del. Smith explained that a 
major feature of the program 
enacted by the General 
Assembly in the 1978 Session 1s 
that “‘for the first time prop- 
erty tax credits are being pro- 
vided for qualified home- 

“owners who are under age 60 
If a homeowner is not yet 60 
years old,” she said, “he or 
she may be able to receive an 
annual credit of up to $450.”’ 

Smith said that “the Home- 
owners Tax Credit Program 
replaces the existing Circuit 
Breaker program and incorpér 
rates all homeowners 6) years 
or older, or the disabled home- 
owner regardless of age, in the 
new tax plan starting this 
year. These people may re- 
ceive a higher tax break than 
under the old circuit breaker. 
They may now receive a credit 
on their property tax of up to 
$900."

Municipal officials from 
throughout the State will meet 
in Rockville at the Sheraton 
Potomac Inn on October 5-7 for 
the Maryland Municipal 
League's annual legislative 
conference.

A Dangerous Kick... 


Because Garrett County is so rural, it is true that 
most of the major problems which face metropolitan 
areas do not exist here. That 1s the main reason life is so 
enjoyable on the mountaintop. However, a few of these 
problems, though not to such a great degree, are just as 
real right here in Garrett County as they are in downtown 


Greenwich Village. 


In today’s issue we carry a rather in-depth feature 
article concerning the extent of the drug culture in 
Garrett County. The article is the result of many weeks of 
research and investigation. It is not meant to alarm, nor 
was it written for the sole purpose of sensationalism. The 
article is meant only to inform and help make people 
aware of a reality which exists even in Garrett County. 

For seme, the article will be a rude awakening. Some 
will choose not to accept it or believe it. Some will un- 
doubtedly be angered that we even dare print such an 
article. However, we feel it is part of our job to make 
such situations known to the general public. 

We hope the article is read with open minds. We do 
not want to imply that all young people take drugs. The 
article also does not mean to suggest that there is a 
degeneration of vouth occurring.

The formula error, discovered 
by the Maryland Department 
of Transportation, stems back 
to 1964. when DU! bexan dis- 
bursing the funds. rather than 
the State Comptroller's office. 

When DOT began 
distributing the funds, which 
come from the gasoline tax 
each month, an interpretation 
was made as to the formula to 
be used to provide the munici- 
pulities’ share of the money. 
The Secretary of Trans- 
portation has now ruled that 
the formula was wrong. In 
some cases, counties have not 
shared enough of the money 
with cities, while in other 
cases, municipalities were 
given too much and now owe 
the counties.

In January of 1905, the St. 
Marks Lutheran Church was 
destroyed by fire. Hardly a 
month had gone by when fire 
was once again discovered in 
Oakland. 

Destroyed were the West 
Hotel, an old landmark built 
prior to the Civil War, the 
Hesen Saloon, a two-story 
dwelling owned by Mrs. D. H. 
Loar and a house owned by 
Mr. Gilnor S. Hamill in which 
a cobbler shop was operated 
by Hampton McRobie. 

There were no injuries and 
“the buildings burned, with the 
possible exception of the Hesen 
saloon. were practically of 
little value. being extremely 
old and out of repair.” 

Due to the lack of water in 
the boiler. the furnace of the 
local Catholic Church was 
burned out on a Saturday 
night; “Hence, the church was 
extremely cold for service 
Sunday.” 

Bet that was one time when 
Moses’ burning bush would 
have been welcomed! 

‘John Kazuke, an Italian 
employed as a trackman on 
the Swallow Falls extension of 
the Kendall railroad, was 
found in the miners shanty a 
few miles north of Oakland 
with his feet badly frozen.

From “Black Beauty” to “Magic Mushrooms”

Once upon a time there was 
a scenic rural community 
which had everything. People 
travelled from all over to sail 
on its lake. hike in its forests, 
stay in its resorts. photograph 
Its scenery and visit its tourist 
attractions. Yes. that pic- 
turesque area had everything 
— including drugs. 

That utopian paradise is 
Garrett County. Maryland. 

Garrett County has always 
been special. As a resort area 
it has much to offer. But what 
most people don't realize 1s 
that it also offers just about 
every illicit, illegal and con- 
trolled substance under the 
sun. 

Projected figures of drug 
usage are often erroneously 
compiled from arrest records 
and hospital reports. When 
looking at these figures on a 
local level one must not 
ignore the fact that our rural 
area offers the drug user the 
ahunyuuty ahd seclusion he 
wouldn't find in a more popu- 
lated area. 

Kenneth A. Richmond, di- 
rector of Garrett County Me 
morial Hospital reports that in 
calendar year 1976. 15 persons 
were admitted to the hospital 
for drug overdose. In calendar 
year, 1977, 14 persons were ad- 
mitted, and in the first six 
months of this year. two were 
admitted. 

These figures are for 
admitted patients and do not 
include out-patient treatment 
or those transported to other 
nearby hospital facilities. The 
figures indicate a downward 
trend in drug overdose. What 
they don't reveal is an increase 
in drug usage. 

Perhaps a more faithful 
representation of drug usage 
can be gleaned from hospital 
emergency room records. 
Again, these statistics don't 
present a complete picture but 
they indicated the rising 
number of drug abuse cases 
not necessarily resulting in 
overdose. 

Joyce Andrews, emergency 
room supervisor for Garrett 
Memorial Hospital, reported 
that in 1974, four persons were 
treated for drug abuse/over- 
dose. In 1976 that figure 
jumped to 30, and 1977 also 
showed 30 persons treated. As 
of August. 1978, Garrett Me- 
morial had treated 28 persons 
and there is every indication 
that this vear's total will top 
that of the two previous years. 

Mrs. Andrews stated, “one 
Interesting thing about what 
we get herc _a kid will 
take something that another 
kid has given him without 
really knowing what he took, 
— they take it and get scared.” 
At that point the youngster 
shows up for emergency room 
treatment. 

Drug abuse is usually a 
problem of the teen-age years. 
yet Mrs. Andrews reports that 
during one six-month period, 
three 12 year-olds were treated 
for drug abuse One youngster 
had used a parents nerve 
medicine liberated from the 
family's medicine chest. The 
two others had received po 
tentially dangerous substances 
at school from classmates. 

The types of drugs abused 
are many and varied Mrs 


ALL-TIME FAVORITE — Cannabis or marijuana is still 
the drug of choice with an estimated 16,210,000 users in the 
United States. Its affordability and availability make it popular 
with local teenagers who claim it is “easier to get than beer.”

no harmful side effects, marijuana’s active ingredient THC 
produces confusion of time sense, inability to carry out mental 
tasks, sense of strangeness and unreality about self and 
surroundings, and unwelcome introspection. Pictured above, a 
pipe, make-shift “roach clip’ and rolling papers are the 
smoker’s staples. 


Andrews explains, “with the 
older adults, it is usually 
tranquilizers and sometimes 
across-the-counter’ medi- 
cation. What really scares us is 
when they begin to mix differ- 
ent kinds of drugs. With 
younger children it is usually 
something stolen out of the 
medicine chest.” 

She reiterated that most of 
the younger children don't 
realize what they've taken... 

in fact, when a child obtains 
drugs from his family’s medi- 
cine chest and distributes them 
to classmates, he himself may 
not realize what the drug is. 

As for the reasoning, Mrs. 
Andrews pointed out that peer 
pressure 1s often the cause. In 
the older patient, a drug 
abuse/overdose .ncident may 
follow an emotional crisis. 
These are recorded as suicide 
attempts at the hospital al- 
though she added that many 
times, ‘they aren't really — 
theyre to get attention.” 


Sociologists predict that as 
America’s drug culture be- 
comes more knowledgeable 
and better educated in its 

hobby” the incidence of over- 
dose will fall, but the figures 
for drug usage will rise. 

Arrest records are mislead- 
ing too. Like any business. the 
drug merchants are not naive. 
They pour hundreds of 
thousands of dollars into 
marketing research which de- 
signs and manufactures para- 
phernalia that conceals their 
product. “Roach clips” which 
hold a burning marijuana joint 
are created in the guise of 
ordinary household items such 
as a house key. Cocaine is 
transported in hollow bowling 
balls. Special cannisters are 
welded under the bodies of 
transport vehicles to haul 
illegal substances the 
list 1s endless. 

So when local State Police 
report, “one month we might 
have six or eight drug arrests, 
one month we might not have 


any,’’ we must realize that 
only the tip of a large iceburg 
is being uncovered. 

Garrett County Sheriff, John 
Evans Jr.. reported that drug 
related offenses in this area 
are definitely on the increase. 
He stated that his depai iment 
occasionally confiscates 
“downers.’’ cocaine, “‘ben- 
nies,’ Darvon and several pre- 
scription substances, ‘but 90% 
of it is marijuana.” 

Sheriff Evans explained that 
most offenders are placed on 
probation and/or fined for pos- 
session of marijuana exceeding 
one ounce. which 1s a misde- 
meanor. The majority of the 
offenders are of high school 
and college age. 

As a part of the research for 
this article. I contacted both 
local high schools and asked 
that students with knowledge 
of drug usage in their school 
contact me. Their comments 
show that drugs and narcotics 
are no stranger to their age 
group. 

“People think we're hicks 
down here, but my cousin goes 
to school in Baltimore and I 
can get better stuff here a lot 
easier and a lot cheaper than 
he can down there " 

“I guess we do have enough 
of it here (at school). I don't do 
pills I just smoke grass 
(marijuana). I could get just 
about anything I wanted if I 
wanted it and had the money 

.. you just have to know the 
right people.” 

One teacher reported. 
“every once in awhile a kid 
will come to class ‘high.’ Most 
of the tine they get away with 
it. but I recognize the effects of 
marijuana. The kids are pretty 
careful though; they know 
which teachers are ‘cool’ and 
which aren't.” 


A Growing Problem 
Children are great mimics 
and when they turn to drugs it 
is usually due to peer pressure. 


Marijuana is the panacea for 
their generation’s ills, just as 
caffeine and valium are for 
their parents. 

Robert L. DuPont, director 
of the National Institute on 
Drug Abuse stated, ‘For most 
Americans, it comes as a sur- 
prise to realize that much tra- 
ditional drug use around the 
aorld has been, and continues 
to be. work-related, rather 
than recreational. Contrary to 
expectations based on modern 
pharmacology. this is true of 
such things as Cannabis, 
opium, tobacco, and it is even 
more characteristic of the coca 
leaves. In fact, the most com- 
pelling analogy to an Andean 
chewing coca is an American 
drinking coffee as a work ad- 
junct. In most cultures over 
most of history, use of such 
substances as cova, Cannabis 
and opium has existed in a 
cultural context. that tended to 
moderate and restrict use.” 

America is locked on a one- 
way path towards self-de- 
struction and the culprits are 
not long-haired dope-smoking 
‘hippies.." We have well- 
dressed conservatives and 
indiscriminate physicians to 
thank for the popularity and 
availability of a drug induced 
stupor. 

Consider Valium, a godsend 
to millions of Americans who 
need its sedatives to cope with 
the day-to-day rat race. The 
Playboy Institute. one of the 
world's foremost drug re- 
search centers, recently re- 
ported that: 

- Valium is the largest sell- 
ing prescription drug in the 
United States and has been 
number one every year since 
1959, when it topped Librium. 

- From May, 1976 to April 
1977, approximately 97,084.000 
prescriptions for Valium were 
written in the United States. 

- Valium and Librium ac- 
count for half of all tran- 
quilizers sold in this country.

“SPEED KILLS” — AS a result of the 1960's “Speed Kills” 
campaign, the use of amphetamines has dropped across the 
United States. However, there are still an estimated 1,780,000 
users of “uppers” in this country. Pictured above are “reds, a 
common amphetamine often used as a recreational drug or to 
induce weight loss. Reportedly, a nearby physician called “Dr. 
Feelgood’ distributes amphetamines and barbituates 
indiscriminately. 


EASTERN IMPORT — Finely ground opiumnated black 
hashish such as that pictured above has a street market value 
of $180 in the Garrett County area The highly concentrated 
herb/narcotic mixture is added to marijuana to increase the 
“high.” The importation of iliegal contraband from the Far 
East ts increasing rapidly as the United States market grows. 
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TOOLS OF THE TRADE — A “power hitter’ and a clay 
Pipe are just two examples of the drug paraphernalia offered at 
any “head’’ shop. A marijuana smoker places a joint inside the 
power hitter to magnify the herb’s effects. The clay pipe can be 
filled with ice and placed in the freezer to cool the martivana 
smoke. The drug paraphernalia industry 1s so huge that last 
year tt cleared $250,000,000. Consider that 160,000,000 packages 
of rolling papers were sold in the United States last year. 
Allowing 50 papers per package and a reasonable amount of 
coordination on the part of the roller, that adds up to eight 
billion joints! 
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LOVE DRUGS — “Blues” such as those pictured above are 
difficult to obtain because of their increased popularity as a 
supposed aphrodisiac.

Feelgood” because of his in- 
discriminate prescribing of 
diet pills tamphetamines) and 
tranquilizers (barbituates). 

- cocaine from Pittsburgh 
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and Uniontown is brought into 
the courty and stored for 
future distribution to the south- 
ern states. One shipment had 
an estimated value of $200,000 

- during the height of the 
tourist season. suspected 
“underworld” figures from 
Pittsburgh. Baltimore and 
Washington. 1). C. meet near 
Deep Creek Lake to plan 
“arrangements” for drug 
trafficking. 

In many cases the validity of 
such privileged — information 
could not be ascertained — but 
the frequency of the reports 
and the adherence to the same 
“facts” implies a modicum of 
truth. If one could believe only 
half of the supposed trans- 
actions, then the drug market 
is truly alive and well, and 
operating in Garrett County. 

The Laaders 

Marijuana: Marijuana Is the 
all-time favorite among to- 
day's young people. It is rel- 
atively inexpensive, easy to 
obtaan, — and if one would be- 
heve its proponents, it has no 
harmful side-affects. 

The availability is probably 
its biggest selling point. Local 
students report. “you can get 
‘weed’ a lot easier than you 
can get beer. You have to be 
eiphteen to get beer — nobody 
asks vour age when you buy 
marijuana ” 

It should be legalized... .. 
it doesn't hurt you and every- 
one does it. I know two of 
three teachers here that do it 
and there's probably a lot 
more I don't know about.” 

All my friends do it — I 
probably know more kids that 
smoke tmarijuana) than don’t. 
In fact. most us smoke mari- 
juana and almost nobody 
smokes cigarrettes. Cigar- 
rettes will kill you, marijuana 
won't.”

The kits are 
legal because the spures are 
inactive when the kits are 
shipped and Psilocybin 1s not 
on the controlled drug list.

“Sixty 
Minutes’ recently did 20- 
minutes worth of horror 
stories on the effects of this 
drug. However. PCP 1s not new 
— it was first introduced in the 
1960s. The ~trip’ it causes is 
not unpleasant. — in the begin- 
ning. After the user passes 
through the anesthetic phase. 
he goes into a hallucinogenic 
phase often characterized by 
anxiety. panic and fear 
death. If the user has an un- 
stable personality this could 
throw him over the brink into a 
bizarre world of violence and 
death. 

Students are yenerally unin- 
furmed of the dangers of PCP 

“I've heard it can cause bad 
head-trips. I've never taken It 
straight . . . sometimes we 
mix it with grass and smoke It 
— then it’s a real kicker.” 

“It makes me mad when 
someone rolls it in a joint and 
doesn't tell anybody. I like to 
know what I’m doing. I’ve had 
bad surprises.’ 

The Solution 

It is always mce to offer a 
solution after one expounds on 
the problem. Unfortunately. 
there are few pat answers to 
combatting the drug problem 

Tighter police crackdowns 
may or may not help. Weve 
been shown that the stricter 
the law enforcement the more 
evasive the drug culture be 
comes. 

Perhaps part of the solution 
lies in the family unit itself 
Teen-agers use drugs for a 
multitude of reasons. — peer 
pressure. yood feelings. 
escapism. Whatever the 
reason. they need to be edu- 
cated from very early on about 
the dangers of drugs and 
alcohol. 

As parents. you must learn 
to recognize the sins of drux 
use and open the lines of 
culumunication between you 
and your child. 

Does your child spend an ex- 
cessive amount of time by 
himself? Do you notice marked 
changes in his eating and 
personal habits? Is he sud- 
denly making a lot of new 
friends’ Does your child have 
more money than you can ac- 
count for” Does your child sud- 
denly need more money ° Does 
your child exhibit physical or 
emotional changes red. 
watery eyes. dilated pupils. 
listlessness. manic-depressive 
behavior” 

If so. you need to talk with 
your child. Above all. never 
make accusations before you 
know the facts and never 
iznore a problem hoping it will 
resolve itself. It wont. 

Parents must also under- 
stand the nature of the drux 
culture. Your children may be 
using drugs purely on a recre- 
ational level. This dues not 


make them a “drug addict.” It

New Method Vay Date Shroud 


ROCHESTER, N.Y. iUPI) - 
Scientists at the University of 
Rochester say a new carbon-14 
technique may enable them to 
determine the age of the 
Shroud of Turin, a 14foot long 
cloth believed by many to be 
the burial linen of Jesus. 

Harry E. Gove. director of 
the university's Nuclear 
Structure Research 
Laboratory. says artifacts such 
as the shroud cannot. be 
carbon-dated using con- 
ventional methods because it 
requires too much cloth. 
However. a new technique 
developed last year at the 
upstate New York school 
requires only a small sample 
of the material. 

“At our laboratory. we could 
establish the age of the shroud 
to within about 100 years or 
better using a single thread 
about 20 centimeters long.” 
Gove said. 

The shroud. now on public 
display in celebration of the 
400th anniversary of its 
discovery in Turin. Italy. has 
attracted thousands of spec- 
tators and great scientific 
interest 

Its age now cannot be traced 
back further than the 14th 
century using conventional 
methods.

Post-Graduate 
Offerings For 


Teachers Increase 


ANNAPOLIS «UPI) — State 
education officials have joined 
for the first tune in an attempt 
to increase the educationa! 
opportunities for teachers. 

The Department of Edu- 
cation. which handles primary 
and secondary schools, and the 
Board for Higher Education, 
which oversees state colieges, 
have formed a committee to 
determine how colleges can 
offer more training for 
teachers. 

The average age and edu- 
cation of state teachers has 
risen in recent years as 
student enrollments have 
declined and the teacher force 
has stablized. 

Almost 65 percent of 
Maryland teachers have 
completed postgraduate 
courses. 

State teachers are required 
to complete 30 hours of post- 
graduate work, the equivalent 
of a masters degree. within 10 
years or face the loss of their 
certification. 

Now that many teachers 
have completed that work. the 
Education Coordinating 
Committee is looking into other 
forms of graduate work that 
could be made available to

Feel Impact Of 
Sagging Dollar 


BONN, West Germany ‘UPI) 

— “The American ordered a 
cup of coffee,”’ the restaurant 
manager said. ‘As an after- 
thought, he asked the price. 
Then he canceled the order for 
coffee. I've never experienced 
that before.” 

Since the dollar hit a record 
low price against the Deutsch- 
mark Tuesday, a lot more 
American visitors in Germany 
will find the price of a cup of 
coffee is too much to bear 

In a sit-down restaurant or 
coffee house frequented by the 
ordinary middle-class Germar 
‘burgerliche" family, a cup of 
coffee costs 1.80 marks. Add in 
a 20-pfennig tip and it costs 
$1.04. 

And that $]-a-cup price buys 
no refills. The ‘bottomless 
cup” of American diner lore is 
unknown here. 

Drinking alcohol is more fun 
and less expensive, as long you 
avoid the hard stuff. A small 
beer costs 68 cents. A quarter- 
liter — a generous pint — of 
either white or red wine costs 
$2.34. 

Eating, however, can be 
expensive. The McDonald 
chain, expanding throughout 
Europe, charges $1.69 for one 
Big Mac. 

Americans visiting Germany 
usually stumble over the 
telephone tolls. They get off 
their jet, go to a hotel and 
phone home to Columbus or 
Kansas City. Only when they 
pay their bills the next morning 
do they discover hotels in 
Germany, as in most of 
Europe. triple the cost of phone 
calls as a service charge. 

A three-minute call from a 
German hotel to the United 
States can coast as much as 
$40 30. The line at the hotel 
cashier's office each morning 
usually jams while some 
unfortunate American traveler 
learns the hard way his 
telephone bill really is larger 
than his hotel bill. 

Some people think they will 
save by using credit cards as 
often as possible, to avoid 
exchanging cash from one 
currency to another. The credit- 
card strategem has its disad- 
vantages, however. 

By the time the credit card 
company's Germany office has 
sent the bills on to the United 
States, the exchange rate of the 
dollar may decrease further, so 
once again the size of the bill 
will be greater than an- 
ticipated. 

The answer is to use all of 
your American dollars to buy 
German marks the moment you 
reach Germany. Do not buy 
small amounts of marks in 
anticipation of an upward turn. 
It will not occur.

“Swimming Nun’ 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. 
(UPI) — It was the Gulf 
Stream, not the shark packs, 
poisonous jellyfish, the cold, or 
fatigue that finally whipped 
Stella Taylor, the ‘Swimming 
Nun." 

She was almost in sight of 
realizing her dream to swim 
from the Bahamas to Florida 
Tuesday, but had to quit. 
After 51 hours in the water 
and 114 miles, helpers con- 
vinced the 46-year-old marathon 
swimmer she lacked the 
strength to free herself from 
the northward pull of the Gulf 
Stream. She didn't want to quit. 

“I found out I had to go five 
miles an hour for five hours to 
get there, so I stopped.” Miss 
Taylor told reporters in a 
hoarse whisper. ‘‘I didn’t really 
want to stop, but I knew I had 
to. The currents were just too 
fast. I am disappointed. I 
worked very hard for this.” 

It was nonetheless a record 
for women's endurance swim- 
ming, only nine hours short of 
the men's record. 

She paid a painful price. A 
robust woman, she hobbled 
ashore hunched over, barely 
able to walk. Her face and 
tongue were swollen, lips blood- 
red from chapping. Scabs 
surrounded her mouth. Deep 
wrinkles showed in her hands 
from long exposure to water. 

But she refused a trip to the 
hospital and medical treatment. 
“I'm going to go home and go 
to sleep for a long time,” she 
said. 

Besides the physical punish- 
ment from the elements and 
stings from numerous jellyfish, 
Miss Taylor endured a psycho- 
logical pounding from fatigue- 
induced hallucinations and the 
ever-present threat of sharks. 
She swam without a shark 
cage. 

Two divers paddling surf- 
boards flanked her throughout 
the swim to protect her from 
sharks. Other attendants stood 


seating pieces close 
enough together so 
people can talk easily.

Discriminated Against 

CINCINNATI (UPI) - A 
crippled man who had traveled 
500 miles to participate in a 
national bowling tournament 
was not allowed to bowl as 
scheduled because tourney 
officials said his wheelchair 
would distract other bowlers 
and disrupt the event. 

“The excuse is about at 
skimpy as you can get,” 
complained William Warren, 
29, of St. Charles, Mo. 

Warren had pre-registered to 
bow] Sunday at Cincinnati's 
Western Bowl in the $47,000 
Hoinke Classic. a 38-week 
tournament that attracts 40,000 
entrants from across. the 
country. 

But when he showed up. 
officials refused to let him 
bowl that day. 

“We told him he couldn't 
bowl at that time because it 
would be a distraction to other 
bowlers.” said bowling alley 
manager Erwin C. Hoinke, Jr. 
“We said we would arrange for 
him to bowl on a weekday 
when there aren’t aS many 
bowlers. but he apparently 
wasn't interested.” 

Asked if he considered the 
banning of Warren on Sunday 
as discrimination, Hoinke said, 
“Not really. I guess it’s no 
different that the city bus 
pulling up and a man in a 
wheelchair can't get on.

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Pope John Paul 
Laid To Rest

VATICAN CITY (UPI) — 
Pope John Paul I, the humble 
bricklayer’s son whose smile 
illuminated the world during 
his 34-day-reign, today was sent 
to his final rest in an outdoor 
funeral Mass in the shadow of 
St. Peter’s Basilica. 

Resplendent in their crimson 
robes, those of the 127 
Cardinals already in Rome 
escorted the plain cypress 
coffin bearing the body of the 
late pontiff from the massive 
basilica. 

John Paul’s reign was so 
brief that never as pontiff did 
he celebrate a mass in the 
baroque basilica, the largest in 
Christendom. 

John Paul, the Roman 
Catholic Church’s 263rd pontiff, 
died last Thursday night at the 
age of 65 of a sudden and 
massive heart attack while 
reading in bed. 

Tens of thousands of mourn- 
ers ignored threatening skies 
and a cold drizzle to pack the 
immense cobblestone square 
between Bernini’s Doric co- 
lumns for Pope John Paul's 
final rites. 

Following the practice set by 
the wishes of the late Pope 
Paul VI, John Paul's coffin was 
lifted from the catafalque on 
which it had lain inside St. 
Peter's and was placed on a 
Persian carpet on the stone 
slab in front of the church. 

The Sistine Chapel Choir led 
the hymn singing during the 
Latin language mass concele- 
brated by all cardinals present 
and read by Cardinal Carlo 
Confalonieri, 85, the dean of the 
Sacred College of Cardinals 
who performed the same 
services for Paul VI only last 
Aug. 12. 

Dignitaries from 114 nations 
including Mrs. Lillian Carter, 
the mother of the US. 
President, sat in special roped 
off chairs to the left and right 
of the altar. 

Once the funeral mass ended 
Cardinal Confalonieri read the 
funeral service itself — intoning 
a brief homily and sprinkling 
holy water on the coffin. 

Throughout the service police 
helicopters circled the square 
and police sharpshooters eyed 
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the crowd from positions along 
the 151-foot high facade of the 
basilica. More than 7,000 police 
were assigned to security. 

As the bells of St. Peter's 
knelled, the coffin was carried 
back inside the basilica. 

Walking down the central 
nave, accompanied only by the 
pontiff's immediate family and 
a half dozen cardinals, the 
pallbearers moved to the left of 
the main altar and slipped out

church. 

Down inside the grottoes John 
Paul’s cypress casket was 
placed in a lead liner weighing 
880 pounds. This in turn was 
placed in a more massive 
casket of oak. 

The coffins were then lowered 
into a marble sarcophagus and 
covered with a large stone slab. 
The tomb was only a few steps 
away from those of John XXIII 
and Paul VI, the two pontiffs 
from whom he took his name. 


Cosmonauts In Orbit 
For Record 111 Days 


MOSCOW (UPI) — A Soviet 
Progress cargo transport 
roared into space today with 
5,000 pounds of supplies for 
Soyuz 29 cosmonauts Vladimir 
Kovalenok and Alexander Ivan- 
chenkov, who have been in 
orbit for a record 111 days. 

Informed Soviet sources said 
Kovalenok and Ivanchenkov, 
who began their record-break- 
ing mission on June 15, will 
return to earth later this month 
after stowing the fresh supplies 
and mothballing their Salyut 6 
space lab. 

The official Soviet news 
agency Tass said Progress 4, 
carrving a 2*s-ton cargo of fuel 
and supplies. was launched at 
2:09 a.m. (7:09 p.m. EDT 
Tuesday). If all goes well, the 
unmanned capsule should dock 
with the orbiting Salyut 6 space 
laboratory approximately 48 
hours after its launch 
“The Progress 4 spaceship 
was launched for purposes of 
bringing fuel for the engines 
and different cargos to the 
Salyut 6 station and to further 
perfect elements of the design 
of onboard systems and equip- 
ment of the automatic transport 
ship,” Tass said. 

The cargo capsule was 
already in orbit, circling the

Last month they smashed a 
96-day, 10-hour endurance 
record established in March by 
two of their Soviet colleagues.

Mills Found Guilty 
Of More Charges 


In Cooper Murder 

David Bruce Mills, who was 
convicted of murdering Mrs. 
Ida Mae Cooper in January, 
pleaded guilty to additional 
charges of kidnapping and 
armed robbery in the case last 
Tuesday in Mineral County 
Circuit Court in Keyser, and 
received another life sentence. 

The life sentence given by 
Judge Donald C. Hott will run 
consecutively to the murder 
sentence and had the addi- 
tional phrase, ‘‘with mercy.” 
Another 20-year sentence to 
run concurrently was given for 
the armed robbery. 

Mills had been found guilty 
of murdering Mrs. Cooper, who 
was the wife of Davis Mayor 
Martin :Red) Cooper, during a 
trial in July. He was then 
given a life sentence with no 
hope of parole. 

It was noted that Tuesday's 
second trial for the kidnapping 
and armed robbery was con- 
ducted in case a high court 
would reverse the murder con- 
viction. The additional sen- 
tences would give a minimum 
of ten years in prison, but 
mean nothing unless the 
murder conviction is over- 
turned. 

Testimony in the July 
murder trial showed that Mills 
had kidnapped Mrs. Cooper in 
a plot to spruig Fred Hamilton 
from Tucker County Jail. 

Attorney Delroy Harner has 
filed un appeal for Mills in 
Circuit Court, but has asked to 
be relicved of further duties in 
the case. Tucker County 
Prosecutor J. Pat Nichols ap- 
peared fcr the state in Tues- 
days trial, which had been 
moved to Keyser because of a 
change of venue request due to 
alleged pretrial publicity.

THE IMPACT OF 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


By Janet C. Wunderlick 

Economic development is a 
major concern in Western 
Marvland with our high unem- 
ployment and high level of 
poverty. In 1975, Allegany 
County had 27% of the 
population living below the 
poverty level and unemploy- 
ment during recent years has 
averaged as much as 16% 
annually. In Garrett County, 
28%, of the population were 
living below the poverty level 
in 1975 and unemployment has 
ranged up to 18% of the 
population. 

The attraction of new in- 
dustry and business is on the 
minds of community leaders, 
politicians and citizens. New 
growth and economic develop- 
ment make most of us think in 
terms of population increase, a 
greater money flow, and 
decreased ptiblic assistance 
programs. A second look at 
industrial growth and new 
business brings to mind con- 
cerns about the changing land- 
scape, a change in population 
mix. an increase in demand for 
other public services and the 
effect that the growth of these 
businesses will have on 
existing business and the 
existing tax structure. 

A still more sophisticated 
analysis includes a realization 
that some services will in- 
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Public Issues 


crease and other decrease. 
Certainly there is a cost to new 
growth and that cost usually 
takes the form of expanded 
need for water and sewer, 
roads and educational 
facilities. A question for public 
policy makers is whether a 
real savings would be realized 
in a diminution of less needed 
services such as _ unem- 
ployment, welfare, food 
stamps, and medicaid, or if 
those services would in fact 
remain at the same level of 
cost at a time when expanding 
services increase the tax 
burden. 

An important question, and 
one to which community offi- 
cials need to address them- 
selves, is the nature of the 
financing of economic develop- 
ment and who will ultimately 
pay for the new services. The 
ideal situation is that the new 
industry and new families in 
the community would bear 
much of the increase in cost of 
services, or that those busi- 
nesses that most benefit from 
the new growth share in the 
increased tax burden as op- 
posed to the new expense being 
borne primarily by the pre- 
existing community. 

The institutional arrange- 
ments (revenue sources) used 
by local government will 
determine in large part who 
pays the new taxes. For 
example, three institutional 


urrangements are often used to 
finance the extension of public 
services such as water and 
sewer. One of these is to float 
revenue bonds to raise the 
money for capital construction. 
The essence of revenue bonds 
is that the bonds will be 
redeemed by revenue collected 
from the water and sewer 
authorities. 

A second method of finan- 
cing public service con- 
struction is to float tax bonds 
These bonds are repaid from 
the tax receipts of the govern- 
mental units. 

A third method is to float a 
bond issue that is also based on 
taxes, but the taxes are levied 
only on those to whom the 
service is provided and not on 
all taxpayers in the local 
governmental unit. If a new 
water system is required to 
open up a new area for urban 
development, a special assess- 
ment will be made on property 
of landowners in the new area 
and the existing residents of 
the community will not pay for 
the new services. 

If revenue bonds are used to 
finance the construction of 
public services, it is reason- 
able to expect that the existing 
users will pay part of the cost 
of extending the services to 
new customers. If tax bonds 
are used to finance the ex- 
tension of a public service 
system, the cost of the new 
system is paid for by all the 
taxpayers in the community 
On the other hand, if the 
special tax assessment is used, 
the cost of extending the 
system falls largely upon the 
users who will benefit from 
that system. 

It is very important to keep 
in mind the types of revenue 
sources use to finance ser- 
vices fur two reasons. One, the 
sources of revenue do affect 
who will pay for the new 
services, and two, the sources 
of revenue should not be taken 
as given by a community 
which is attempting to reach a 
decision on whether or not to 
allow a type of economic 
development to take place. The

will allow the economic 
development only if the 
method used to finance the 
new services 1s one that will 
require the new plant and new 
families to pay for the services 
or that the segment of the 
community most benefiting 
from the new facility will pay. 

The impact of economic de- 
velopment on grants received 
by the local government can be 
either positive or negative. For 
example, the local community 
may have had substantial 
unemployment before the new 
plant came in and was, 
therefore, eligible for certain 
types of state and federal 
grants, such as _ counter 
cyclical funds. If the new plant 
reduces unemployment to a 
level where the community is 
no longer eligible for these 
grants, the impact on 
economic development and 
revenue is neyative, although 
the sources of revenue are 
more economically sound. On 
the other hand, if economic 
development is sufficient to 
stimulate the level of economic 
activity in the region to such 
an extent that the tax revenue 
of the community is increased, 
the comununity may receive 
more grants under the federal 
revenue sharing program. 

Going through this list of 
taxes and making an honest 
attempt to evaluate the 
changes in revenue will 
provide a reasonably good 
estimate of the impact of 
economic development on 
revenues. Even though some of 
the estimates will be rough, 
the major reasons for error 
would be overlooking one of 
the sources of revenue or 
failure to identify the people 
who actually pay the tax. 

Landscape changes resulting 
from economic development 
can be an asset or a detriment 
depending on the location, 
design of plant, and nature of 
business and industry at- 
tracted to the community. 
Positive improvement in local 
scenery could result from an 
increased economic base. New 
revenues could produce 
community beautification 
programs if taxes expand 
beyond the amount necessz2ry 
to provide basic services. 

Another interesting aspect of 
economic development is the 
potential for changing the 
population mix within the 
community. A 1977 survey of 
buying power conducted by 
S&MM identified that 39.5% of 
Allegany County had a 
household buying power of less 
than $8,000 per year. Only 22% 
of the households earned 
$15,000 and over, while 52% of 
Marvland households and 49% 
of U.S. households earn more 
than $15,000. In Garrett 
County, 43% of households had 
less than $8,000 while only 
22.8% had incomes over 
$15,000. 

Clearly the community could 
benefit from new jobs at all 
levels but, in particular, jobs 
which raise the standard of 
living for Allegany and Garrett 
county citizens. 

There are many other in- 
direct spin-offs from economic 
development. An increase in 
population would be beneficial

These are signs of thrush, a 
condition that develops after a 
horse stands in a damp, dirty 


toweling. 

The currycomb is used to 
loosen and remove dirt from 
the horse's coat. Start behind 
the ears at the left side 
tusually called the “near” 
side} and move the currycomb 
avainst the lay of the hair to 
bring the dirt to the surface. 
Progress down the neck and 
toward the tail until most of 
the coat is free of dirt. 

Pay special attention to 
areas where riding tack rubs 
against the skin — behind the 
ears. the middle back, the 
middle belly and between the 
front legs. 

For tender areas like the 
face, rear belly and legs below 
the knee. a softer brush ‘the 
dandy brushi is necessary. A 
stiff dandy brush can also be 
used to smooth out the mane 
and tail. 

After you have gone over the 
entire skin surface with a 
dandy brush again to remove 
any soil left behind, spread the 
skins natural oil through the 
hair with a soft clean towel. 

Last. wipe around the eyes 
and nose with a small damp 
sponge. Use a second sponge to

Maryland's Department of 
Natural Resources announced 
this week that migratory 
waterfowl have begun to arrive 
in force in the state. Observers 
have reported large flights of 
Canada yeese settling on both 
shores of ‘“hesapeake. 

Last year's wintering popu- 
lation totalled approximately 
ai4,o00, and totals have not 
been below 435,000 in this 
decade 

The state is divided into two 
regions eastern and west- 
ern. Eastern region (Cecil, 
Kent, Queen Anne's, Talbot, 
Caroline, Dorchester, Somer- 
set, Wicomico and Worcester) 
has an October 20 opening date 
while the western region (all 
other parts of the state: has a 
November 3 opening date. Bag 
linut is three per day in both 
regions. 

Seasons and linuts are as 
follows. Canada geese. eastern 
region, October 20-November 
24 and December 4 to January 

— daily limit 3, possession 
hit 6.

Why are bigger telescopes 
important to astronomers? 
Telescopes are designed to 
gather light. The bigger they 
are the more light they can 
gather. Astronomers use light 
to gain information by break- 
ing it into its component parts 
of the spectrum.

Farmers Responsible 
For Grain Quality 


“We hope Maryland farmers 
are checking the quality of 
their stored grain, under the 
farmer-owned reserve pro- 
gram,” Paul A. Crowl, chair- 
man of the Maryland Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation (ASC) Committee, 
said. 

Because the farmers main- 
tain ownership and responsi- 
bility of their reserve supplies, 
they are encouraged to check 
the grain regularly during the 
storage period, Crow] noted. 

“We will spotcheck the grain 
and if we observe any prob- 
lems, we will call them to the 
owners attention.” Crow! said 
--However. we emphasize that 
our inspections should not be 
relied on as a substitute for the 
farmer's regular inspections. 
Anytime farmers are in doubt 
as to the quality of the grain, 
they should contact the local 
ASCS county office at once.” 

“If farmers need more 
adequate structures, they also 
have the opportunity to obtain 
storage facility loans through 
ASCS to update or replace the 
structures, which also includes 
drying equipment,” Crowl 
said. The loans carry a 7% 
interest rate and are repayable 
over an 8-year period if re 
quested by the producer.

Q. Our home, which we built 
ourselves after much struggle 
and sacrifiee, is on a corner. 
We have lived here twenty- 
seven years. 

The local school, a relatively 
modest facility in the begin- 
ning, was conveniently distant 
from us. Over the years, it ex- 
panded until now there are 
several schvol buildings, and it 
has grown into a school com- 
plex. The school grounds abut 
ours at the side rear of our 
property. On the front street 
side, there are two houses be 
tween us and what has become 
the school access and egress. 

Due to the problems of 
traffic, noise, trespassing, 
littering, lights, dust. and pol- 
lution that this kind of situ- 
ation causes, these two homes 
have deteriorated drastically 
in recent years. The present 
owners do not maintain their 
homes well, and they have also 
contributed to the problem by 
their own misuse and abuse of 
their properties. Their 
properties are, to put it mildly, 
unsightly. 

We have tried to maintain 
our home properly. and each 
year the assessment on it goes 
up reflecting, we are told, 
market trends. 

We know that property 
values have risen through in- 
flation and other factors, bur 
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we fvar the situation in our 
immediate neighborhood would 
definitely have a negative 
affect on the sale of our home 
were we to decide to sell. We 
feel this fact should be taken 
into consideration when our 
property is assessed. 

We look to retirement in a 
few years, but the shadow of 
increasing assessments and 
preater taxes hovers over us, 
and we fear we may not be 
able te meet our expenses. Can 
vou advise us? Thanks. 

A. The way you have de 
scribed the situation, you have 
enouyzh evidence that should be 
considered in evaluation. One 
of the purposes of a periodic 
physical review of property, 
which 1s mandated by law, is 
to enable the assessor to ob 
serve and weigh these except 
tonal influences. 

Therefore, contact your 
assessinents cffice and request 
that the assessor make an on- 
site investigation. He should be 
made aware of and recognize 
these problems. 

No doubt. consideration has 
been given to depreciation, but 
obsolescence should be con- 
sidered just as much as nor- 
mal depreciation. 

The economic obsolescence 
factor that 1s external to your 
property line is apparent 
through the encroachment of 
the schoo! environment and the

Another factor affecting the 
value of your property is 
recognized through what 1s 
called the principle of regres- 
sion which sunply means that, 
whenever there are dissimilar 
properties of the same general 
classification and within the 
same area, the better property 
will be adversely affected and 
its market value will fall. The 
condition of the adjacent and 
neighboring properties sug- 
gests this situation prevails. 
You should not have to sell 
your home to prove it. 

The market analysis will 
only tell the assessor that, all 
conditions being normal, this is 
what the property should sell 
for; but an allowance should 
be given for these detracting 
factors which are problems 
that are not inherent to the 
property. Any competent 
assessor recognizes this. If, in 
a court case, the assessor 
could not prove an acknowl- 
edgement of this influence, the 
assessment, most likely, would 
not be upheld. The undesirable 
aspects of the school influence 
and degenerating condition of 
your neighbors’ properties 
should entitle you to an appro- 
priate allowance for loss in 
value after the theoretical 
market value has been estab- 
lished. 

The property tax is not de 
signed to be a punitive tax, and 
those who keep their property 
up should not be taxed at full 
replacement value under these 
conditions. Good luck in your 
meeting with your assessor.

Corridor Rules 


Emergency regulations 
which would reduce the 
Youzhiogheny River scenic 
corridor from 11.000 acres to 
8,000 acres and make other 
changes in land use restric- 
tions may be implemented 
soon by the state. 

Louis N. Phipps, Ir., deputy 
secretary of the Department of 
Natural Resources, has asked 
the Joint Standing Committee 
on Administrative Executive 
and Lepislative Review to 
implement the regulations as 
soon as possible. 

Support of the regulations by 
DNR comes more than a year 
and a half after the Yough- 
lovheny guidelines were ad- 
vertised for public hearings. 
Despite a hearing on the 
regulations in Garrett County 
in the summer of 1977, the 
state has yet to act on the 
rules 

Changes in the emergency 
regulations, particularly 
narrowing the corridor by 
approximately 3.000 acres. are 
proposed to make the rules 
more palatable to property 
owners along the Yough- 
iopheny. 

In a letter to Del. Carter M 
Hickman, chairman of the 
joint legisiative committee, 
Phipps said DNR feels it ts 
imperative to enact the regula- 
tions for two reasons. 

Although hearings were held 
some 16 months ago, DNR 
believes the testimony ts still 
valid. 

Some landowners have filed 
requests for exception to the 
regulations and it 1s difficult 
for DNR to evaluate their 
requests while proposed re- 
visions are pending. 

According to State Sen. 
Edward J. “Mason, the new 
regulations not only will 
reduce the corridor size but 
they will also affect 69 
properties, as compared to 112 
which would be covered if the 
corridor remained at 11,000 
acres. 

One section of the revamped 
repulations states that the 
rules will not require plans or 
approval lor 

Placement of signs pursuant 
to Regulation .16. 

Operation of a home pro 
fessional office and home 
occupation pursuant to 
Regulation 07F. 

Change of interior color and 
interior configuration of 
structures. 

Routine maintenance, such 
as painting of structures that 
does not increase the visibility 
of the structure from the river. 

Minor changes in road 
alignment or other routine 
road maintenance activity that 
does not increase the visibility 
of the road from the river 

Another section of the rule 
changes states that land 
acquired within the scenic 
corridor before May 26, 1976. 
which does not meet the 
development and use specifica- 
tions of the regulations, such 
as mimmum set-back and lot 
size requirements, will be 
treated as a special circum- 
stance under the regulations. 

Phipps’ letter to Del. Hick- 
man asking that the regula- 
tions be approved was sent to 
the joint legislative committee 
this past week.

Terms of Gas Revenue Repayment 


The Board of Commissioners 
met with representatives of 
county municipalities at Gar- 
rett Community College Mon- 
day evening to decide ways to 
repay the towns for revenues 
which had mistakenly been 
piven to the county by the 
Department of Transportation. 

All towns except Mt. Lake 
Park were represented at the 
meeting, and all were ayree- 
able to a plan to repay the 
monies over a four-year period 
bevinning with the next fiscal 
year. The county owes the 
towns $203,658, which would be 
paid back at approximately 
$50,000 per year. 

The commissioners told the 
town representatives that they 
would be able to repay the 
amounts without loss of ser- 
vices. Currently the county has 
budgeted $1.2 million antici- 
pated from gasoline tax 
revenues. 

The county owes Accident 
$7,477; Deer Park $1,144; 
Friendsville $20,173;  Grants- 
ville  $32.580; = Kitzmiller 
$13,005: Loch Lynn $7,002; Mt. 
Lake Park $23,522; and Oak- 
land $98,665. 

The proportion of gasoline 
tax revenue divided between 
the county and the towns is 
determined by a DOT com- 
puter, which had apparently 
made an error in 1969 which 
was not found until the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year 1978. 
Various other counties in the 
state also must pay funds to 
municipalities, and in some in- 
stances, towns owe the 
counties for  mis-distributed 
funds. Cumberland owes Alle- 
pany county $31,000 

Gasoline tax revenues are 
used by the various towns to 
pay for ryad maintenance, 
sidewalk repair, street signs 
and stop lights.

Use Honor Syster 
Of 10° An Hour 


The Liberty Street parking 
lot in downtown Oakland will

Conditions of the lease called 
for an annual rental equal to 
the amount of local taxes that 
would have been paid by the 
Previous owners, and that the 
parking lot realize revenue for 
the Town of Oakland 

James R “Smokey” 
Stanton, president of the 
council, stated that one of the 
frequent suggestions Oakland 
taxpayers made on a question- 
naire was the addition of more 
parking spaces in the business 
district, The *“Kwik-Park” 
spaces located throughout the 
shopping area were the first 
step in providing easy parking. 
and the Liberty Street lot in 
addition te the Mumicipat 
parking lot provide much 
needed spaces for merchants, 
businessmen and their clients 

Funds for the lot were 
donated by members of the 
Downtown Merchants’ Associ- 
ation to purchase an automatic 
gate.

In Ceremonies Held Last Thursday 


Dedication of the huge 
Mettiki Mine of MAPCO Inc., 
of Tulsa, Oklahoma, between 
Table Rock and Kempton, took 
place last Thursday, October 5, 
at 11 a.m., with approximately 
500 people attending. 

Those present included the 
mine superintendents, officials 
of MAPCO, Japanese buyers of 
the metallurgical coal that will 
be mined there, railroad and 
public officials, miners em- 
ployed in the multi-million 
dollar complex and their 
families. Some of those in- 
dividuals are pictured above. 
The Southern Highlander Band 
also performed. 

A luncheon, catered by an 


Oakland restaurant, was 
served following the ceremony 
in the eight-story high 


preparation building. MAPCO 
president Robert E. Thomas 
then led those attending on a 
tour of the facilities. 

Mettiki is expected by 1980 to 
produce 1.8 million tons of coal 
a vear which will be shipped to 
Nippon and Kobe steelmakers 
of Japan through the Port of 
Baltimore via the Western 
Maryland Railway. 

Some coal has been mined to 
date at Mettiki to test the 
cleaning plant. On September 
21 a trainload of coal was 
shipped from the plant. with 
the tipple able to load an 80-ton

The first shipments to Japan 
are expected to begin later this 
month. 

The dedication of Mettiki 
Mine marked the first opening 
of deep mines in Garrett 
County in many years. Three 
years ago another Tulsa 
energy company, Anchor Coal 
Company, took leases on 
mineral rights to 6,000 acres 
south of Grantsville, but after 
spending nearly $25,000 on 
engineering and at various 
governmental hearings, 
temporarily dropped the 
project. 

MAPCO will mine the Upper 
Freeport Seam which runs up 
to eight feet in thickness. 
Continuous miners, machines 
with cutters that move hori- 
zontally along the coal face, 
load coal into shuttle cars, and 
then move it to the preparation 
plant where it is cleaned. 

Presently, 125 miners are on 
the payroll, but when full 
production is reached in 1980 
there will be 506 on the payroll. 
This will create an annual 
payroll of nearly $12,000,000. 

MAPCO has named its mine 
Mettiki because it will be 
producing metallurgical coal. 
This is in keeping with the 
firm's five Kentucky mines 
which have names like Dotiki 
and Martiki. “The legend of 
the Tiki" is a Polynesian good 
luck tale, MAPCO said.

The Redwoods of California 
— giants in their own right 
which date back over 130 mil- 
lion years when dinosaurs still 
roamed the earth — some 
standing today are 3800 years 
old. some reach 360 feet in 
height, the champion stands at 
367.8 feet. They hovered over 
the Indians when they roamed 
free over the countrvside, they 
watched as the early settlers 
settled on the land, many fell 
by the saws of the loggers in 
the mid to late 1800's.

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California, the great Redwood 
Forests were cleared at the 
turn of the century to make 
way for vineyards. The roots.

from them,’ Mike said. He 
went to Philadelphia for two 
weeks to study seme of the 
specialized techniques needed 
in his craft used at a company 
that builds Redwood pieces. 
Philadelphia is also the eastern 
center for Redwood shipped 
from California and where 
Mike buys his wood. 

In his workshop, located 
behind his house on Oak Street, 
Mike begins the process of 
creating a piece which will 
take approximately two wecks 
to complete. “You can put in 
around 100 man hours for one 
large table,” he said.

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finished cut pieces of wood 
which he may cut down fur- 
ther, depending on his intended 
use for the wood. After planing 
the wood. he uses a specialized 
process of sand blasting to 
completely sand the edges of 
the wood. Next comes a series 
of eight different types of 
sanding followed by handrub- 
bing six to ten coats of Urethane 
into the wood. For the finishing 
touches, as Mike described it, 
he waxes “the piece with the 
finest imported pastewax, 
giving it a lustrous finish, 
resistant to alcohol and water. 

Mike enhances the natural 
wood in every way possible, 
even to preserving natural 
cracks in the wood. He inserts 
a butterfly-shaped piece of 
metal on the underside of the 
crack to prevent it from fur- 
ther cracking. 

In constructing a table, Mike 
works to complement the base 
with the tabletop, which some- 
times means taking pieces of 
the burled root and cutting 
away or adding to it to shape it 
to the top. He uses an epoxy to 
seal the base to the top, which 
Mike calls “rat seal’’ and 
vuarantees will always hold 
secure. 

Mike's finished product is 
not to be confused with many 
redwood items found in furni- 
ture stores that are thickly 
coated with plastic resin. “My 
main objective is to offer high 
quality furniture made 


specially to suit each individ- 
ual's needs and tastes,” said 
Mike 

Mike concentrates on mak- 
ing tables, planter stands and 
clocks, but he says there is no 
limit to what he can make. 
“Just use your imagination,” 
he said. 


The burled redwood root 
Mike uses has a special beauty 
because of the one hundred 
years of exposure to ocean 
spray. “The chemicals from 
the water,” Mike explained, 
produced a unique range of 
colors — from blonde’ to 
touches of deep purple — in the 
wood. The surface of the 
burled roots, which may be 20 
feet in diameter and weigh 
several tons, is dirty grey. But 
laterally slicing the roots 
reveals swirling elemental 
forms and the different colors, 
which are brought out and en- 
hanced by sanding and finish- 
ing.” 

Although Mike works mainly 
with the burled root of the red- 
wood trees, he also uses three 
kinds of walnut — English, 
French and Black — and one 
of the rarest hardwoods in the 
United States, myrtle wood. 
But his supply does not end 
there, he also can use India 
Rosewood, imported from 
India, Buck-cye Burl and, well, 
about any type of wood avail- 
able.

Rules For Coal, Wood Stove Psers 


As a result of the energy 
shortage, many people are 
using or seeking alternative 
sources of energy. In some 
cases their purpose is two-fold: 
to provide supplementary heat 
to offset the scarcity of the fuel 
they normally use, and to pro- 
vide for standby heat during 
an emergency, such as a 
power outage in an ice storm. 


Since the fuel crisis includes 
a shortage of fuel oil and kero- 
sene, many people are turning 
to coal and wood burning 
stoves and fireplaces as alter- 
nate sources of heat. 

Unfortunately, very few 
people know how to select, in- 
stall, operate and maintain 
solid fuel heating equipment. 
Safety depends on knowing all

of those things, and safety is of 
the utmost importance, ac- 
cording to the National Fire 
Protection Association. In an 
attempt to elinunate potential 
losses from the misuse of coal 
and wood fuels, The Republi- 
can is cooperating with the 
state fire marshal's office in 
presenting information on the 
selection, installation, use and 
maintenance of coal and wood 
burning equipment as well as 
their chimney connectors 
(stove pipes! and chimneys. In 
addition, specific fire hazards 
associated with solid fuel burn- 
ing equipment will be re- 
viewed. 

This week’s article reviews 
selection of equipment. 

SELECTION OF 
EQULPMENT 

Many homes already have 
fireplaces; thus the question of 
what to use as an alternate 
heat source in those instances 
can be easily answered. (Tests 
made by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Chemistry and Engin- 
eering, indicate, however, that 
an ordinary fireplace is only 
about one-third as efficient as 
a good stove). 

But in the absence of a fire- 
place the homeowner must 
turn to some other heating 
device for backup warmth. Un- 
fortunately, there may be little 
to choose from. since the fuel 
shortaye has caused a “run” 
ut the available supply of solid 
fuel stoves. Therefore, unless a 
prospective purchaser is will- 
ing to wait several months, his 
selection of equipment will be 
severely limited. 

Nevertheless, there are 
several factors that affect 
safety and that should there- 
fore be considered in the se- 
lection of an alternative heat- 
ing source. These are: 

1. the condition of an exist- 
ing fireplace and its chimney, 

2. the condition of an avail- 
able stove: 

3. the available means for 
venting; and 

4. whether coal or wuod ts to 
be used as fuel 

EXISTING FIREPLACE 
AND CHIMNEY 

Some fireplaces are merely 
for “show’’ as part of the 
decor; they may or may not 
have a chimney flue. Natur- 
ally, a false “fireplace” which 
has no chimney flue must not 
be used, ynvented toxic pro- 
ducts of ; combustion are 
deadly. The same thing is true, 
of course, though less obvious 
to many householders, regard- 
ing unvented solid fuel grills, 
etc. But even a real fireplace 
that has never been used. to- 
gether with its chimney, should 
be thoroughly inspected for 
compliance with Chimneys, 
Fireplaces and Vents (NFPA 
No. 211 — 1972). Unfortunately, 
chimneys with walls too thin 
and without flue linings or 
without proper clearances 
from combustible structural 
members of the building have 
been built in many areas. 

If the fireplace has been 
previously used, it and its 
chimney should be inspected 
before being reactivated to see 
that the chimney is clean; that 
the damper is in working order 
(if there is a damper — some 
chinuieys have been built with- 
out a damper); that the 
chimney, fireplace, and hearth 
are in good repair (there may 
be loose mortar, etc.); and 
that no alteration to the struc- 
ture has been made in the 
immediate vicinity of the fire- 
place, such as_ partition 
changes, the addition of 
cabinets or buokcases, and 
similar alterations that will 
affect heat transfer from the 
fireplace to combustible 
materials. The fireplace must 
have a tight fitting screen to 
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prevent sparks and hot coals 
from popping out. 
STOVES 

A used stove should be 
checked for cracks or other 
defects that may require re- 
pairs with stove cement, as 
well as for more obvious 
defects, such as faulty legs, 
hinges, draft louvers, etc. If 
there are severe cracks, they 
should be welded by an expert; 
or, preferably, a stove in 
better repair should be sought. 
If the stove is for use with 
coal, it must have grates in 
good repair. 

A new stove should be made 
of sturdy, suitable materials, 
such as cast iron, and 
preferably purchased from a 
reliable dealer that has stove 
experts on his staff. Several 
types of stoves are illustrated 
in Figures 1 through 3. They 
are made in various sizes. 

FLUES AND CHIMNEY 
CONNECTORS 

Venting must be provided for 
the stove selected Maybe an 
existing chimney with a 
blocked off flue entrance is 
available. Otherwise. a com- 
plete chimney in addition to a 
chimney connector will be 
needed. 

TYPE OF FUEL 

Although fireplaces and 
stoves can usually be adjusted 
or altered to burn either coal 
or wood, the stove selected 
must either be suitable or 
altered so that it will be suit- 
able for the fuel to be used. 
For example a stove and 
chimney connector equipped to 
burn coal may need a heavier 
flue lining if used to burn 
wood; and a fireplace or stove 
must be equipped with grates 
if coal is to be burned. (A wood 
burning fireplace usually has 
andirons)

Firemen Will Inspect Heating Systems 


During Annual Fire Prevention Week

Never use kerosene or other 
flammable liquids to start a 
fire in a furnace, fireplace, or 
wood burning stove. 
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Do not use your basement, 
vlosets and attic as a storage 
spot for newspapers, old furni- 
ture and other trash which 
may easily catch fire.

During the fall and winter 
seasons, area residents will be 
putting into use their furnaces 
and wood and coal burning 
stoves. As this is National Fire 
Prevention Week, members of 
the Oakland and Deer Park 
Volunteer fire departments are 
urging all residents to check 
their heating equipment to be 
sure it is in proper work ng 
order and will operate in a safe 
manner. 

During fire prevention week, 
residents in the Oakland and 
Deer Park running areas are 
urged to have firemen to give 
free inspections of their heat- 
ing equipment. Inspections 
may be arranged by calling 
334-9402. 

The local firemen suggest 
home owners check filters in 
their furnaces regularly, and 
clean and replace dirty filters 
as needed. 

Those with wood and coal 
heaters are asked to make 
sure flues are effective, 
properly vented and the flue 
pipe placed away from com- 
bustible materials. Only 
seasoned wood should be used, 
and flues cleaned at least twice 
a season to make sure residue 
does not build up inside. 

Additional suggestions to 
help prevent home fires as 
listed by the firemen and the 
National Fire Prevention 
Association, include . 

Defective electrical wiring 
and appliances account for 36 
per cent of residential fires. 
Installing or extending home 
wiring is not a do-tt-yourself 
job. Call in a qualified elec- 
trician. 

Have a family escape plan 
which includes a pre-arranged 
meeting place outside the 
house. Many parents have died 
in fires as a result of rushing 
back uito a fire after a missing 
child. The child. in the mean- 
time, may have been safely 


outdoors on the other side of 
the house. 

Nearly half of all residential 
fires Degin as a result of cook- 
ing accidents. Grease should 
always be cleaned from the 
range. Curtains should not be 
near enough to the range to 
blow into or near the flame. 
Dishcloths, potholders and 
other flammable materials 
should not be placed carelessly 
near a flame. 

Leave a door or window 
slightly open when using a 
portable gas or oil heater. This 
allows the oxygen it uses to be 
replaced. Do not leave the 
heater burning during the 
night. 

Do not clean clothing with 
benzine or gasoline. It’s better 
to spend a little money at the

Spot Checks Reveal 
Area Businesses 
Have Illegal W ares 

Spot checks of several Oak- 
land area stores by the state 
fire marshal's office have re- 
vealed that stores were offer 
iny for sale appliances which 
do not comply with the elec- 
trical consumer products law 
which went into effect July 1, 
1973. 

The law provides that any- 
one who knowingly or willingly 
violates the provisions is guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall 
be fined no more than $5,000. 

The term electrical con- 
sumer product includes all 
electrical products which are 
not part of the pertnanent wir- 
ing of the structure, including 
such equipment as extension 
cords, heat tapes, lamps. 
kitchen appliances, Christmas 
tree lights and ornaments, hair 
dryers, makeup mirrors, and 
typewriters. 

Storeowners with appliances 
which do not comply with the 
law were asked to remove the 
items from their shelves, and 
the fire marshal’s office will 
continue to make checks to 
make sure the items do not re- 
appear. 

The consumer products law 
requires that all electrical con- 
sumer products be labeled, 
marked or stamped with the 
symbol of a certified testing 
laboratory in order to be sold 
or distributed in the state.

The National Commission on 
Diabetes warns: 

—Diabetes, with its compli- 
cations, is now recognized as 
the third leading cause of 
death in the U. S. It claims 
over 300,000 lives annually. 

—Approximately 10 million 
Americans now have diabetes 
and the incidence is increasing 
rapidly. 

—On the average, diabetes 
decreases life expectancy by 
approximately one-third. 

—Diabetes is a family of dis- 
eases which has an impact on 
virtually all systems of the 
human body. 


—Diabetes is now the lead- 
ing cause of new cases of 
blindness (diabetics are 29 
times more prone to blindness 
than nondiabetics. 


—People with diabetes are 17 
times more prone to kidney 
disease, over five times more 
prone to ganyrene (often lead- 
ing to amputation) and twice 
as prone to heart disease and 
stroke. 

Diabetes lessens the 
chance of a _ successful 
pregnancy and increases the 
frequency of birth defects and 
death of the newborn. 

—The economic toll of 
diabetes ~ excluding its 
complication — is estimated to 
be $5.3 billion annually. 

The American Diabetes 
Association provides infor- 
mation on the two types of 
diabetes, the juvenile-onset 
and the maturity-onset. The 
society also reports that al- 
though anyone may develop

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Influenza Vaeceme 
Recommended For 
High-Risk Groups 


Dr. Neil Solomon, Secretary 
of Health and Mental Hygiene, 
announced last week that the 
reconunended influenza vac- 
cine for the protection of 
Maryland's high risk popu- 
lation this year will be a three- 
in-one shot offering seasonal 
immunity against Type A 
Russian, Type A Texas and 
Type B Hong King influenzas. 
These three flu strains are 
considered to be the major in- 
fluenza threats this coming 
season. 

High risk individuals are all 
persons more than 65 years of 
age, persons of any age having 
chronic heart, lung, or renal 
diseases; those persons who 
are under treatment for meta- 
bolic disorders such as 
diabetes; and, certain persons 
under a drug therapy that 
weakens their immunity to dis- 
ease. 

The vaccine was developed 
under the guidance of the Ad- 
visory Committee of Immuni- 
zation Practices of the U. S. 
Public Health Services and will 
be offered to high risk individ- 
uals in specially scheduled 
public clinics in some counties 
to be announced by local 
health departments. The 
vaccine will also be available 
frum private physicians. The 
public should check their local 
health departments for 
arrangements in their area. 

Under the federal grant to 
Maryland. funds are available 
to help support the staffing of a 
limited number of flu clinics 
for high risk groups, the pur- 
chase of vaccine for distri- 
bution to clinics and partici- 
pating private physicians. 
Private physicians will be 
given free vaccine provided 
they charge only for their ser- 
vices and not the vaccine 

Influenza 1s a viral disease of 
the respiratory system that is 
frequently associated with 
deaths in excess of the number 
normally expected in the high 
risk population.

Wayne’s Policy 


Twice in the past twenty vears the Garrett Memorial Hospital has been expanded to meet the growing 
need for better services. Our needs are continuing to grow. The County's population is increasing. both in 
numbers and in demands for ever-better health care. The number of physicians in the County has nearly tripled 
in the past eight years. 


Nearly 40% of the patients at Garrett Memorial are senior citizens. It is essential to maintain the 
Hospital's eligibility so that our elderly citizens will not be deprived of their Medicare services. 


The Hospital is a completely independent, not-for-profit corporation, with its own Board of Directors. The 
Board has a responsibility to plan carefully for meeting present and future demands in the most cost-effective 
manner The Board has been fulfilling this responsibility through exhaustive study of tive ways te ut 
that the Hospital’s services continue to meet contemporary standards. The Board has not yet approved 
expansion of the Hospital. and should not do so until the need for change is clearly demonstrated. 


Wayne's Performance 


For many vears, operation of the Hospital was subsidized by County tax dollars. As one of the 16 members 
of the Board of Directors, Wavne has helped to build the improved management team that has brought staff 
salaries up to par and, at the same time, has ended the drain on County taxpayers by making the Hospital 
completely self-sufficient financially. 

Wayne has the foresight and common sense to recognize that the continuing study by the Board of 
Directors might demonstrate the need for better equipment or new facilities at the Hospital. Through his 
leadership on the Tri-County Council. more than a million dollars in Appalachian Regional Commission grant 
funds have been reserved for future use at our Hospital. If and when this money is needed, Wayne's leadership 
action assures that Garrett Countians will be spared that much of the cost burden. 

Wavne is also an active member of the State committee that makes the final “Certification of Need” 
decision for all new health facilities in Maryland, and Wayne knows that we cannot and should not expect to act 
until our needs are clearly proven.

87 Certified In 
Explosives Course 


At a reception held by the 
Western Maryland Cval 
Association at Frostburg State 
College on September 20, 87 
miners were certified to use 
explosives for surface coal 
mining in the State of Mary- 
land. The certification, which 
is valid for three years, came 
at the end of a seven-week 
course offered through Alle- 
vany and Garrett Community 
Colleges. The course, which 
was open to anyone over 21 
years old and with a imnimuni 
of one year of experience with 
explosives, was designed to 
meet the needs of the mining 
industry in the Western Mary- 
land region. 


The course resulted from the 
Maryland Bureau of Mines’ 
effort to create a program to 
“train, examine, and certify 
blasters (for surface coal 
mines).” In an immediate re- 
sponse, Allegany and Garrett 
Community Colleges, the 
Maryland Industrial Training 
Program, the Maryland Fire 
Marshal, in cooperation with 
the State Bureau of Mines 
jointly planned and imple- 
mented a course in the safe 
and legal use of explosives. 
The classes were held at 
Frostburg State College, a lo- 
cation accessible to miners 
from Allegany and Garrett 
Counties. 

In addition to the regular 
course, a three-hour seminar 
on the same topic was de- 
livered to a group of repre- 
sentatives from several ven- 
dors of explosives that do 
blasting for Maryland surface 
coal mining companies. 


The instructor for the course 
was Howard Rigg. an engineer 
with over 25 years of ex- 
perience with explosives. Mr. 
Rigg used lectures, demon- 
strations, audio-visuals and 
guest speakers from vendors to 
state and federal agencies to 
deliver the information. Topics 
included the types of ex- 
plosives. principles of blasting, 
handling, storage, and trans- 
portation of explosives. 

Safety was emphasized in 
the lessons. Harry Buckley 
from the Maryland Bureau of 
Mines explained that safety is 
a primary concern since blast- 
ing of this nature is now done 
closer to buildings and towns 
than in the past. He stated 
that, “this course emphasizes 
that blasting is done cor- 
rectly.” 

The response to the blasting 
course has been overwhelming, 


according to a spokesperson 
from the colleges. In answer to 
this, the culleges plan to repeat 
the course in the fall or winter 
terms. Other plans include the 
development va an apprentice- 
ship program for those without 
the nunimum of one year of 
experience in explosives. This 
program would precede the 
certification course and 
prepare a person to enter the 
advanced course. 


Also in the planning stages 1s 
a refresher course to be given 
annually. Prior to being 
recertified, blasters must com- 
plete an eight-hour refresher 
course every three (3) years. 
This renewal is required to 
help keep those working with 
explosives up tu date with the 
latest safety information and 
technical advancements in the 
field. All future courses will be 
publicized by the colleges.

WHAT'S YOUR ANSWER TO 
THE ENERGY PROBLEM? 
Janet C. Wundertick 


Scientists working fur the 
Department of Energy in 
Washington are in general 
ayzreement that no matter what 
we do now there is an inevit- 
able energy crisis conung in 
the mud 1980's. That is to say 
that any predictable invest- 
ment in energy technology re- 
search or degree of conser- 
vation practices undertaken 
would not prevent an energy 
Crisis in next ten vears. So said 
Dr. Morris Levitt. Director of 
the Fusion Energy Foundation, 
at the Mid-Atlantic Energy and 
keonomic Vevelopment Con- 
ference held in Cumberland on 
September 26. I, for one, hope 
that they are wrong. 

Kirk Renaud of the Divtsion 
of Solar Energy. U. S. Depart- 
ment of Energy. believes that 
we don't have an energy short- 
age. we have a technology 
shortage. We Know that the 
worldwide and national sup- 
plies of non-renewable fuels 1s 
running low. Of vur current 
fuels. natural gas is in shortest 
supply in the US and ex- 
pected to last approxunately 10 
years at the present rate of 
usaze, petroleum is expected 
to last 31 vears worldwide: and 
coal another 2) vears. accord- 
ing to €. Malcolm Allen. 
consultant tu Batelle Columbus 
Laboratory 

On the uther end of that 
spectrum it is projected that 
energy from nuclear fusion 


will be commercially available 
only at the end of this century. 
Geothermal energy, when fully 
developed. will probably pro- 
vide only 1% of our total need. 
Wind generated energy. while 
there are some localities where 


wind is harnessible, is 75% to 
100% more expensive than 
nuclear energy because of 
storage expense. The tidal po 
tential is not currently believed 
to add up to much. The pri- 
mary energy resources that 
will replace oil and natural gas 
are coal and coal derived fuels. 
nuclear. and hydroelectric 
power. Water puwer offers 800 
times the efficiency of wind 
because it has 800 times the 
density. There are some 52,000 
dams in the United States not 
now equipped with electrical 
generators. These could be 
converted to generate power. 
says Lester Brown, President 
of the Worldwatch Institute in 
Wasliligtun, D. C., and he indi 
cated that the Chinese “are 
way ahead of the entire world” 
in small-scale hydroelectric 
generation 

Coal can be burned twice as 
efficiently without dangerous 
sulfur emissions by a_ tech- 
nology called MHD. Magneto- 
hydrodynamics was invented 
in this country but is being 
developed on a commercial 
scale in the Soviet Union. The 
U. S. Department of Energy 
tus recently begun devoting 
more tune and money to MHD 
research and will open a small 
pilot plant in Butte, Montana 
next year. Further develop- 
ment of this technology on the 
eastern seaboard would 
greatly enhance the market- 
ability of Western Maryland 
coal. 

The yreatest potential of un- 
limited energy sources are 
nuclear fusiun and solar, both 
which need great refinement 
befure becoming readily avail- 
able and practical. Let's take a 
closer look. 

All forms of solar energy 
could collectively take care of

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our energy needs, accurding to 
Malcolin Allen. However, the 
sun's rays are so diffused upon 
entering the earth's at- 
mosphere that earth bound col- 
lectors as we presently know 
them would have to cover 
large land areas to supply all 
but small energy systems. 
Collectors placed in outer 
space could receive the sun's 
rays much more intensely on 
surfaces as thin as aluminum 
foil which is far more prom- 
ising. However, at the current 
time it would be prohibitively 
expensive to place these col- 
lectors in outer space on a 
larze scale. 

Nuclear fusion offers a po- 
tential for unlimited energy at 
minimum expense beyond the 
initial investment of power 
plants. Fusion occurs naturally 
within the sun. We are advanc- 
inz steadily toward producing 
it here on earth but experts 
agree that it will be 20 vears 
before being readily available. 
even though a recent break- 
throuzh at Princeton reduced 


development time by approxi- 
matelv 12 vears. 
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This country needs a three 
phase energy program that in- 
cludes unmediate con- 
servation. transitional —teclr 
nologies to replace petroleum 
and natural yas, and develop- 
ment of futuristic technology 
with the potential for unlimited 
energy at reasonable rates. We 
have important choices to 
make in the years ahead

Reginald Douglas Chalfonte, 
1903-1974, was born in Hot 
Springs. South Dakota and at 
the ave of four his family lo- 
cated in Chadron. Nebraska. 


His father. an artist. en- 
couraged young Reginald to 
draw still-lifes with a drawing 
pad and charcoal. When his 
interest in that medium waned 
he switched to wood carving. 

At the age of eight, Reginald 
placed first in the Nebraska 
State fair with a still-life. 

Following high school, he 
continued his art studies at 
Chadron State Teachers Col- 
leve where he graduated with 
hizh scholastic standing. He 
wus also the first student to 
attain letters in five sports- 
baseball. football, golf, tennis 
and swimming. 

Chalfonte later attended 
Creighton University, Ne- 
bruska and obtained a law 
degree. His schooling was fi- 
nanced with an _ athletic 
scholarship as well as the sale 
uf art work to local merchants.

During this time he became 
friendly with Father Flannigan 
of Boys Town fame and 
painted several displays for 
the priest. 

In 1930, Chalfonte ran for the 
State Legislature while 
practicing attorney. He 
married Marguerite Field and 
they adopted two children and 
moved to Lanham, Maryland 
where, until his retirement, he 
worked as an artist for the 
Government Printing Office. 

The year 1959 brought letters 
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from Pope Pius XII to various 
congregations asking that they 
counteract the effects of 
Russia's May Day by some 
devotion to the dignity, labor 
and workmanship of the free 
man. Inspired by this, the 
Josephite Fathers com- 
missioned Chalfonte to paint 
an oil commemorating this mes- 
sage. The result, was entitled 
“St. Joseph the Workman.” 
(Pictured at left) 

When Joseph Cardinal 
Pizzardo. prefect of congre- 
vations for universities and 
seminaries visited Baltimore 
to view the painting he ex- 
pressed a desire for a copy. 
One year later two repre- 
sentatives from the Josephite 
order transported the 16’’x20" 
original to Rome where it now 
praces the foyer of the Car- 
dinals Palace. 

Among Chalfonte’s other 
uccomplishments are “'St. 
Ignatius Loyola at Manresa,” 
a large 38''x50" canvas. The 
painting received the Arch- 
diocesian Popularity Award in 
1959 It now hangs in the lobby 
of Gonzaga High School in 
Washington. D. C. 

Another series of paintings 
portraying the life of Joseph 
and the Holy Family hangs at 
the Josephite Fathers House of 
Studies, Baltimore. Included in 
the collection is the beautiful, 
“Flight into Egypt.” 

In 1962, the artist experi- 
mented with a new art form 
which led to ‘Fourteen 
Stations of the Cross."’ These 
were accomplished with a 
combination of Portland 
cement and epoxy resin cast 
together to form a square 
cross An insert depicting the 
stations was cast in the center 
of each cross. reminiscent of 
the style popularized by 
Georges Rualt. 

Encouraged by the medium, 
Chalfonte began using pliable 
lead strips, called “\Cames” to 
outline his designs. The in- 
terior spaces were filled with 
rough colored stones to com- 
plete the terrazo effect. 

Chalfonte’s final painting, 
completed at age 65, was an 
intricate oil titled “Neglect.”

use the differences in tempera-

THE COMMION SENSE OF ACCIDENT PREVENTION 
By Dr. Matthew Tayback 


It's a fact that 30.000 older 
Americans die every year 
trom accidents. 

It's a fact that one million 
elderly suffer disatling in- 
juries every vear from ac- 
cidents 

And it's a fact that elderly 
people spend far too much 
time in hospitals as a result of 
accidents. 

There is something that you 
as an individual can do to 
reduce these ugly statistics. 
You can learn to handle your- 
self with care. You, after all, 
ure your own most precious 
possession You should treat 
youself accordingly. 

Since nearly half the ac- 
eidents they experience occur 
in or around their homes, the 
home is where older people 
should first identify hazards. 
and practive aceident-preven- 
tion. 

Fires, falls, and poisonings 
rank as the three major 
killers, with falls taking the 
lead. 

There is a myriad of pre- 
cautions you can take to 
prevent falls. Here are just a 
few: 

Get rid of scatter rugs, 
especially those at the tops or 
hottoms of stairways. Put non- 
sip pads under other ruxs or 
carpets. Put non-skid mats or 
safety strips in tathtubs, too, 
and install grab bars both in 
tubs and beside toilets. 

Keep the traffic lanes in your 
house or apartment clear at all 
times. Don't clutter stairways 
by using them as storage 
areas. Don't clutter storage 
areas either. Cuts from con- 
cealed knives or blows from 
falling pots or pans are far less 
likely to happen if those items 
are stored properly. 

More precautions: Don't 
wear floppy slippers. Don't 
leave housecleaning equipment 
— especially things with long 
handles — lying about when 
not in use. And don't walk 
casually into dark rooms. 
Always light your way first. 

There are many sinple pre- 
cautions you can take to 
reduce the chance of fire, too. 
Here are some: 

Never smoke in hed or when 
drowsy. Turn off all burners 
and uppiiances (even heating 
pads) when going to sleep. 
Check all your electric cords 
and replace any that show 
signs of wear. 

Since more fire victims are 
killed by fumes than by 
flames, never sleep in a tightly 
closed room. Open a window a 
bit at night. Then tuo, close 
your bedroom door before 
retiring. This will prevent 
deadly smoke and fumes from 
reaching you before you have 
time to escape. 

Carelessly stored rubbish, 
flammable cleaning fluids. 
rays and the like are potential 


breeders of fire. Discard what 
you don't need and store the 
rest properly before they 
necome troublemakers 

In the kitchen, never wear 
loose clothing while cooking 
over hot burners. When pots 
are on top the stove. keep their 
handles turned inward so they 
cannot be — inadvertently 
knocked over. Remember that 
foods or liquids that boil over 
can smother flames, allowing 
vas to seep into the house. 

If you are the least bit con- 
cerned about the condition of 
the wiring in vour residence, 
have it checked by a reputable 
electrical contractor. One 
indiation that your circuitry 
ist adequate to handle the 
demands you're making on it 
1s the momentary dimming of 
lizhts when major appliances 
are first turned on. 

Poisons come in many 
guises. Foods. for instance, 
cun sometimes kill. Don’t keep 
things in the refrigerator too 
long. Immediately discard 
swollen cans or anything that 
smells suspicious. 

Store medicines _ syste- 
matically, and, as in the 
case of old food, discard old 
medicines. Sometimes their 
chemical composition alters 
sumificantly with age. Never 
take medicines in the dark,

and never keep more than one 
medicine on your nghtsfand. 
Its very easy to confuse little 
boltles in the fog of half-sleep. 

There are two medicine- 
related habits you should try to 
develop One: read labels 
twice, in a pood light, before 
taking what's behind them 
The secand: when pouring 
liquid medicines, hold the 
bottle with its label up That 
way dripping won't obscure Its 
inst ruc tions. 

If you've reached the con- 
clusion that mest of the tips 
we've passed on are just good 
common sense, you're right 

But what conclusion can you 
draw when the fact remains 
that accidents are still the 
third biggest killer — of 
Americans over 65?

The credit has 
been allowed to you as the 
homeowner and is based upon 
the relationship between your 
residential property tax and 
your income. 

Your sons, or any other 
heirs, will not have to return 
any portion of any credit that 
you may have received for an 
earlier taxable year. 

If, perchance, the ownership 
uf your home changes through 
your bequeathing it to your 
sons or for any other reason; 
then you, the homeowner, 
would still be entitled to the 
tux credit for that portion of 
the year that you actually 
owned the heme. In-as-tnuch 
ux property taxes are paid one 
year in advance, such a situ- 
ation could only apply to the 
current year. 

The tax hablility on an in- 
come of $7,000 is limited to 
$165. The difference between 
this and your taxes of $600 is 
$45. Half of this is $217.50, 
which ts what your credit 
would be as a “partial credit” 
homeowner These are home- 
owners such as you, who are 
under sixty. 

Q. 1 filed my application for 
a property tax credit last June, 
hut I still have not heard any- 
thing. When can 1 expect the 
credit? 

A. Those eligible home- 
owners who filed an appli- 
cation for a tax credit by 
August 31, 1978, should receive 
a credit voucher some time 
during the month of October. If 
they are found to be ineligible, 


they will receive a letter of 
denial. Those who filed an 
application during the month 
of September but before the 
deadline, October 1. 1978, 
should receive a voucher dur- 
ing the month of November. 

Either way, whether you are 
eligible to receive a credit or 
not. you should receive written 
notification — a tax credit 
voucher or a letter of demal — 
by November 30, at the very 
latest. 

Q. I just heard the other day 
from friends about the prop- 
erty tax credit program for the 
elderly. As I am over sixty, 
can 1 still file, and if so, 
where? 

A. For this year, the dead- 
line for filing appiicatiyus uy 
both the under and the over 
sixty homeowners Was eX- 
tended to October 1, 1978. 
Normally, September 1, is the 
final date. Since October 1, fell 
on a Sunday. applications were 
accepted on the following Mon- 
day if they were received in 
the tax credit office by that 
date. Applications that were 
mailed in were also accepted if 
the envelope was postmarked 
no later than October 2, 1978. 

The tax credit office says it 
‘annot accept any applications 
that are received after this 
date, and those who file late 
will be sent a letter of dental 
for this reason. 

The purpose of the property 
tax credit program is to give 
relief to homeowners whase in- 
comes are fixed or limited. 
While the need fer a cut-oft 


date is understandable 
for some, there is al- 
ways the possibility of 


mitigating circumstances. The 
homeowner could have been in 
the hospital and unable to file. 
A way must exist to protect 
people from losing the credit 
throuzh no fault of their own. 
If a homeowner, in such ad- 
versity, files after the deadline 
and is turned down, he can still 
appeal this decision to the 
Appeal Board. The Appeal 
Board will hear the case and 
make a decision as tu whether 
the circumstances warrant a 
waiver of the fact that the 
filing date requirement was 
not met. In fairness to those 
who meet the deadline. the 
burden of proof will be the 
homeowner's.

Beverly Byron, the congress- 
man's widow, left after the 
funeral for a brief vacation in 
Florida, a family spokesman 
said. When she returns to 
Maryland. she will start 
campaigming for her husband's 
congressional seat. 

Mrs. Byron, 45, received the 
Democratic nomination for the 
seat Thursday night at the first 
meeting of the recently elected 
State Central Committee. The 
action was supported by Acting 
Gov Blair Lee II] and Demo- 
cratic yubernatorial nominee 
Harry R. Hughes. 

The new candidate has some 
reservations about taking her 
husband's place. 

“IT don't think I am the best 
person for the job,” Mrs. 
Byron said, “but the staff 
seems tu think so and the 
family seems to think so." 

She quickly added, however, 
that she wants her husband's 
job 

‘Why bother with it? Be- 
cause It seems to be what my 
family wants."’ Mrs. Byron 
said. “Goudloe had strony feel- 
ings toward the 6th District. I 
think the primary showed the 
6th District had some feeling 
toward him." 

After the nomination, Mrs 
Byron said; “As far as I'm 
concerned, I want to get 
through the weekend first . . .

Dear Sir: 

The decision of the County 
Conumissioners to use support- 
ing real estate for needed 
office space at the Courthouse 
was a good decision 

First, it should be observed 
that anyone familiar with the 
increased county work load 
knows that the need for space 
is great. We should be glad 
that Garrett County is a 
strong, growing and sound 
community. Moreover, we 
should be heartened by the 
determined strength of our 
local government to continue 
the control of local affairs. 

Second, from an archi- 
tectural point of view, it is a 
matter of taste. I believe the 
current work enhances the 
beauty of the original struc- 
ture. Most of Oakland is on 
raised elevations and the view 
of the Courthouse is unim- 
paired. In the immediate front, 
on Third Street, most of what 
one saw before was the wall 
and steps. 

Third, the financing was 
handled in a manner that pro- 
tects and recalls for Garrett 
County its own tax dollars, 
previously taken by the 
Federal government. 

Fourth, I would like to point 
to a similar problem in another 
county — namely Albemarle 
County, Virginia. There, as in 
Oakland, the Courthouse build- 
ing was treasured. After all it 
was the forum for lawyers like 
Thomas Jefferson, Patrick 
Henry, James Monroe. There 
too the County had increased 
needs and built a second build- 
ing nearby. Kut this proved 
inadequate. Now Albemarle 
has the jail many miles away, 
soil conservation is in the 
fourth building; building and 
zoning in a fifth location and 
other court activities are liter- 
ally all over the place. Our 
lccal Commissioners faced this 
same issue intelligently and 
with foresight. The decision 
was faced with political 
courage because some have 
chosen not to understand. Our 
children will be glad the jail is 
not in Crellin, the Sheriff in 
McHenry; the Assessor in 
Kitzmiller. I salute the Com- 
mitssioners.

Although the 
assessed valuation is not the 
only consideration, such 
figures are generally taken 
Intu account by real estate 
appraisers when they go out 
to set valuations for inheri- 
lance tax purposes. 

Just as higher assessments 
have resulted in higher real 
estate taxes, they also bring 
about higher State taxes and 
higher state and federal inheri- 
tance taxes. There is no way of 
avoiding the extra burdens 
that stem from higher assess- 
ments. 

Our officials here have en- 
couraged our assessment of- 
ficers in every possible 
manner to set the top figure 
valuations on most of our 
properties. It would be good to 
have a Board of County Com- 
missioners who would be satis- 
fied with the bottom figure 
assessments. 

Also it will be good if after 
November 7, we can have a 
new Board of County Com- 
missioners. This present Board 
Is continuing to waste and 
spend. Since the Primary 
Election they have purchased 
51 acres of land at Accident, 
paying three times its market 
value. They have borrowed 
from the banks to the hilt, and 
they have mortgaged the

The Maryland Public Broad 
casting system, in a nutshell, 
1s a non-commercial broad- 
casting system funded by the 
Maryland General Assembly 
providing educational, nfor- 
mational and cultural pro- 
grams carried by four stations 
in the state, and by many 
privately owned cable services 
in the wunmediate five-state 
area. 

The heart of Maryland's PBS 
is located in the middle of a 
state game farm, at Owings 
Mills near Baltimore, and 
houses all divisions of the 
system. 

Because the PBS does not 
sell air time to advertisers, it 
is able to offer a variety of 
program services to specific 
audiences and to explore new 
programming ideas. Some of 
the shows appearing in the 
past year included ‘Wall 
Street Week.’ ‘‘Nature's 
Trail,” ‘The Critic's Place,” 

Maryland Weekend,” and 
“The Electric Company.” 
Specials uxluded “Baltimore 
Chipper: The Ship That 
Launched a Port” and ‘David 
Cuppertield: Once Upon A 
Classic.”

The Center’s annual budget 
includes General Funds ap- 
propriated by the General As- 
sembly, and special funds 
generated by the Center itself.

In addition, 
various corporations such as 
Black and Decker, the Bendix 
Corp..

What Public Broadcasting 
Means To Garrett County 


Right now the Maryland 
Center has four transmitters 
on the air across the state, one 
at the center, one for station 
WMPB in Salisbury, one for 
WWPB in Hagerstown, and one 
at WAPB in Annapolis. 

At present, plans are in the 
research and funding stage for 
a fifth transmitter, in the 
Table Rock section of Garrett 
County. The Center is pres- 
ently awaiting an FCC con- 
struction permit, the legal 
document needed to build a 
UHF channel. 

A decision has not yet been 
made, however, on whether the 
PBS will erect a transmitter, 
at a cost of a third of a million 
dollars, or a translator which 
simply picks up signals from 
another broadcast channel. 
The transmitter would be 
operated remotely from the 
Hagerstown station, which 
would mean operating funds 
are needed each year. A 
translator, however. is much 
less expensive to erect and re- 
quires only maintenance funds 
rather than operating funds. 
The signal quality would not be 
significantly altered, according 
to Richard Breitenfeld, Jr., 
executive director.

During my campaigning | have been confronted with numerous 
suggestions and questions, and due to my previous experience | 
have been capable of offering various proposals and answers to 
most of the questions. | take this opportunity to tell the voters of 
the county where | stand. 


Question: What would you try to do in regards to our inflationary 
assessments and the tax rate?

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Election Of Polish Pontiff 
Departs From Italian Traditions 


VATICAN CITY -UPIi - A 
chorus of prayers and congratu- 
lations from around the globe 
has pledzed support to Pope 
John Paul II, who already ts 
displaying the zift of conetha- 
ton he learned detending the 
Roman Cathohe faith in 
Poland 

At the outset of his historic 
reign. the Polish pontiff won a 
warm reception from his 
former opponents in Warsaw's 
Cominunist government. whose 
leaders cabled their “great 
satisfaction” and = said they 
would aid pilgrims anxious to 
see their countryman take 
office this weekend 

The vigorous, 38-,ear-old 
former archbishop of Krakow 
displayed his statesmanslup in 
‘urn bs pledging ‘to extend our 
nand and open our heart” to all 
‘he world’s oppressed peuples. 
But at the same time he 
promised no “political interfer- 
ence oor participation in 
worldly affairs.” 

John Paul also spoke out on 
ecclesiastical affairs. He pro- 
mised to give his bishops a 
yreater voice in running the 
church but warned both liberals 
and conservatives alike he 
expected obedience 

Italy ‘s outspoken Civilta Cris- 
tlana movement, the tradition- 
alist group that bitterly 
criticized Pope Paul VI for the 
liberal influences he brought to 
the church, reversed its vears 
of opposition to the Vatican and 
issued a jubilant statement 
hailing the first non-Italian 
pope in 455 years. 

“The Catholics of  Civilta 
Cristiana express their pleasure 
over the election te the throne 
of Peter of a son of Marian 
Poland, an authentically heroic 
and forever Cathohe land, a 
bulwark of Christiancivilization 
against the barbarians. The 
church of silence and tts 
martyrs triumph today in the 
august persons of the vicar of 
Christ." 

John Paul. who is one of the 
youngest men elected pope in 
modern times, set Sunday as 
the date for the ceremonies 
that will invest him formally in 
his role as the leader of the 
worldwide church. 

The Vatuan released no 
details of the ceremony. but it 
was expected to parallel closely 
the simple investiture chosen 
by Pope John Paul I, who 
spurned the traditional gold and 
silver papal crown in favor of a 
simpie white shawl or palhum 
to symbolize his reign. 

John Paul spent his first full 
day as pope Tuesday learning 
about sume of the more 
mundane aspects of the papacy 
— such as finding his way 
around the vast Vatican Palace 
and making ritual benedictions. 

In taking the name of his 
Itahan predecessor, who 
reigned over the church only 34 
days, John Paul II paid homage 
to the warmth and humanity of 
the late Albino |uciam. 

The former Cardinal Karol 
Wojtyla continued his predeces- 
sor’s pastoral tradition by 
making an unprecedented visit 


to a Rome hospital less than 24 
hours after his election 

The pope visited for 15 
minutes with Polish Bishop 
Andracy Deskur. a longtime 
colleague who suffered a stroke 
last week 
He spoke afterwards, in 
Itahan, to a gathering of 
hospital officials, doctors, 
nurses and patients. As he 
concluded his remarks he 
waved to the patients, called 
out the traditional Polish 
benediction, “Praise be to 
lesus Christ,’ and turned to 
walk out 
Bishop Giuseppe Caprio. the 
Vatican's undersecretary — of 
state placed his hand on the 
pontiff's arm, leaned over and 
whispered briefly in his ear. 
John Paul's face broke into a 
broad grin and his hght blue 
eves twinkled. 

‘The underscretary tells me 
this is not enough.” the pope 
suid, “1 still have to give the 
benediction. He tells me how a 
pepe should behave.” 

The crowd burst into laughter 
and applause. Then John Paul 
blessed the onlookers with the 
sizn of the cross and recited 
the Latin verse usually intoned 
bs popes when they visit 
vutside the Vatican

President Carter will decide in 
the next day or so whether to 
sign the $18.6 billion tax-cut 
bill, based on recommendations 
of the Treasury Department 
and other experts, according to 
White House officals 

He also plans to take a new 
look at key legislative proposals 
that failed to pass in the last 
congressional session to deter- 
mine if they warrant a priority 
tay next year. 

Carter's three major disap- 
pointinents in the 99th Congress 
were the failure to create a 
department of education and a 
consumer advocacy agency and 
to provide supplemental finan- 
cial or ~countereyclical” reve 
nue sharing assistance for 
cities 
The officials indicated that as 
a result of a Memonal Day 
memo urging Carter to use the 


veto as one of his own 
legislative weapons, he was 
able to establish the best 


legislative recurd since Lyndon 
Johnson 

Congressional haison Frank 
Moore, domestic affairs adviser 
Stuart Eizenstat and national 
security adviser Zbigniew Brze- 
zinski reviewed Carter's legisla- 
tive accomplishments for 
reporters under sround rules 
prohibiting direct quotation. 
Carter's staff clainis to be as 
busy now as they were at the

dent assistance. 

Carter's aides said they sent 
too much major legislation to 
Congress in 1977, and reas- 
sessed the situation several 
times in 1978 to avoid the same 
mistake. 

Their Memorial Day memo 
spelled out the use of the veto 
as ‘a Weapon in the president’s 
arsenal.” 

They said Carter would

Begin Denies 
Reports Of A 
Peace-Talks Halt 


JERUSALEM (UPI) — A 
source in Prime Minister 
Menachem Beyin's office says 
reports that peace talks with 
Egypt may end ‘within a few 
days” are exaggerated. 

The delay in the signing of 
the peace treaty apparently is 
related to an Egyptian demand 
to link it in some way to the 
future of the West Bank, 
another source in Beygin’s office 
said Tuesday. 

The comment on the delay 
came following a 424-hour 
Cabinet meeting in which Begin 
reported on progress in the 
talks. 

One source in the prime 
nunister’s office said optimistic 
reports that the talks may end 
‘within a few days’ are 
exapgerated. He did not elabo- 
rate although a Foreign Minis- 
try official said earher: “We 
are vetting only optimistic 
noises from Washington.” 
Earlier, the newspaper 
Yediot Aharonot reported from 
Washingon Israeli Foreign Min- 
ister Moshe Dayan and acting 
Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Butros Ghali had discussed the 
West Bank problem. 

The report said it had been 
agreed the introduction to the 
peace treaty will say: ‘Israel 
does not ignore the Palestinian 
problem and wants to solve it 
in the spirit of the framework 
for peace in the Middle Fast 
that was achieved at Camp 
David.” 

Eyypt can in this way, the 
report said. show the Arab 
world tnat despite the signing 
of the peace treaty with Israel 
it has not turned traitor to the 
Arab cause. Israel also would 
not obligate itself to something 
it has not previously promised. 
The Cabinet is receiving 
continuous reports by telephone 
and telex from the Israeli 
delegation in Washington and 
another meeting was expected 
Friday. 

Earlier in the day, the prime 
minister briefed the parliamen- 


tary Foreign Affairs and 
Defense coiunittee on the 
talks 


He said Eyypt and Israel 
have decided to create an 


arbitration committee com- 
posed of representatives of

Alcohol Reports 
Indicate Rise 
In Teen l sage 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Three out of four American 
teen-agers drink alcohol and 
one of every five gets drunk at 
least once a month, according 
to a new government report on 
alcoholisin. 

It's part of an alarming trend 
that has seen the United States 
climb to third place in the 
world betiund Russia and 
Finland in per-capita consump- 
tion of liquor, HEW Secretary 
Joseph Califano said Tuesday. 

In the 138-page report, soon 
to be delivered to Congress, 
HEW said 10 million adult 
Americans either are alcoholics 
or problem drinkers who may 
be on their way to alcoholism 
That is one in 14 adults. 


Another 3.3 million young 
people in high school — one out 
of evey five in the age group — 
have had problems with pa- 
rents, school officials, their 
peers or the police because of 
drinking, the report said. 

“Excessive consumption of 
alcohol takes a terrible toll on 
the health, safety ane happt- 
ness of millions of Americans.” 
said Califano in a statement 
accompanying HEW‘s _ third 
such report on drinking and 
heaith. The others were in 1971 
and 1474 
Califano said HEW is deve 
loping yoals and initiatives for 
a national plan to curb alcohol 
abuse. 

In the meantime, this report 
documents the scope of the 
need for action.” he said. 

The report defined an adult 
problem drinker as one who 
imbibes to such an extent that 
physical, mental or social 
functioning is impaired. white 
an aleohotic has a chronic 
addiction to drink Drinking 
problems among the young are 
not qiute as chronic, it said. but 
noted: 

‘The concern over increased 
alcohol consumption in youth 1s 
heightened by the observatior 
that early drinking behavior 
predicts drinking habits in later 
life.”

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Congress Passes Many Major Bills 


fs 95th Session Draws To End 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Con- 
vress ended its 95th session in a 


manner that has veteran 
staffers still shaking — their 
heads. 

The session's final days, 


which usually stretched into 
late nivhts. saw an unusually 
large number of major bills 
come up for consideration in 
both the House and Senate. 
The number of bills passed or 
killed in the final days may not 
have set a record, but their 
significance was highly unu- 
sual. 

“IT can't remember so much 
major legislation moving in the 
final hours of a closing session 
of Congress.” said a House 
staff member, who has been 
working with Congress for 36 
years 

‘so many of the big things 
were backed up at the end 
where usually we have just one 
thing holding us in check,” a 
veteran Senate staffer said. 
The energy package, stalled 
by a filibuster in the Senate; 
the tax bill, slowly put into 
final fourm by a House-Senate 
conference committee; and the 
Huniphrey-Hawkins jobs bill. 
revived after being all but 
piven up for dead, got most of 
the attention. But there were 
many other big items on 
Conpless closing agenda. 


Congress finally quit Sunday 
night after a final, 34-hour 
marathon session unmatched in 
a century 

The remaining work was too 
Important to let many of the 
members sneak off for their 
own early adjournment. 

“At 3-30 Sunday morning we 


had 75 people voting in the 
Senate," a Senate staffer noted. 

‘Normally, many of them 
would have been heading back 
home. They would have been 
tong gone.” 

There seems to be yeneral 
agreement on the reasons 
behind the unusual finale. 
President Carter was a big 
factor, the veteran staffers say. 

“We had a president who was 
a political novice in terms of 
learning to work with Congress 
and it took about one and a half 
sessions to turn that around.” 
said one. 

Carter was not the only one 
new in his job. “This was a 
strange Congress in that we 
had a new president together 
with new leadership in both 
houses,”’ a Senate staffer noted. 
House Republican leader Jonn 
Rhodes was the only holdover 
leader from the 94th Congress. 
The leadership probably will 
be unchanged when the 96th 
Congress opens up for business 
in January and Carter will 
have two years of experience 
behind him. 

‘The next session will proba- 
bly be a little more orderly, it 
Congress can ever be said to be 
orderly. This was not an 
orderly end of a session.” said 
the Senate veteran. 

A widespread feeling of 
independence among House 
members was cited as another 
factor in delaying major 
decisions until the end of the 
session. “There is a great deat 
of individuality in the House 
today that is not responsive to 
suyvestion or the wishes of the 
leadership,’ a House staffer 
said. 


Vance Eneounters Diplomatic Trouble 


PRETORIA, South Africa 
(UPI) — Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance has met serious 
difficulties in his bid to pet 
South Africa to accept a U.N. 
independence plan for Namibia, 
placing the vital diplomatic 
mission in jeopardy. 

“We are working tonight, 1 
don't know absut tomorrow,” 
suid South Afrian Prime 
Minister Pieter Botha Tuesday 
after two days of talks on 
Namibia's future with the 
representatives of five Western 
nations, led by Vance. 

Vance has tried for two days 
to persuade Pretoria to aban- 
don its plans to hold elections 
in the territory in favor of a 
U.N. plan for an internationally 
supervised ballot to create an 
independent Namibia next year 
in the former German colony of 
South West Africa. 

Vance Tuesday decided to 
stay on beyond the scheduled 
two days of talks in hopes of 
securing a face-saving compro- 
mise in the negotiations that 
face an Oct. 23 deadline when 
progress must be reported to 
the U.N. Security Council. 
But at the end of Tuesday's 
talks — which also include 


representatives of West Ger- 


many, Canada, France and 
Britain — South African Fo- 
reiyn Minister Rvoelf Botha 
sald: 

-A difficult: situation has 
arisen. It requires serious 
consideration and analysis. 
Reinforcing the pessimism. 
State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter said: “We are 
um the middle of difficult: and 
substantive negotiations.” 
Failure to agree on an 
internationally acceptable 
future for the disputed territory 
— occupied by South Africa 
since the end of World War I — 
could escalate the black nation- 
alist war there. 

American sources have said 
if they left Pretoria empty- 
handed, the Security Councit 
mizht invoke economic sanc- 
tlons against South Africa. 
Neither side would disclose 
details of the talks that are 
bogzed down and apparently 
close to deadlock over an 
election date and U.N. Secre- 
tary General Kurt Waidheim’s 
proposal to send 7.500 troops to 
police the region until indepen- 
dence 

The South Africans say 4.000 
troops would be adequate and 
want their elections Dec. 4,

Mason Questions 
Legality Of $2 
Land Stamp Fee 


State Senator Edward Mason 
has announced he will ask the 
Maryland Attorney General for 
a ruling of the legality of the 
Public Land Stamp Fee which 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources collects from State 
hunters. The $2.00 fee is re- 
quired to hunt on State Lands, 
such as State Parks. 

Mason said that previous 
attempts to outlaw the special 
charge to hunters through 
General Assembly measures 
have been unsuccessful. He ex- 


grounds that it discriminates 
avainst hunters. However, the 
Majority of Legislators have 
supported the DNR’s position 
that the special fee is 
necessary to offset game 
management costs. 

Now Mason says he will act 
on a request from the 2100- 
member Allegany-Garrett 
Sportsmen's Association, 
which hopes to have the land 
stamp fee abolished through a 
concurring Attorney General's 
opinion, and approach which 
Mason said apparently has not 
been tried yet. 

An October 10 letter to 


Mason from AGSA secretary 
Dennis Tompkins stated that

ASCS Says That 
Reserve Grain 


May Be Rotated 


Paul A. Crowl, Chairperson 
of the Maryland Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee, said grain 
placed in the farmer-held re- 
serve may be rotated as new 
crops are harvested. He 
pointed out that rotation will 
help maintain the quality of 
reserve grain. 

‘One method of rotating re- 
serve grain is for the farmer 
with sufficient storage 
capacity to store his most 
recent harvest on his fartn, 
and then obtain authorization 
from the county ASC com- 
mittee to release the older 
crop(s) from the other bin/s).” 

A second method is for the 
producer to get permission 
from the county committee 
about 30 days before harvest. 
to release the reserve grain 
which is then placed in a 
licensed warehouse. ‘**The 
county ASCS office will hold 
the warehouse receipt until the 
new harvest is in place,”

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Fire Prevention Association Gives 


Rules For Coal, wood Stove Users 


This week's article, the second in a series on solid fuel heat- 
ing equipment, concerns safe uistallation methods. The Republi- 
can 1s cooperating with the state fire marshal’s office in pre- 
senting information in weekly segments on the selection, instal- 
_ation, use and maintenance of coal and wood heating stoves. 

INSTALLATION 

Coal and wood burning stoves are radiant heaters. Radiant 
heat usually provides greater comfort than other types of heat, 
such as heat from forced air systems. Radiant heat is the type of 
heat produced by an electric heater and by the sun. A person 
may feel comfortable in an area heated to a relatively low 
temperature by radiant heat if the heated area ts protected from 
drafts. However, an oxygen consuming fire must be provided 
with a continuous supply of fresh air which means that venti- 
lation 1s essential. not only for proper combustion but also for the 
safety of the occupants. Normal air leakage in a dwelling is 
usually sufficient but may not be in a well- insulated house unless 
a window is left cracked open. Exhaust fans should be used 
judiciously, since a fan that is on could pull products of com- 
bustion from a fireplace into the living area. Stoves are some- 
tunes over-fired: the stoves and their chimney connectors and 
chimney flues may become red hot. Over-firing, coupled with 
inadequate clearances and lack of constant attention, have 
resulted in many fires that would not have otherwise occurred. 

CLEARANCES OF STOVES 
Stoves must be provided with adequate clearances from all 

combustible materials. The minimum clearances needed for 
safety are specified in Heat Producing Appliance Clearances 
{NFPA No. 89M — 1971). The clearances indicated in Table 1 
were excerpted from Table 1 of NFPA No. 89M.

the masonry wall of the chimney and the connector installed in 
the thimble without cement (for easy removal for cleaning, 
replacement, etc.). High temperature cement must be used for 
all cementing. Where the connector 1s inserted in a thimble, 
though not cemented, the joint must be sufficiently tight to 
prevent dislodgment of the connector by the force of a “puff” 
from sudden ignition in the stove's firebox. 
CONNECTOR THROUGH WALLS 

NFPA No. 211 does not permit a chimney connector to pass 
through any floor or ceiling or through any fire wall cr fire 
partition. However, where necessary, a connector may pass 
through a partition other than a fire partition under any of the 
following conditions: 

(11 Where a ventilated type metal thimble, is used. Such a 
thimble must be at least 12 inches larger in diameter than the 
chimney connector. 

12) Where a metal or burned fire-clay thimble is used and the 
thunble is surrounded on all sides by not less than 8 inches of 
brickwork or equivalent fire-proofing material. 

13) Where all combustible material 1s cut out of the partition 
wall for a sufficient distance to provide not less than 18 inches 
clearance on all sides of the connector. Any material used to 
close this opening must be noncombustible insulating material. 

PITCH, CONFIGURATION, 
AND SUPPORT OF CONNECTOR 

Chimney connectors are required by NFPA No. 211 to 
have an elevated pitch or rise in the horizontal portion of not less 
than '1 inch to the linear foot. so that the point of connection to 
the chimney is at a higher elevation than the end nearest to the 
stove. For example, if the horizontal section of the connector is 
10 feet long, the end of the horizontal section at or nearest to the 
chimney must be not less than 2'z inches higher than the end of 
the horizontal section nearest to the stove (10x0.25 = 2.5). The 
connector must have no sharp turns, as few sweeping bends 
(such as a sweeping elbow fitting) as possible. and be securely 
supported. Joints must be tightly fastened together by an ap- 
proved means such as by rivets, screws, or an approved corru- 
gated joint. After installation, the connector must be readily 
accessible for inspection, cleaning, and replacement. 

DAMPERS AND DRAFT REGULATORS 

An automatic draft regulator actuated by a thermostat may 
be installed for a solid-fuel stove if installed in accordance with 
instructions provided by the manufacturer of the regulator or 
stove. An alternative is installing a manually operated damper 
as an integral part of one section of the chimney connector. (The 
damper is installed in a connector section — one length of stove 
pipe — usually by the installer). The damper section may be 
vertical or horizontal and is usually installed near the stove for 
convenience in operation. 


another. Besides, multiple connections sumetimes result in un- 
satisfactory operation. If two or more stoves, such as a room 
heater and a cook stove, are connected to the same chimney flue, 
despite the recommendations against doing so, the connectors 
must enter the chimney at different elevations. A common flue 
must, of course, be of sufficient size to provide an adequate draft 
for all the stoves connected to it. The minimum cross sectional 
area should not be less than shown in Table 3, which was ex- 
cerpted from Table 12 of Chapter 26 of the 1972 Guide and Data 
Book [Equipment] of ASHRAE (American Society of Heating, 
Refrigerating, and Air Conditioning Engineers). The availability 
of good factory-built chimneys, however, should obviate the need 
for multiple connections to a common chimney flue. 


FACTORY-BLILT FIREPLACES 
Complete factory-built fireplaces with a factory-built chim- 
ney, which are available as package units, include a roof jack 
assembly. fire stopping materials, all other parts for a complete 
installation, and instructions for clearances, etc. As in the case of 
factory-built chimneys, NFPA No. 211 requires factory-built fire-

MOUNTING ON FLOOR 
NFPA's Fire Protection Handbook, 13th edition, has specific 
requirements for mounting free-standing residential stoves on the 
floor. Among the approved methods are the following: 

(1) Where the stove has legs that provide at least 18 inches of 
upen space between the stove and the floor. 

(2) Where the stove has legs that provide at least 4 inches of 
open space between the stove and the floor and where No. 24 
yage or thicker sheet metal entirely covers the floor under the 
stove and also extends out at least 18 inches beyond the stove at 
the front or the side where the ashes are removed. 

(3) Where a stove is listed specifically for installation on a 
floor of combustible material, it may be mounted in accordance 
with specified instructions. 

CONNECTORS AND VENTS 
Where a stove is to be vented into a chimney flue by a 
chimney connector. the connector should be of corrosion-resistant 
steel of a thickness not less than shown in Table 2. (These data 
were excerpted from NFPA No. 211).

FACTORY-BUILT CHIMNEYS 

A factory-built chimney may be used for a coal or wood 
burning stove or for a fireplace where the fireplace is designed 
for use with the chimney. Such metal chimneys (stacks) are 
tested and listed by nationally recoynized testing laboratories, 
such as Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc. (UL). They are efficient 
and easy to install. Soot and creosote buildups are minimized be- 
cause of rapid warining of the inner walls of this type chimney. 
This results in increased safety. The necessary clearances from 
combustible inaterials are marked on each section of a UL-listed 
factory-built chimney. Hence, if there is no existing chimney that 
can be readily used, a factory-built chimney offers a practical 
solution. {Factory-built chimneys are required by NFPA No. 211 
to be laboratory listed and installed in accordance with listing in- 
structions).

Zeroxed posters in grocery 
stores. and various public 
bulletin boards. 

— If you find a lost animal, 
allow the original owner ample 
time to respond to your ad- 
vertisement. He or she should 
be glad to reimburse you for 
any expense you may have 
incurred in the animal's 
benefit If no one claims the 
animal. make every attempt to 
place it in a yood home if you 
yourself are not able to keep it. 
As a last resort, consider 
humane euthanasia by your 
local veterinarian. Above all, 
do not return the animal 
outside to fend for itself. 

When dealing with any 
societal problem, including 
animal control, we must 
remember that the public 
caused the problem, therefore 
the public has to deal with the 
problem. Being a responsible 
pet owner includes advocating 
spaying and neutering — and 
that’s the solution to half the 
problem!

With Garrett County winter 
winds very close at hand, 
every effort should be made to 
yet the most out of your energy 
dollars. Here are some tips to 
help in conserving energy as 
you work with the interior of 
your home: 

—Place furniture far enough 
away from radiators, 
registers. and cold air vents to 
permit easy circulation of 
heated or cooled air. You will 
be more comfortable in winter 
if you keep furniture away 
from windows and outside 
walls, especially if they are not 
adequately insulated. 

—Wing chairs give protec- 
tion from drafts and are 
warmer than open-arm chairs. 
In winter. soft upholstery 
fabric feels warmer than 
leather, plastic or wood; or use 
a warm-colored slipcover on 
furniture or throws made from 
soft, fuzzy fabric. 

—Carpets are warmer to 
touch and offer more insulation 
than tile, wood, slate or resi- 
lient floor coverings. Wall-to 
wall carpet laid over a cushion 
or pad, has greater insulating 
qualities than room size or 
area rugs. Generally, the 
thicker and denser the carpet. 
the greater the insulation 
value. Wool and acrylic fibers 
provide the best insulation and 

nylon is the least effective. 

—Light colors reflect light 
while dark colors absorb it. 
You will need less illumination 
in a room if you paint or paper 
the walls in light colors. Light 
is reflected back into a room 
when ceilings are painted in 
lighter colors. 

—Warm colors (pinks, reds 
and oranges) add psycho- 
logical warmth to a room. Cool 
colors (blues and greens) tend 
to make a room feel cool. Con- 
sider warm colors for northern 
exposures and cool colors for 
rooms with a heavy western 
exposure. Slipcovers, throws. 
and accessories can be

ment on the vehicle. Such a 
requirement would protect 
future owners as well as new 
car buyers.” 

Comptroller Goldstein stated 
that any program of octane 
posting and enforcement must 
have a quick reaction time, 
such as is now the case in 
Maryland, if it is to benefit the 
consumer. ‘After all, merely 
detecting a violation days or 
weeks or montlis after it oc- 
curs does not protect the con- 
sumer who bought substandard 
fuel. And that consumer 
deserves protection,” he said. 

Comptroller Goldstein noted 
that during the last fiscal year, 
his office tested samples of 
gasoline representing 1.5 bil- 
lion gallons and found about 6 
percent to be substandard. He 
indicated that he would enter 
into an agreement with the 
Federal Trade Commission to 
make available Maryland's 
recognized expertise and 
facilities, but warned that he 
intended to vigorously enforce 
Maryland law to protect con- 
sumers. “‘I believe a rule 
should be promulgated to give 
the States authority to proceed 
with their own enforcement 
programs, so long as the 
standards are identical to 
those defined by the Federal 
Trade Commission,” he said. 

Maryland now tests gasoline 
and other petroleum products 
at every level of the supply 
chain for a variety of qualities, 
including octane rating. 

The proposed regulations 
would recognize octane ratings 
in single number increments, 
as opposed to the two number 
Increments now recognized by 
Maryland regulations. Comp- 
troller Goldstein indicated that 
Maryland regulations would be 
changed to comply to Federal 
rules, if the proposed rules are 
adopted. 

Maryland representatives 
were invited to participate in 
the hearings because of the 
national reputation of the State 
Comptroller’s Office as a 
leader in the field. Comptroller 
Goldstein has twice testified 
before Congressional Com- 
mittees urging a nationwide 
program of consumer pro- 
tection and education regard- 
ing petroleum products.

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$233 Million Spent 


On Entertainment 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein announced 
last week that $233,587,718 was 
spent on taxable entertainment 
in Maryland during Fiscal 
Year 1978, up 30 percent from 
the $179,543,.622 spent during 
the previous fiscal year. 

“Marylanders increased 
their spending on entertain- 
ment and leisure activities, 
reflecting our State's share in 
the economic growth during 
the past twelve months,” Mr. 
Goldstein said, noting that the 
counties, cities, and towns of 
Maryland benefited to the tune 
of $10,445,091 in Admissions 
and Amusement Tax revenues 
for July 1, 1977 through June 
30, 1978. The amount of 
revenue distributed to the sub- 
divisions for Fiscal Year 1977 
was $9,557,227. 

‘More tax revenue was re- 
ceived from night club enter- 
tainment than any other form 
of entertainment reported,” 
Mr. Goldstein said, pointing 
out that the $53,723,206 spent 
for night club admissions and 
entertainment yielded 
$2,104,794 in tax revenue. 

Spending for other forms of 
entertainment included 
$41,333,011 for movies, pro- 
ducing $2,137,311 in tax 
revenue, and $16,858,858 for 
athletic events, producing 
$1,637,717 in tax revenue. A 
total of $19,770,052 was spent 
for live theatre and concerts, 
yielding tax revenue totaling 
$1,338,259 and spending for golf 
amounted to $10,235,654, ac- 
counting for $477,713 in Ad- 
missions and Amusement Tax 
revenues. Spending in coin- 
operated amusement devices 
amounted to $20,868,545, and 
yielded tax revenue totaling 
$719,207. 

“Leisure spending reflects 
the economic importance of 
local interests,” Mr. Goldstein 
said. ‘For instance, the largest 
single source of Admissions 
and Amusement tax revenue 
for Baltimore City is athletic 
events. In Garrett County, tax 
revenue from ski facilities and 
boat rides are among the high- 
est. Likewise, in Kent and 
Queen Anne’s Counties on the 
Eastern Shore, boat rides and 
fishing excursions are among 
the largest sources of Ad- 
missions and Amusement tax 
revenue.” 

The Admissions and Amuse- 
ment tax rates are set by local 
elected officials, while the tax 
receipts are collected by the 
State Comptroller's Office and 
distributed to the local sub- 
divisions. 

“Final Fiscal Year 1978 pay- 
ments totaling $3,448,921 have 
been mailed to the local sub- 
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Oakland, Md. 
334-3923 
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divisions,” Mr. Goldstein said. 
Distribution to Garrett County 
was $9,629.69 for the fourth 
quarter, bringing the fiscal 
year 1978 total to $52,712.63.

Board may revoke any junkyard

ORIONID METEORS 

The maximum of the Orionid 
meteor shower is at 1:00 p.m. 
on Saturday As many as 29 
meteors may be seen per hour 
by a single observer. This is 
about three times the number 
normally observed. Early on 
Friday, Saturday, and Sunday 
mornings wili be the best time 
to observe these meteors as 
they collide with the earth at a 
velocity of 66 kilometers per 
second (147,670 miles per 
hour).

A waning moon is in the sky 
all week.

Tegistered voter who. for any 
reason, is absent from the 
county on election day 

Any registered voter other- 
wise qualified to vote may 
apply for an emergency ab- 
sentee ballot if notified after 
October 31 and on the day of 


election prior to the time the 
polls close that he is required 
to be absent from the county, 
or if he is unable to be phy sic- 
ally present at the poils as a 
result of illness or accident 
occurring after October 31, or 
if he is unable to be present 
because of a death or serious 
illness in his immediate family 
occurring after the time for 
making application The 
emergency application shall be 
made under the penalty of 
perjury, but without formal 
oath, setting forth the reason 
why the voter is unable to be 
at the polls on the day of 
election 

Registration books remain 
closed fifteen days after a 
general election and wiil re- 
open on Noveniver 24 for regis- 
tration and other transactions.

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Finzel Man Killed 
During Attack On 
Baltimore Police 


A 22-year-old Finzel resident 
was shot and killed Sunday 
evening by Baltimore City 
Police when he charged them 
with a bow and arrow 

The man was identified as 
Harvey Michael Zuckerman. 
He was shot at least seven 
times as he charged at the 
police, who had fired a hail of 
at least 26 bullets. A Baltimore 
policeman, Nelson F. Bell, Jr., 
reniains in very critical con- 
dition after he was wounded in 
the head by a richocheting 
bullet. 

No motive was immediately 
determined for Mr. Zucker- 
mans behavior prior to the 
shooting.

Officials refused to 
cash the draft, and he returned 
several times later in the day. 

Finally, he barricaded him- 
self behind his luggage, and 
later jumped behind a wall and 
a truck near the Howard 
theatre. At one point he 
emerged to shvot urrows at the 
bus terminal, and reportedly at 
one point had been holding a 
.30-.30 rifle aimed and at police 
and refused to drop it despite 
six warning shots. 

He then went behind the wall 
and came out holding a cocked 
compound bow Police said 
they opened fire after Zucker-

Drill 31 Wells, 
Five In Garrett 


The Coluinbia Gas System 
announced lust Wednesday it 
would participate in two pro- 
prams costing a total of $14 
million to recover natural gas 
from shale formations in 
Appalachia. 


The programs _ involve 
drilling 31 wells, 21 in Ohio, 
five in New York, and five in 
Garrett County, und then 
artificially fracturing the 
underground shale formation 
in an effort to increase their 
ability to produce natural gas. 


Preliminary agreements for 
the two progranis have been 
signed with the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Energy The first pro- 
yram was jointly submitted to 
the Department of Energy by 
the Mitchell Energy Corp.. 
Houston, Texas, and the 
Columbia system. It calls for 
drilling 11 wells over a 32- 
month period in southwest 
Gallia County, Ohio beginning 
next spring. 


The second program is ex- 
pected to begin next year, with 
15 wells scheduled for 1979. 
five each in Lorain and Truin- 
bull Counties 1n Ohio and 
Steuben County, N. Y. Five 
additional wells are to be 
drilled in Garrett County in 
1980. 


The 20-well program is estl- 
mated to cost about $6.5 
million with costs to ve shared 
by Columbia and the Depart- 
ment of Energy. 


Marvin White, board chair- 
man of Columbia Gas of Ohio, 
said the program, If success- 
ful, will determine how much 
pas cun be economically re- 
covered from the trillions of 
cubic feet of natural zas known 
to exist in Appalachia by 
assessing what fracturing 
techniques work best and 
measuring their cost. 


The goal of these programs 
1s to find the best way to un- 
lock the dense, tightly com- 
pressed structure of shale to 
release the gas we know Is 
there and do it in volumes that 
are economical to produce.” 
White said. 


“Drilling for shale yas Is 
nothing new.” White added 
“Columbia has been doing it 
for years in the Big Sandy 
Basin of southwestern 
Virginia and eastern Kentucky 
The proposed programs seek to 
produce yas from previously 
undeveloped shale areas *

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Commissioners Approve $1.3 Million 
Bond Program With State DOT 


The proposal to participate 
in a $1.3 million bond program 
with the Maryland Department 
of Transportation was a chief 
topic during Monday's meeting 
of the Garrett County Com- 
missioners. 

The bond issue, which will be 
repaid from the county's share 
of gasoline usage taxes, will 
permit the county to purchase 
new equipment. Processing of 
the bond issue began about a 
year ayo. 

The funds will be used to 
purchase five six-wheel drive 
graders with V-plows and two 
front end loaders also equipped 
with V-plows. The bid will be 
awarded to Powlen Equipment 
Co., Hagerstown, which sub- 
mitted the lowest bids meeting 
specifications. All new equip- 
ment will be John Deere 
models. 

Bid price was $62,345 for 
each grader; $81,526 for each 
loader. 

According to Herbert 
McCrobie, administrative engi- 
neer for the county roads 
department, the bid package 
includes a five-year main- 
tenance guarantee for each 
piece of equipment. If repairs 
total more than $7,000 during 
the five-year period for the 
graders, or $7,000 for the 
loaders, Powlen Equipment 
will make up the difference. 

There is also a five-year re- 
purchase clause in the con- 
tract, which guarantees a price 
of $51.400 for the graders and 
$46,000 for the loaders for sale 
or trade to Powlen. 

Mr. McCrobie also noted that 
six-wheel drive rather than 
four-wheel drive had been 
specified for the loaders, to 
give the equipment more 
traction and plowing power. 

In other business, the com- 
missioners reviewed a brief re- 
port on the county's audit for 
fiscal 1978, which showed the 
county to be “in fine fiscal 
shape,” according to Com- 
missioner chairman George 
Edwards. Mr. Edwards said 
the ratio of assets to liabilities 
for the period was approxi- 
mately 1.25 to 1, showing good 
financial stability. He also 
pointed out that the county has 
a very low rate of bond in- 
debtedness. a plus if there 
should be a need to float addi- 
tional bonds. 

The full report also included 
recommendations for improve- 
ment which will be presented 
in a a management letter to 
the new board of com- 
missioners when it takes office 
in January. 

The Commissioners voted to 
adopt the five-year capital 
improvements plan as pre- 
sented by the Board of Fdu- 
cation last week. Bids will be 
opened in the near future for 
the new Grantsville Ele- 
mentary School and the reno- 
vation of the Dennett Road 
School 

The Board of Education had 
requested $114.000 from the 
Commissioners to design a new 
elementary school for Acci- 
dent, which is also in the five 
year capital improvements 
plan. Presently the main 
school building 1s nearly 60 
years old, while the kinder- 
garten building was con- 
structed in 1957. A third 
structure, a portable facility 
for special education pupils 
throughout the northern 
section of the county, would 
also be replaced. 

The Board has selected a site 
just outside of Accident on the 
Accident-Bittinger Road for 
the new school. 

The present school budget 
includes $10,000 planning funds 
for the new school, but School 
Superintendent Dr. William 
Buser said that sum will te 


enough only for selection of an 
architect and preliminary 
work. 

Under new guidelines set by 
the state's Interagency Com- 
mittee for Public School Con- 
struction, counties are re- 
sponsible for design plans as 
well as site acquisitions. 


State Board Of 
Ed. To Discuss 


Snow Problems 

Heavy snow will be on the 
agenda of the Maryland State 
Board of Education when tt 
meets today to consider new 
tules for school systems that 
shut down on account of bad 
weather or other natural or 
civil disasters. 

Proposed is a set of stiff con- 
ditions for school systems that 
may want to complete fewer 
than 180 days in a school year. 
Legislation enacted by the 
General Assembly authorized 
the State Board to modify the 
180-day per school year 
requirement without jeopardy 
to state aid. 

Guidelines the State Board 
will be asked to consider lay 
down two conditions: that 
school systems schedule more 
than 180 days at the beginning 
of the school year, and that 
they schedule make-up days 
and up to five days beyond the 
original closing date in an 
effort to reach 180 days. 

Also proposed is that the 
Board consider waiving the 
180th day if it falls on a Mon- 
day, plus any days that can't 
be made up even though the 
system uses make-up days and 
the five-day school year ex- 
tension. 

Individual school closinyzs on 
account of bad weather may be 
OK‘d by the state school super- 
intendent under the proposals 
before the Board. 


Wayne Hamilton 
Elected Justice

Wayne G. Hamilton, Garrett 
County Commissioner, was 
unanimously elected chairman 
of the Western Maryland 
Council on Criminal Justice at 
a regular meeting of that body 
on Wednesday, October 11. 

The purpose of the Council is 
to act as an advisory council to 
all units of local government 
within Region III ‘Allegany, 
Carroll, Frederick, Garrett. 
and Washington Counties) on 
matters pertaining to the 
implementation of the 
Omnibus Crime Control and 
Safe Streets Act. The Council 
has the responsibility to 
identify criminal justice prob- 
lems, to develop programs and 
projects designed to resolve 
those problems, to establish 
objectives and priorities for 
the implementation of these 
solutions. and to otherwise 
assist the Governor's Com- 
mission on Law Enforcement 
and the Administration of 
Justice in performing the plan- 
ning functions required by the 
provisions of the Safe Streets 
Act. This responsibility ex- 
tends to all matters pertaining 
to criminal justice including, 
but not lunited to crime pre- 
vention, law enforcement, 
police, prosecution, defense, 
courts. adult rehabilitation and 
juvenile rehabilitation. 

Additionally, the Council 
shall review all applications 
from units of local government 
for funding by the Governor's 
Commission, and shall submit 
recommendations to the Com- 
mission as the basis for fund- 
ing decisions that are required 
by the provisions of the Safe 
Streets Act. 
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
